During the period April 16, 1958, 
to Nov. 1, 1959, the Federal Power 
Comission of Washington, D. C., 
permitted Southern Natural Gas 
Company (the supplier of all 
natural gas to the utilities within 
this county, to impose two rate 
increases upon their customers and 
it was necessary that a portion of 
these rate increases be passed on 
to the consumer. With these rate 
increases it is my opinion that 
the consumer is now paying a 
peak price for the natural gas he 
uses.

Nike Hercules air defense 
guided missile, in an engineer- 
ing feasibility demonstration, 
destroys a Corporal ballistic 
missile fired at White Sands 
Missile Range, N. M. While the 
Corporal has much less range 
and speed than the inter-conti- 
nental ballistic missiles, the test 
yielded valuable information 
pertinent to the development 
of an anti-missile defense, the 
Army said.

Two Years 


Neil R. Smart, Manager of the 
Alabama VA Regional Office in 
Montgomery, states that World 
Warll veterans have two more 
years in which to obtain Veterans 
Administration-guaranteed home, 
farm and business loans as the re- 
sult of a bill signed into law July 
14, 1960, by the President. 

Under this same law, both 
World Warll and Korean Conflict 
veterans can continue to apply for 
direct loans from the federal gov- 
ernment if they live in designated 
rural areas where GI loans are 
not obtainable from the local lend- 
ing institutions. 

The new law authorizes Treas- 
ury Department advances of $150 
million in each of the next 2 years 
of this direct loan extension pro- 
gram. New expiration date for 
the guaranteed loan program fo: 
World War II veterans and for 
the direct loan program for both 
World War II and Korean Conflict 
is July 25, 1962. The prior dead- 
line for both programs was July 
25, 1960. 

The GI loan interest rate of 5% 
percent remains unchanged by the 
new law, 

The new law also will require 
that earnest money deposits ve- 
terans make to be placed in trust 
accounts so that they will be 
safeguarded in case the builder 
becomes insolvent.

Volume, Quality, Uniformity -- Keys To S$ 


Which would you rather have, this lot of calves of various grades, weights, sexes 


and breeds ?—or

OLUME, quality, and uniformity are three 
“keys” to successful marketing. And 
using these keys will put money in producers’ 
pockets regardless of what they are market- 
ing. Alabama cattlemen can certainly use 
these keys to great advantage in marketing 
their products, 

Special feeder calf sales provide a method 
of demonstrating the effectiveness of these 
marketing keys and can result in greater re- 
turns from calves. By the way, the only rea- 
son such sales are described as “special” is 
because they are built around these keys. 
Special feeder calf sales offer several op- 

E .. portunities for all kinds of 
cattlemen. They offer the 
cow-calf producer an oppor- 
tunity to attract the big buy- 
er for his calves by combin- 
ing his calves with those of 
fellow producers. The pro- 
ducer who specializes in fin- 
ishing out slaughter cattle 
benefits from feeder calf 
RED sales, too. They give a 

aN an opportunity to get the 
i oma number and kind of calves 
he needs for the feed lot. These sales also 
open wider the two-way market door. That 
is, if the packer wants some of these calves 
for slaughter, he can buy them if he outbids 
a “feeder” buyer. The reverse is also true. 
Now, look at the keys as they apply to feed- 
er calf sales. 
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pay most for? 


Marketing Keys 


Quality is most important to the cattle feed- 
er. He wants calves that will do well in 
the feed lot. He wants calves that will fin- 
ish to the desired grade as economically as 
possible. ‘That’s not to say that all feeders 
want all fancy calves. Production systems 
vary among feeders, But these folks’ feeders 
will pay for the desired quality. For an ex- 
ample, in last year’s feeder calf sales in Louis- 
iana, each improvement in grade quality was 
worth about two dollars per hundredweight. 
Almost identical results have been observed 
in Virginia feeder calf sales over the past 10 
years. On a per head basis, returns are even 
more striking because the higher grade calves 
weighed more. 


Volume is also important to the feeder. In 
both Louisiana and Virginia sales, prices in- 
creased for comparable grades, weights, and 
classes of livestock as the size of the lot in- 
creased. For an example, in the 1959 Louisi- 
ana sales, the average price for Good grade 
calves sold in lots of six to nine head was 
$2.31 higher than for similar calves sold as 
singles. That’s more price premium than a 
grade improvement returned. Look at it this 
way, a Good steer calf sold as an individual 
weighing 350 pounds might have returned 
the producer $27 per hundredweight or 
$94.50 total. The same calf sold in a lot 
of six to nine head would have returned 
$102.58. Prices increased as the size of the 
sale increased in Virginia sales, too. 

Uniformity plays an important role, too. 
Definite price advantages are evident from 
Virginia feeder sales to strict sorting by 
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This lot of calves of uniform grade, weight, sex and breed? Which lot would you 


grade, weight, breed, and sex. Apparently, 
if a feeder wants to buy a given number of 
500- to 550-pound Choice steer calves of a 
specified breed, he is willing to pay the price. 
When a feeder puts calves in feed lots, he 
wants to finish out uniformly, too, One of 
the best ways of doing that is starting them 
off as uniformly as possible, 


Why Have Feeder Sales? 


Alabama’s present cattle production sys- 
tem is built around cow-calf enterprises. 
Many of our calves are well bred and possess 
those characteristics which will make them 
do well in the finishing process even though 
they lack the finish needed for slaughter ani- 
mals. More and more of our calves are go- 
ing to the feed lot, both in Alabama and out- 
side the state. But are we doing the best 
job of merchandising these calves? Are we 
capitalizing on this additional outlet for our 
calves? How can we use the marketing keys 
to our advantage? Sales built around these 
keys can make each of your answers in the 
affirmative. Not only that, such sales can 
put extra dollars in your pocket. Now, let’s 
see why feeder calf sales are worth consider- 
ing. 

The Feeder Calf Market 


Feeders can generally pay more for calves 
than can packers. Because most of these 
calves lack the finish and maturity desired 
by consumers, packers must utilize much of 
their meat in‘processed meat products. Con- 
sequently, the packers can’t afford top

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Soil pH Value Is Scientist’s “Yardstick” 


For Measuring Acidity And Alkalinity Of Soil.

HE pH value is the soil scientists’s ‘‘yard- 

stick” for measuring the degree of acid- 

ity (sometimes referred to as sourness) of 

a soil or its alkalinity (often called sweet- 
ness). 

On the pH scale the neutral point is 7.0. 
Soils with a pH reading less than 7.0 are 
called acid soils, and those with a pH read- 
ing greater than 7.0 are known as alkaline 
soils, 

In Alabama we must work toward a soi! 
pH of 6.5—slightly acid. At 6.5 the major 
crops of our state will produce greater re- 
turns per acre than they will on soils of pH 
levels below or above this level. 

A soil with a pH of 5.6 or less is in the 
critical range for cotton. And unless lime is 
added to bring the pH level closer to the neu- 
tral point, yields will not be increased. In 
experiments at Brewton, lime applied in prop- 
er amounts increased seed cotton yield from 
1,481 pounds per acre to 1,754 pounds per 
acre. And an increase in seed cotton from 
1,556 pounds per acre to 1,809 pounds was 
obtained at Monroeville by applying proper 
amounts of lime. These yields were reached 

=e by applying lime to soils wiih 
pH values of 5.8 and 5.6 and 
represent an average of 
seven years tests, 

Research work at Auburn 
showed that a stand of 
young cotton plants was 
hard to maintain in an acid 
soil or low pH. Cotton came 
up in soils with pIl levels of 
5.0 and 5.5 just as well as 
it did in soil with a 6.5. But, 
growth was slower and a 
higher percentage of the seedlinys died in 
the lower pH levels. Yield of cotton on the 
5.0 pH soil was only 170 pounds of lint; at 
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Soil Test Heads List 


5.5, 625 pounds; and at 6.5, 785 pounds per 
acre. 

From the soi] test data gathered to date, 
it is plainly evident that the greatest percent- 
age of our soil is in critica} need of lime. Our 
soils are inherently acid. That is, the parent 
material is of an origin that produces an 
acid soil. Too, our row crop system of farm- 
ing has added to the widespread necessity 
of soil testing and the proper application of 
lime. 

For an example, many of our fertilizer ma- 
terials—particularly some of the nitrogen 
materials—are acid forming when applied to 
the soil. Also, leaching losses and crop re- 
moval of plant nutrients such as calcium and 
magnesium leave the soil in a more acid con- 
dition. . 

Conservative estimates show that over one 
million tons of limestone are needed on Ala- 
bama soils to eompensate for the acidity ef- 
fect that occurs annually. Unfortunately, on- 
ly about oné quarter of a million tons of lime 
are applied each year. This means that an 
excessively acid condition is creeping into our 
soils like a “thief in the night,” robbing the 
farmer of high yields and, in many cases, 
profits. 


Studies Show Farmer’s Source of Information 


HERE has been much concern about the 
farmer’s attitude toward fertilizer and 
lime. : 

What is he thinking? Where does he get 
his fertilizer and lime information? What 
influences his decisions? These are just some 
of the questions in the minds of agriculture 
workers and business leaders. 

And to throw some light, on the picture, 
says Extension Agronomist J. C. Lowery, the 
Nationa] Plant Food Institute directed a study 
of fertilizer practices and other things that 
influence farmers in making decisions. 


Information Sources 


Farmers get their information about fer- 
tilizer from numerous sources, he says. Ac- 
cording to the survey, farmers receive their 
information on fertilizer from the following 
sources: Soil tests rate first; farmer experi- 
ence and knowledge, second; demonstration 
plots, third; county agents and other special- 
ists, fourth; other farmers, fifth; and written 
materials, sixth. 

The study also showed that the persons 
with whom the farmer discusses his fertilizer 
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needs are loca] dealers, county agents, rel- 
atives, soil conservation workers, and neigh- 
bors. Fertilizer dealers and county agents 
were the ones most often consulted. But 
farmers believe that the most practical, un- 
biased information is that which they get 
from their county agents, according to the 
study. They were asked which of several 
sources of information they considered to be 
the most practical and dependable in terms 
of good fertilizer information. They were, 
in the order of their relative importance, 
county agents, agricultural college publica- 
tions, local dealers, neighbors, local farm 
magazines, national farm magazines, and 
manufacturers’ salesmen. 


Soil Test Study 

A study was made by Assistant County 
Agent M. D. Bond to determine the influence 
of the soil testing program in Houston Coun- 
ty. He compiled the following facts. 

Before soil testing 77.5 percent of the cot- 
ton group studied used 4-10-7 and 18 percent 
used 4-12-12. After soil testing was started, 
88 percent used 4-12-12 and less than 10 
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The pH of a soil can be raised to the level 
best suited for plant growth by applying lime. 
However, have the soil tested before apply- 
ing lime as too much‘ of’ this material can 
be damaging. And remember, a soil test is 
the only accurate method available for de- 
termining soil pH. 


Do you know the pH level of your soils? 


percent used 4-10-7. Over 86 percent said 
their cotton yields had increased after they 
adopted the soil test method. About 11 per- 
cent reported no change in yield, and only 
one farmer reported a decrease in cotton 
yield after adopting the soil test program. 

Looking at a corn group study, 84 percent 
used 4-10-7 before soil tests were used and 
about 13 percent were using 4-12-12. After 
soil testing, 80 percent switched to 4-12-12 
and nearly 84 percent said corn yields in- 
creased. 

Of those farmers surveyed, 50 percent said 
the soil testing service is excellent and 48 
percent ‘said it is good. 

Other surveys throughout the state have 
shown similar results. Thus, soil testing ranks 
first among sources of information relative 
to accurate fertilizer use. The county agent 
has supplies for taking soil samples, and in 
many counties he has placed supplies with 
other agencies for the convenience of the 
farmer.

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To Give Homemaker Ideal Product 


Hog Producer And Packer Need To Compare Notes

T’S time the hog producer and packer got 
together. 


Why? Because producers. are of the opin- 


‘jon that markets prefer slaughter hogs that 


weigh between 220 and 240 pounds. And 
the fact that most markets pay top prices for 
hogs up to 240 pounds greatly contributes 
to such thinking. - 

Some people on the market say that 220- 
to 240-pound slaughter hogs cut out the size 
pork cuts that consumers want and that it 
costs no more to handle and slaughter a 240- 
pound hog than one weighing 180 to 200 
pounds, Yet, observations made on many 
markets clearly point up that a majority of 
the hogs which classify as lardy and over- 
done fall in the 220- to 240-pound group. 

Besides, few producers realize there are 
additional costs involved when carrying hogs 
from 200 to 240 pounds. Not only does the 
pig require more feed per hundred pounds 
of gain but the extra fat makes the pork cuts 
less appealing to consumers. 


Effects On Industry 
No doubt there are many in the business 


who realize the ill effects such as produc- 


tion and marketing practices have on the 
health of the industry. There are no secrets, 
so~let’s see what legs these practices have 
to sjand on. Studies show that pork cuts 
- ) from 180- to 200-pound hogs 
are readily accepted by con- 
sumers, And why not, they’re 
usually leaner and that’s 
what counts. Generally, 
homemakers prefer to buy 
the amount of meat the fam- 
ily will consume at one meal. 
This makes the smaller size 
roast more attractive. 
Increase in fat is — 
twice that of lean during the 
CAVENDER period of finishing from 200 
to 240 pounds. Therefore, the increase in 
size of the pork cut is due largely to fat which 
is deposited as interseam fat, outside fat, 
and marbling. Most everyone, particularly 
the pork processor, knows that pork fat is a 
cheap product to handle. And on today’s 
retail markets, over-finished pork cuts have 
a rough time finding their way into home- 
ward-bound shopping baskets. So why con- 
tinue to irritate friends of pork with fatty 
cuts from heavy slaughter hogs? 


Research Studies Show 

A number of research studies have shown 
—-from the standpoint of production—that 
hog prices must be high and feed cheap be- 
fore it’s profitable to feed hogs past 200 
pounds. The following study should be of 
interest to both producers and processors. 

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture butchered hogs at 175 and 275 pounds 
and separated the lean and fat. From the 
175 pounders they got 51 pounds of lean and 
64 pounds of fat. The hogs carried on to 
100 pounds more (275 pounds) yielded 86 
pounds of lean and 121 pounds of fat. So 
the last 100 pounds of gain yielded 57 
pounds of fat and only 25 pounds of lean 
meat. Not only was the quality of the prod- 
uct lowered but costs of production increased 
as a result of carrying them to the heavier 
weight. 

The hogs butchered at 175 pounds produc- 
ed approximately 15 pounds of lean for each 
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100 pounds of feed needed to get them to 
this weight. Those slaughtered at 275 pounds 
produced only five and one-half pounds of 
lean for each 100 pounds of feed needed to 
put on the additional 100 pounds of pork. 
Research has also shown that hogs of meat- 
type breeding will become over-fat if fed to 


heavy weights. There is some misunder- 
standing that better quality, well-muscled 
hogs must be carried to 220 to 240 pounds 
weight, for desirable finish. The truth is that 
they should be finished and ready for market 
at 180 to 200 pounds. Watch those that need 
240 pounds to be finished. To begin with 
they are probably the meatless type and if 
so, that extra 30 or 40 pounds will be fat— 
not muscle.

Packer’s Comment 


One packer had this to say about lighter- 
weight slaughter hogs. “We geared our 
plant to handle hogs that weigh 170 to 195 
pounds. Pork from pigs this size is what 
the consumer wants today. It’s tender, juicy, 
and just as firm as that from heavier hogs. 
You hear a lot about meat-type hogs, and I 
know there is a big difference. I want the 
big muscled kind, not the fatty kind. But 


FLY PROBLEM CAUSED 
BY LAYERS IN CAGES 


bY eneaees there are chickens, there are 
usually flies. When layers are in cages, 
fly control is a big problem. The accumula- 
tion of droppings under the cages makes 
breeding places for the flies. .And it may not 
be practical to clean the cages every day. 

However, wise poultrymen are using long- 
residual phosphate sprays, according to Ex- 
tension Poultryman J. R. Hubbard, Jr. These 
are applied with a sprinkling can or sprayer, 
and special care is taken not to get any spray 
or mist on the birds. 

Adult flies are killed by lightly sprinkling 
dry bait containing the phosphate materia] 
on the walks between cages or on window 
sills or other flat surfaces. 

And Hubbard adds that it is highly im- 
portant that sprays be used according to all 
recommendations. 
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I can tell you this—either of the two is bet- 
ter if slaughtered young. 

“It may take more labor to butcher the 
lighter hogs for each ton of pork produced, 
but I have a lot less cheap lard to get rid of 
than if I butchered hogs at 225 or more 
pounds. Outlets for pork fats are limited, 
and I am happy to say that as a result of our 
program of slaughtering hogs at lighter 
weights, the acceptance of fresh and cured 
pork from our plant has increased. And we 
have not had to lower the quality of our sau- 
Sage products by burdening them with sur- 
plus fat.” 

Marketing hogs at lighter weights is one 
solution to the fat problem. Consumers get 
leaner pork and, in general, they don’t ob- 
ject to the lighter weight cuts. 

Retailers are watching the development of 
the meat-type hog, too. They can’t push pork 
as hard when the cuts are loaded with too 
much fat. Fat cuts move very slowly or not 
at all. A rejected cut must be rewrapped 
and sold at a reduced price. 

A majority of the problems now facing the 
industry will vanish completely when pro- 
ducers and processors get together and focus 
hed sights on the primary target—John Q.

NEXT DECADE WILL BRING 
MORE MILK THAN BEFORE 


PROSPERITY follows the dairy cow. 

: Enough milk is produced every year in 
America to fill a river 3,021 miles long, 40 
feet wide and three feet deep, according to 
Extension Dairyman John Parrish. And if 
all of the milk produced last year had been 
put in square quart containers side by side, 
these containers would extend more than 
132 times around the earth. 

That is a lot of milk, but during the next 
decade it is predicted that dairy cows will 
produce even more milk than ever. Dairy 
farmers should see a 20 billion pound growth 
in the milk market, says the Auburn special- 
ist. However, the use of this milk does not 
agree with the production. The per capita 
consumption for the year 1959 was 689 
pounds compared to 692 pounds for the year 
1958 and 741 pounds in 1950. 
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WINTER LEGUMES OUTMODED? 


Have we forgotten what winter legumes 
can do for the land, the crop yields, and; 
finally, the thickness of the pocketbook? 

You may ask, “‘Do I need legumes on 
my farm?” Certainly—winter legumes 
have an important place on most all Ala- 
bama farms, and here is what they have to 
offer: 


They add nitrogen to the soil. 


They slow down or prevent erosion and 
reduce leaching of plant nutrients. 

On the other hand,,they do not require 
cultivation. 


They do not interfere with the produc? 
tion of cotton, corn, grain sorghum, or 
other summer crops—they occupy the land 
in winter and are turned in the spring when 
other farm work is slack. 


A Green Manure Crop, Land Builder, And Yield Booster | 
Winter Legumes Are Farmer's Best Friend

winter legume crop is the “‘work horse’”’ 
for the wise farmer. 


It builds the land, prevents erosion, in- 
creases yields, and yes, even provides graz- 
ing for the beef and dairy cattle producer. 

Research shows—and this is the farmer’s 
fact finder—that winter legumes serve the 
farmer well in better crop production, includ- 
ing meat and milk. And to remove doubt, 
let’s look at some research studies. 

The ‘old rotation” at Auburn is one of 
the best known experiments anywhere. Be- 
gun in 1896, it is the oldest cotton rotation 
in the United States—perhaps in the world. 

Crops in the rotation are 
cotton - vetch‘- corn - vetch. 
Four hundred pounds of sup- 
erphosphate and 100 pounds 


of muriate of potash per acre 
are applied each year. In 
1958, the 62nd year of the 
experiment, the ‘‘old rota- 
tion’’ yielded 110 bushels of 
corn per acre and 2.1 bales 
3 of cotton per acre, accord- 
LOWERY ing to Dr. D. G. Sturkie, Ex- 


periment Station agronomist. 

Impressive as these results are they are 
no. the only example of the value of winter 
legumes in a cropping system. 

In 1958 the ‘Cullars” rotation, a corn- 
vetch-cotton cycle, yielded over 100 bushels 
of corn per acre and two bales of cotton per 
acre. Another experimental corn-vetch rota-

In a three-year rotation at Auburn, con- 
sisting of cotton-peanuts-winter legumes-corn, 
the total yield was a sumptuous 124 bushels 
of corn, 1.9 bales of cotton, and 2,126 pounds 
of shelled peanuts per acre. In this rotation 
no fertilizer was added to the corn. 

Following are results from three experi- 
ment fields: 

Corn after hairy vetch averaged 50.6 
bushels at Brewton, 45.4 at Monroeville, and 
37.3 at Aliceville—an average of 44.4 for the 
three fields. ° 

Vetch has a residual effect. That is, you 
get results from winter legumes up three 
years after they are planted. The following 
experiment shows the residual effect of vetch 
over a three-year period.

In recent years winter legumes have be- 
come a very important crop in the winter 
grazing program.. These crops can be graz- 
ed until late February or early March, and 
then they can be allowed to make a top 
growth in plenty of time to turn as a green 
manure crop for corn or other crops. 

In the grazing program legumes are han- 
dled as annuals such as mixtures of crimson 
clover and rye grass or coastal bermuda and 
common bermuda,

those old ones that will still make profits. 
Use legumes as a “work horse” on your farm.

Sumter Farmer Tries Experiment 


Broadcast Pre-emergence On Corn 


OW would you like to lay-by your corn 
at the same time you planted it? 

With the shortage of labor these days, most 
folks would jump at the chance—a chance 
which would give them more time for other 
farm chores or fishing. 

J. C. Bryant of Sumter County is feeling 
out the situation this year with a few acres, 
says Assistant County Agent B. B. William- 
son, Jr. 

Bryant, a Farm and Home Development 
demonstrator and a progressive one at that, 
set up a three-acre demonstration on corn 
broadcasting pre-emergence chemical to con- 
trol weeds.| Grass and weeds plus short la- 
bor got him interested in the trial experiment, 
points out Williamson. 


The farmer of 22 years set aside the three 
acres of his 128-acre corn crop for the dem- 
onstration. A recommended variety of corn 
was planted in May on a well-prepared piece 
of land fertilized with 400 pounds of 4-12-12. 
Immediately following the corn planter, Bry- 
ant used a 20-foot broadcast boom and spray 
rig to apply two pounds of a pre-emergence 
chemical in 20 gallons of water per acre. 
“It took just 26 minutes to lay-by this field 
of corn after it was planted,” says William- 
son. 

Two rows in the middle of the three-acre 
field were left as ‘check rows. 

Bryant applied a side-dressing of nitrate 
early in June to both the treated area and 
the check rows. His neighbors kidded him 
about not plowing the field because they 
felt that corn had to have soil plowed to it 
if it was to do well, but Bryant stood pat on 
his decision not to plow or hoe the demon- 
stration area. 

The above picture was taken June 9—35 
days after planting. And today the treated 
area’is still as clean as it was when the pic- 
ture was taken. However, grass and weeds 
are taking over the check rows, sapping up 
the water and fertilizer. 
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Agent Williamson says the corn will be 
gathered separately on the two check rows 
and on two treated rows to compare yields 
at harvest. These comparative yields—from 
results so far—should be very interesting and 
revealing, says the agent. 

Bryant is telling his neighbors now that he 
has seen enough results from the demonstra- 
tion to know that he will never plant another 
row of corn without the broadcast pre-emerg- 
ence treatment. Too, he plans to put down 
enough nitrogen at planting next year to 
eliminate the need for side-dressing. 

Band treatment—that is, a 12-inch band of 
chemical directly on the row—-was used on 
40 acres of cotton and the other 125 acres 
of corn, explains Williamson. And Bryant has 
had excellent weed and grass control in the 
band from this method. 

According to Agent Williamson, Bryant 
has gone all the way on chemical farming this 
year and results are showing the way to many 
other farmers in the area.

prices for them. Feeders, on the other hand, 
intend to put on that finish by marketing 
their grain through these calves. In turn, 
they market a heavier, finished animal—the 
kind that moves well at the meat counter. 
A feeder often has two margins on which to 
play—one margin on the weight added dur- 
ing the feeding period and an increase in 
the value of the weight purchased. To cap- 


ture this feeder market, the keys must be. 


relied upon. 

Information from states with production 
systems similar to ours indicates that a 
marketing program for feeder calves which 
places emphasis on the marketing keys pays 
dividends. Are we using these marketing 
keys to the best advantage in Alabama? We 
can make good use of them and stil] use our 
present marketing facilities and agencies. In 
fact, use of the keys will make better use 
of our markets. 
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Poultry Scramble 


LABAMA Poultry Industry Association 
members put the shell on their annual 
meeting in grand style this year, attracting 
some 800 poultrymen and other farm and 
business leaders. , 

Poultry-minded folks looked forward to 
the panel discussion on condemnation losses, 
but little information turned up on why the 
percentage of birds condemned by the Fed- 
eral Inspection Service has been running at 
such a high level in the Southeast during the 
past several] months. 

The criteria used by the Inspection Service 
to determine wholesoméness and the qualifi- 
cations of the veterinarians and lay inspec- 
tors employed by the Inspection Service were 
questioned by the industry group. The ex- 
perts conceded that training in poultry work 
required by veterinary schools was generally 
inadequate; that the criteria for defining 
wholesomeness was based on research done 
only from a poultry health 
standpoint; and that more 
research is needed to defi- 
nitely establish what condi- 
tions render a bird unwhole- 
some for human consump- 
tion. 

Dr. S. A. Edgar, Auburn 
poultry pathologist, said a 
study, being conducted by 
his staff, has a three-fold 
purpose; to determine 
whether there are variations

among inspectors in applying the criteria for 


wholesomeness; whether some processing 
plants are more efficient than others; and the 
causes of condemnations back at the growers 
and hatcheries. 

Among other things, the panel agreed that 
about half of the condemnations appeared 
to be due to bad management practices at 
the grower level. 


Cotton Change Expected 


Another change in the cotton support-con- 
trol program beginning in 1961 now seems 
like a possibility. Unless the law is changed, 
the current program will revert to the one 
in effect before last year. 

The Choice A and Choice B options now 
in effect are to be dropped under present law. 
After that, without a change by Congress, 
there again will be just a national allotment 
and one level of price support, ranging be- 
tween 70 percent and 90 percent of parity. 


For Tasty Milk Drink 


For refreshing summertime drinks, try 
double milk drinks—using both dry and fluid 
milk. The drinks can be flavored to suit 
the family and topped with ice cream or 
whipped cream.

$12 Billion Spent Eating Out 


Restaurants account for $12 billion in an- 
nual sales with the average family spending 
$10.97 per week eating out, according to a 
recent survey reported by the National Res- 
taurant Association. 

Only 11 percent of the people eat break- 
fast away from home, but 61 percent use 
restaurants at noon and 28 percent in the 
evening. Sunday meals are least eaten out. 
Customers spend an average of 78 cents for 
breakfast, $1.16 for lunch, and $2.19 for din- 
ner. Women pay more for breakfast, less 
for dinner.. Only 28 percent were reported 
to believe that prices were too high. 
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Explore Resources And Opportunities

Know The Difference 


NE of the differences between bullheads 
and channel and blue catfish is the shape 
of the end of the tail fin. The edge of the 
tail fin of bullheads is almost straight while 
that of the channel and the blue is well notch- 
ed or forked. So what, you say? To my 
palate, the channel] and the blue are tastier 
than the bullheads. Whenever I go to a cafe 
that specializes in catfish plates and the 
waitress doesn’t know the “kind” of catfish 
offered, I asked to see a dressed fish. If it 
has a forked tail, I eat catfish. If not—well, 
there’s always chicken! 


For Best Summer Fishing 


Fish the pond edges from a boat for the 
best catches in ponds during the summer. I 
usually get best results fishing from dawn 
to 7:00 or 7:30 a. m. and in the afternoon 
from 3:30 to good darkness. Remind me to 
tell you about the ten-pounder I tied to and 
lost several years ago when I couldn’t see 
the fish or the lure! 


Don’t Get Stung 

As a youngster I landed many fine blue- 
gills using wasp grubs for bait when every- 
one else had no luck with earthworms and 
crickets. Apparently fish go for the un- 
usual or rare bait! But a word of caution! 
Many persons are allergic to insect stings, 
and reportedly 50 to 60 persons die annually 
in the U. S. as the result of stings by wasps, 
bees, etc. Yet, it’s rather unusual I never 
was stung by a wasp, and I knocked down 
thousands of nests. I simply eased the tip 
of a strong canepole against the stem of the 
paper nest and with one shove dropped the 
nest. At the same instant I fell flat and 
didn’t move for three or four minutes. Wasps 
buzzed around the back of my head, but 
finally I was able to ease over and get the 
nest and crawl slowly away. , Nowadays I 
bundle up with gloves and a bee vei} before 
I collect my wasp bait. 


Check Shotgun Barrel 

“Leading” in a shotgun barrel can usually 
be detected as thin stripes just beyond the 
chamber. If a bristle brush won’t take out 
the lead, coat the barrel inside with blue 
ointment for a day or so. You can then usual- 
ly clean out the material with the bore brush 
and with tight patches. Always oil and 
grease the barrel afterwards. 


Shotgun Gauges Defined 

By the way, do you know the real descrip- 
tion of shotgun gauges? In the 12-gauge, 
a round ball of lead that will fit snugly and 
roll in the barrel will weigh just one-twelfth 
of a pound. A ball weighing one-twentieth 
of a pound will fit the 20-gauge barrel, and 
so on. The big difference is the .410, which 
means that the inside diameter is .410 inch. 
Incidentally, in Europe I saw 14 and 24-gauge 
shotguns! 


More Uses For Road Maps 

There is one piece of paper that could 
prove valuable for hunting and fishing trips. 
No—I’m talking about the county map that 
has all the pig trails, roads, churches, creeks, 
etc., accurately defined. With my own home 
county map I’ve been able to find excellent 
shortcuts to good fishing holes. General high- 
way maps are available from the Planning 
Survey, State Highway Department, Mont- 
gomery, Ala. The one-inch scale maps are 
60 cents per county map; one-half inch scale 
(equals one mile on the ground) are 18 cents 


each.

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Food For The Future 

Should consumers be concerned about their food 
supply in the future? Dr. Roy Hansberry of Shell 
Development asked this question in a Farm-City 
Week talk. 

There are 120 billion acres on the earth’s surface 
and 2.4 billion people on earth. In the gross there 
are 50 acres per person. 

But, 70 percent of the earth’s surface is under 
water which leaves only 15 acres of dry land per 
person. Of the dry land, 4.5 acres are in forest 
land, 4.5 in rocky or swampy land, 2.5 in sand and 
desert with little or no rainfall, and 2 acres are 
covered by snow and eternal ice. 

The final subtraction leaves only 1.5 acres of 
good cropland per individual. And about one-third 
of the food grown is stolen by pests, weeds, and 
insects. 

And that is the crux of the world’s food prob- 
lem reduced to its simplest terms. 


Agricultural Exports 

Farmers individually and through their organiza- 
tions need to be constantly aware of the size and 
value of farm exports and to sponsor any action 
needed to expand markets through increasing ex- 
ports. Last year the output of 41 million acres— 
one out of every eight acres of cropland—moved 
abroad. Foreign customers bought 27 percent of 
our cotton, 30 percent of our wheat, and 40 per- 
cent of our output of tallow and greases, along 
with a great many other products. 

It is important that we educate foreign buyers 
about our farm products. During and since World 
War II, we have shipped farm commodities to a 
large part of the world. — - 

Unfortunately, because we were either dumping 
surpluses or filling an emergency need, we have 
not paid enough attention to quality and to foreign 
buyer needs. As a result, we have not developed 
as large a farm export demand as we could have. 

One of our greatest needs is for study and de- 
velopment of these féreign markets. Also, we 
should sponsor programs to educate farmers and 
middlemen at home to produce for the export mar- 
ket. Our quality and methods of handling must 
be tailored to foreign buyers’ needs. Otherwise, 
they will buy from farmers in other countries who 
do tailor their products. 


$130 Million Cotton Crop 

Value of lint and seed from Alabama’s 1959 cot- 
ton crop was placed at $130 million by the Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. Lint contributed 
$119.8 million with cottonseed adding $10.3 mil- 
lion. Sales of lint from last year’s production 
through April 1, 1960, averaged 33.4 cents per 
pound—down from 35.59 cents a year earlier. 
Prices received for cottonseed at $35.40 were off 
$9.40 per ton from a year earlier. , 

Alabama producers harvested 718,000 bales 
averaging 500 pounds gross weight from 835,000 


by 
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acres—less than two-thirds of the 1948-57 acreage. 
This outturn was up sharply from the abnormally 
small crop of 439,000 bales produced in 1958 when 
much acreage was placed in the acreage reserve of 
the Soil Bank Program. Despite this increase, pro- 
duction was off sharply from the 844,000-bale 
average for 1948-57. Alabama’s record large cot- 
ton crops of 1,748,000 bales was harvested in 1914. 

Yield per harvested acre of 412 pounds last year 
has been exceeded only by the record yield of 478 
pounds in 1955. 


India to Purchase Surplus U. S. Grain 


In the largest surplus food deal ever entered 
into by this country, the U. S. and India signed an 
agreement under which India will receive 17 million 
tons of surplus U. 8. wheat and rice over the next 
four years... a part of the “Food for Peace” 
program. 

The agreement calls for the U. S. to sell India 
587 million bushels of wheat and 22 million bags 
of rice during the four-year period beginning July 
1. Last year’s wheat production amounted to 
1,128 million bushels, and rice production totaled 
53 million bags. 

India will pay the U. S. a total of $1,276,000,000 
in Indian currency for the grain and some ocean 
transportation costs. Most of this will be loaned 
to the Indian Government to finance its economic 
development program. Some will be used to pay 
U. S. obligations in that country, and a small per- 
centage will be used for loans to private business 
concerns for economic development. 

The agreement will make it possible for India 
to accumulate some four million tons of wheat and 
a million tons of rice by 1964 for emergency use 
and to stabilize its food marketing and price struc- 
ture. The shipments demonstrate U. S. willingness 
to assist India in its program of economic develop- 
ment. 


Fewer Farmers, But More Food Processors 

With fewer farmers producing more food, more 
workers are involved in its marketfng. In 30 years 
the number of workers has increased by 50 per- 
cent, according to the USDA. Labor costs have 
shown a jump of more than 10 percent in the last 
four years. 


Restaurants and other eating places have taken 
the largest increase in food marketing workers dur- 
ing the last 30 years and now account for about 
26 percent of the total. Retail stores employ about 
35 percent. Food manufacturing plants have about 
25 percent on their payrolls, and the remaining 
15 percent is divided among local assembly, whole- 
saling, and ‘transportation. 

Several factors contribute to the long-range rise 
in marketing workers . . . the increased number of 


processing operations—more grading, refrigeration, 
packaging, etc.; the shorter work week; and increas- 
ed advertising and product promotion.

of our State Extension Conference held re- 

cently in Auburn. Leaders in all phases of 

agriculture, home economics, and agricul- 

turally related business and industry met with 

us, endorsed the concept of “Counseling To- 

gether—Working Together’—the theme of 

our conference, and pledged their support to 
such a cooperative effort. 


Need For Close Cooperation 


Several program participants emphasized 
the need for close cooperation in attempting 
to solve some of agriculture’s most pressing 
problems. Here are portions of a few such 
statements: 

“The farmer looks to a number of agencies 
for assistance and advice. To avoid confusion 
it is essential that these agencies pull to- 
gether and that each supplement the other’s 
program.” 

“There can be but one right program of 
agricultifre and homemaking. Therefore, all 
agencies concerned with the l®adership in 
developing such programs should be active 
and vitally concerned and should participate 
in the formulation of these programs.” 


_“As I view the agricultural situation in 
Alabama, there exists an abundance of per- 
sonnel to carry out any and all programs that 
might be needed to improve the farmer’s po- 
sition if this personnel has the information 
and will coordinate its efforts.” 


Many speakers endorsed the idea of form- 
ing a state-wide agri-business council which 
could provide a meeting place and an oppor- 
tunity for all concerned with agriculture to 
work together. This was expressed like this 
by one participant: “In my opinion the or- 
ganization of a council composed of repre- 
sentatives from agricultura] agencies, organ- 
izations, and business related to agriculture 
would be a worthwhile effort. Such a coun- 
cil could do much toward bringing about a 
cooperative attitude in dealing with all prob- 
lems related to agriculture.” 


Opportunities 
Most significantly, many emphasized the 
opportunities for further growth and develop- 
ment of agriculture and business in the state. 
Let me again quote from one or two state- 
ments: 


“Alabama is the land of opporunity. We 


- in industry believe that in the years to come, 


the people of Alabama can reach a level of 
prosperity such as we have never before 
thought possible. Given the many natural 
advantages which are ours, and with a pub- 
lic aggressively working for industrial and 
agricultural growth, nothing can stop us.” 

“By wholehearted cooperation between all 
groups in the state, we can look forward to 
the brightest future we have ever known. 
We have the opportunity through coopera- 
tive work to raise our standards of living, 
wipe out disease, and improve our education- 
al system. A richer, healthier, brighter, and 
better educated Alabama is ours—if we will 
work for it.” 

These statements reflect the general atti- 
tudes and sentiments expressed at our con- 
ference. The obvious question now is where

One Billion Dollar Goal 


The way I see it, we, first of all, need to 
set some goals. Any reasonable evaluation 
of our resources here in the state would sug- 
gest that we have the means at least to,double 
our present $500 million farm income-in-AJa- 
bama. 

In fact, as we look at the decade ahead, 
I would suggest that we set as a goal the 
realization of a one billion dollar farm income 
in Alabama by 1970. This would mean an 
annual increase of slightly less than 10 per- 
cent in terms of present income. 

Some might suggest that such a proposal 
reflects unrealistic optimism. This may be 
true. However, I am convinced that unless 
we set some big goals—unless we have some 
big aspirations—we are not likely to make 
big achievements. Very seldom do we go be- 
yond the goals we set for ourselves. 

In this fast-moving age, the word “impos- 
sible” has lost much of its meaning. David 
Sarnoff, chairman of the Board of the Radio 
Corporation of America, expressed this 
thought as follows: ‘‘Whatever the mind of 
man can conceive, the miracle of modern 
science can make a reality.’ 

I think Mr. Sarnoff is saying that we are 
limited in what we do primarily by our imag- 
ination and resourcefulness. 

There is no shortage of opportunity in Ala- 
bama agriculture. If we are to take ad- 
vantage of these opportunities, we must exer- 
cise all of the imagination and resourceful- 
ness at our command. We must think big, 
plan big, and then join hands in an all-out 
effort to achieve the potentials which are 
rightfully ours. 

On behalf of the Cooperative Extension 
Service of Alabama, I want to pledge our 
complete cooperation and unqualified sup- 
port to such an effort.

And that’s what a number of young- 
sters, both boys and girls, throughout the 
state are doing. It’s called the 4-H entomolo- 
gy project. 

Harold McClendon of Albertville in Mar- 
shall County is doing an excellent job with 
the project. He has over 100 bugs mounted 
within wooden blocks with a label on each 
showing the daté the insect was caught, the 
name, and other pertinent information. Har- 
old uses an insect book to aid him in identi- 
fying the critters. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Wallace McClen- 
don, are behind Harold one hundred percent. 
In fact, Harold has them catching bugs when 
they run across ones he doesn’t have in his 
collection. . 

Harold, who is song leader of the Asbury 
4-H Club, does a good job in his other proj- 
ects, too. Besides entomology, which he has 
taken as a project each of his four years in 
club work, he has dairying, corn, home im- 
provement, tractor program, and gardening 
this year. And he has kept a complete set 
of records on each project since beginning his 
club work. 

This year he entered the cooperative essay 
and speaking contest and won the school 
honor and junior division of the county con- 
test. 


TENDERNESS IN MEATS 
CHECKED BY NEW DEVICE 


How tender is the meat you buy? 
Tenderness in meat is a highly desirable 
quality, but at the present time there is no 
exact way to tell whether the meat will be 
tough or tender. However, the United States 
Department of Agriculture reports that a new 
instrument called a tenderness press has been 
developed recently. 

This new device quickly and accurately 
measures the tenderness of a small sample of 
raw or cooked meat. 


RESEARCH 
~~ RESULTS 
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INCREASED FORAGE YIELDS. Adequate 
use of lime and fertilizer on clover-grass pas- 
ture offers one of,the best opportunities for 
increasing efficiency of livestock production 
in Alabama. The combined effects of lime, 
phosphorus, and potassium on growth of 
grass and clover were studied at seven loca- 
tions by the Auburn Experiment Station for 
about five years. Lime and fertilizer in- 
creased harvested forage yields by almost 
two tons per acre. 


VEGETABLE CONTAINERS INAD- 
EQUATE. Recent research by the agricul- 
tural economics department of the Auburn 
Station shows that wholesale dealers in Ala- 
bama are grossly dissatisfied with contain- 
ers used by local growers in marketing vege- 
tables. Faulty containers prevent shipment 
to distant markets offering price advantages. 
To compete with other areas, Alabama grow- 
ers will need to know the specific preferences 
of dealers in their locality. Making the ne- 
cessary adjustments will result in greater 
salability of Alabama vegetables. 


HERD IMPROVEMENT PAYS. Net cash 
income from dairying is closely related to 
milk production per cow. At the Black Belt 
Substation a herd of 25 cows on an 80-acre 
farm during a four-year period produced an 
average of 3,340 pounds of milk per cow. 
The net annual income average was $1,160. 
After several years of herd improvement, a 
25-cow herd on the same land area over a 
three-year period showed an increase in pro- 
duction per cow of 114 percent and an in- 
crease in net cash income of 112 percent. 


CONTROL WEEDS IN ONIONS. Weed 
control research in horticulture crops at the 
Auburn Station has shown Chloro IPC and 
Randox to be extremely effective for weed 
contro] in green onions. Broadcast applica- 
tions must be made prior to the emergence 
of the onion sets. The best rate of applica- 
tion for Chloro IPC is two pounds and for 
Randox, four pounds actual ingredients per 
acre.

POTATO ROOTS GROW DEEP. Exca- 
vating sweet potato roots on a Norfolk sandy 
loam surface soi] underlaid by a well-drain- 
ed clay subsoil showed that some roots went 
as deep as four feet. However, research by 
the Auburn Station shows that 51 percent 
were in the top nine inches of soil, 81 per- 
cent were in the top 18 inches, and 91 per- 
cent were in the top 30 inches.

ROW THINNING MOST ECONOMICAL. 
Savings made by row thinnings as compared 
to selective thinning will add profits to post 
or pulpwood cuttings made on young planta- 
tions. Research at the Fayette Forestry Unit 
of the Auburn Station shows that a two-man 
crew cut 50 more posts per eight-hour day 
when row thinning than the same crew cut 
when selective thinning. The same crew also 
loaded 650 more posts per day from row 
thinning than from selective thinning.

County Law and Equity Court, re- 
ports that for the first six months 
operation of the Law and Equity 
Court, i. e., for the period January

there were 1216 cases disposed of 
in the Law and Equity Court. This 
is an average of over 200 cases per 
month. Of the total disposed of, 
there were 1,085 criminal cases, 
88 civil and equity cases, and 53 
cases in the Juvenile Court. 

There were 463 criminal cases

It is on rare occasions that we comment on matters of a polit- 
ical nature. However, recent events and investigations are badly 
in need of comment from the people so concerned. 

The so called “Drug Investigations” now being conducted in 
Washington have, unfortunately, given only one side of the pic- 
ture as regards the profits made by drug manufacturers.

OF THE

Scripture for our present less~~ 
is again taken from Isaiah's phoy 
ecy, and this lesson is the last i 
the present series in which Isaial 
does supply the Scripture selec- 
tions. 

Most of these selections have 
told of sorrowful times for the 
people of Judah. In them Isaiah 
reminded Judah of its sins and its 
sure punishment. 

But not all of Isaiah’s profh- 
ecies are prelictions of doom, de- 
struction, sorrow, suffering and 


outlawed and all opposition was 
crushed. The labor unions became 
agencies of the state. 

It is true that some American 
labor leaders realize the danger 
that socialism presents. Officers 
of the major electrical workers’ 
union, for instance, have protested 
in unequivocal language against 
socialization of the electric in- 
dustry and the public power move- 
ment in general, They have learn- 
ed, from long and hard experience, 
that you can bargain with private 
on anything resembling equal terms 
business - -but you can bargain 
with government. And a strike 
against government amounts to 
anarchy. 

We need more labor spokesmen 
who realize that we must have 
both free enterprise and free labor 
if we are to have free society.

Isaiah was a prophet of contrast. 
He portrays gathering clouds so 
dense that they appear impossible 
to pierce, only to follow with a 
message of sunshine so bright that 
every cloud is dissolved. The Assy- 
rian foes are pictured as an in- 
vincible scourage in one breath 
and in another are destroyed in a 
single night. The wasted and un- 
cultivated fields are miraculously 
transformed into bountiful harvest 
of grain and fruit. Isaiah’s ‘proph- 
ecy of confusion and destruction 
is immediately followed by a pic- 
ture of serenity and peace. 

And so the prophet’s message of 
doom concerning God’s use of 
Assyria in punishing Judah, which 
was the Scripture for our last 
lesson, is’ closely followed by the 
Scripture for our present lesson in 
which Isaiah presents one of the 
most sublime and comforting mes- 
sages found in all literature. It is 
Isaiah's great message of peace, 
not for neady Judah alone, but for 
all men of all time. 

This great message is not only 
a sublime message of hope  pro- 
mise and assurance. It is also a 
message of contrast. 

In the Scripture selections for 
our last lesson, Isaiah presents 
God as using the Assyrians as the 
“rod of his wrath.” In the message 


for our present study, God is using 
the “rod of his mouth:” might is 
being replaced with law. 

Perhaps one of the greatest con- 
trasts appearing in our lesson 
Scripture, as well as in all of 
Isaiah’s prophetic messages, is the 
contrast between the picture of the 
despoiling Assyrians as giant trees 
of the forest and the portrayal of 
the Blessed Savior’s coming as a 
|tender branch from the “stem of 
Jesse.” The clear-eyed prophet saw 
through the succeeding seven cen- 
turies to the birth of the gentle 
Babe of Bethlehem as a physical 
desdstndant of the commoner 
Jesse, 

Instead of the military might, 
the greed, the destruction, the en- 
slavement and slaaughter of God’s 
humanity, all of which prevailed 
in Isaiah’s time and was to pre- 
vail in coming generations, the 
prophet declared that on this Pro- 
mised One would rest the spirit of 
the Lord, the spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, the spirit of coun- 
sel and might, the spirit of knowl- 
edge and the fear of the Lord. 

It is no wonder that, with the 
coming of such a righteous ruler, 
Isaiah foretold the time when both 
men and all other forms of ani- 
mate nature should dwell together 


in Ipeace and security. 
Isaiah prophesied well.

Colored marketing cards 
facilitate the handling of 1960 
crop cotton this year. The cards 
are now being mailed to growers 
in Shelby County by the County | 
ASC Oftice, Their use is required | 
in either selling the cotton or o - 
jtaimng Price Support. 

While marketing cards have 
| been used in past years to identify | 
| the cotton produced on a particular | 
'tarm, this will be the first time in 


recent years that the color of tne | 


card will help to indicate the status 
vl the crop. 


A green marketing card 


with the farm's acerage allotment 
and therefore is eligible for sale 
without payment of a marketing 
quota penalty. It will also show 
that the crop is eligible for price 
support. A white card will indicate 
the same information for Choice 
(B) cotton. 

A red card, on the other hand, 
will indicate whether the cotion 
was produced on a Choice (A) or 
|Choice (B) allotment farm and 
that (1) some conditions are at- 
tached to the produccr’s eligibility 
for price support (such as an un- 
‘paid Government debt remaining 
on the County Office debt record), 

or (2) the Producer is not eligible

The 86th Congress ended last 
Thursday night with the adjourn- 
ment of the Second Session. It is 
legally possible for the President 
to revive the 86th Congress by 
caalling a speciaal session this fall.

Medical Aid To Elderly 

As compromised by House-Sen- 
ate conferees, the social security 
and medical care plan would pro- 
vide in its first year of operation 
assistance for approximately 1,- 
360,000 needy persons over 65 years 
of age. , 

For the first years the program 
would cost the federal government 
about $202 million annually and 
the states $61 million. Federal 
funds for the program would come 
directly from general revenues, 
without the addition of a new 
social security tax. 

However, it is up to each indivi- 
dual state to decide whether or 
not it wants to take ‘part in the 
federal-state medical care pro- 
gram. participating states would 
administer the funds in two cate- 
gories- - under the new Medical 
Assistance for the Aged Plan and 
under an expanded version of the 
social security system’s existing 
old age assistance program. 

The medical aid section author- 
izing federal grants to assist 
states in providing financial aid 
for medical care for persons 65 
and over constitutes the major 
‘part of the bill passed by Con- 
gress. The other sections make 
numerous changes in the Social 
Security Act, such as the addition 
of a new formula where by an in- 
dividual can earn slightly more 
than $200 annually without losing 
any part of his retirement bene- 
fits. The bill also removes the 
requirement that a disabled per- 
son must be 50 or older to receive 
died before 940. e

Both the House and Senate ap- 
proved a compromise version of 
the mutual security appropriation 
bill that includes $100 miRion in 
contingency funds which can be 
used by the President for aid to 
the chaotic Republic of the Congo. 
During House consideration of 
this legislation, I attempted to 
force a separate vote on the sec- 
tion of the bill which provides 
funds that can be dispensed to 
&abilize the communist-inclined 
government of President Lumumba 
of the Congo, in the hope of elimi- 
nating this provision. My efforts 
failed, however, and the bill will be 
sent to the White House with these 
funds intact. 


A compromise was also reached 
on the Public Works appropri- 
ations Bill, and the legislation is 
scheduled to be passed and sent to 
the President early this week. This 
measure contains $549,000 for fur- 
ther planning of the Holt Lock 
and Dam that is to be constructed 
on the Warrior-Tombigbee Water- 
way near Tuscaloosa. 

Adjournment 

While I was in the District dur- 
ing the recent congressional re- 
cess, I predicted publicly that Con- 
gress would meet for just a few 
weeks after reconvening and enact 
only a few major measures. There 
is every indication Congress will 
adjourn this week, having been in 
session less than four weeks and 
taking action on a minimum of 
legislation.

billion dollar farm income. 

That’s what we are shooting for 
in Alabama. And to accomplish this 
goal Alabama farmers will have to use 
all available resources. 

Let’s start ‘with a pasture and feed 
program for beef cattle. The present 
income from sale of beef cattle and 
calves is slightly over $100,000,000 an- 
nually, We have land and other re- 
sources to more than double the state 
income from this enterprise. 

The foundation for a profitable beef 
cattle program is based on economical 
production and wise 
use of forage. The 
present carrying ca- 
pacity of our pas- 
tures and the yield 
of stored roughage 
is too low for the 
most profitable pro- 
duction. But by us- 
ing a sound lime and 
fertilizer program 
and good cultural 
practices in connec- 
tion with a good management program, 
the average cattleman can double his 
present beef production. 

Now let’s figure out a feed program 
for a cow and calf herd. Cattle need 
large amounts of forage the year around. 
The following feed production program 
should provide this needed forage for a 
beef cow and calf: one to two acres of 
clover-grass permanent pasture; one ton 
of hay or three tons of silage; supple- 
mentary winter grazing from volunteer- 
ing stands of crimson clover and Caley 
peas on hay fields or sod-seed legumes 
on grass pastures and small grains plant- 
ed for grain; and six to eight bushels of 
corn for each calf. The acreage needed

will vary with the productivity of the 
soil and improved practices used. 

A good clover-grass pasture, the main- 
stay in a forage program will supply 
grazing eight to 10 months per year, 
depending on the season. It may also 
furnish hay needed for wintering the 
herd. 

We have clovers and grasses adapted 
to most soils in the state. The best 
combination is white clover, Dallis grass, 
and/or Orchard grass. Orchard is adapt- 
ed to the productive soils in the north- 
ern half of the state. White clover and 
Dallis grass are adapted to the moist 
well-drained bottom land in the state 
and the heavy clay soils in the Black 
Belt. At present we have an estimated 
2,500,000 acres of white clover and grass 
pasture in the state. 


Many acres have poor stands of clov- 
er, and heavy infestation of weeds. 
They are not furnishing adequate graz- 
ing for the cattle on the farm. Proper 
weed control plus the use of lime and 
fertilizer according to soil.test will make 
most of these pastures productive again. 
However, some will have to be complete- 
ly renovated and reseeded. 

Many farmers have to depend on up- 
land soils for their summer grazing. 
Coastal bermuda and crimson clover are 
adapted to the upland soils in most parts 
of the state. This combination, accord- 
ing to many, farmers, is the most pro- 
ductive grazing and hay crop they have 
tried on their farms. Research confirms 
this opinion. 

Fall dropped calves make good gains 
on milk, crimson clover, and tender 
spring and early summer grass. The 
late summer grass is adequute for ma- 
ture cattle. Surplus pasture growth 
can be saved for hay. 

Bahia grass is another possible pas-

Check Premises For Insects 


Household Pests Spread Germs 


Walter H. Grimes 
Extension Survey Entomologist 
Auburn University 


OT weather still prevails in most 
areas of the state which means 
that ideal conditions for a majority of 
our household insects still exist. House- 
flies, fleas, carpet beetles, roaches and 
many others are presenting serious prob- 
lems in many homes throughout the 
state, 

The housefly has long been called the 
most deadly of all household insects, It 
gained this name principally because it 
carries and spreads disease germs from 
garbage disposals, city dumps, barnyards, 
and other unsanitary areas to our 
kitchen tables. In the city garbage cans 
are the principal breeding areas. 

This thought is not too appealing to 
us when we realize that many of the 
diseases carried by this insect are of a 
serious nature. Flies are the principal 
carriers of typhoid, dysentery, and diar- 
rhea. Therefore, we must realize that 
this insect, although not the problem 
it once was, still is a great menace to 
our health and to that of our children. 

The life cycle of the housefly is rel- 
atively short. In this area a complete 
cycle from egg to adult is usually passed 
in from 12 to 30 days. This means 
that as many as 12 generations a year 
may occur in Alabama. The .reproduc- 
tive rate of the housefly is tremendous 
in that one female may lay as many as 
2700 eggs in a period of about 30 days. 
So it is imperative that we carry out 
effective control measures if we are to 
combat this destructive pest. 

The best control of houseflies in and 
around homes is to eliminate the breed- 
ing areas. However, this is not possible 
in every case, and we must resort to 
the use of chemicals. Poisoned baits will 
attract and kill adult flies. This will 
break the life cycle and will aid ma- 


terially in reducing fly populations. An 
effective bait may be prepared by mix- 
ing three ounces of 25 percent wettable 
malathion, korlan, diazinon or one and 
one-half ounces of 50 percent soluble 
dipterex in five pounds of granulated 
sugar. To prevent this material from 
being ‘mistaken for uncontaminated 
sugar, a coloring agent such as lamp- 
black should be added to the mixture. 
The bait should be sprinkled in areas 
frequented by flies. Commercially pre- 
pared baits containing these materials 
are also effective, 

Cockroaches are possibly more impor- 
tant to the housewife than any other 
insect that invades her home. Unlike 
the housefly, they do not carry a variety 
of disease organisms, but because of 
their preference to 
inhabit such areas as 
municipal sewers, 
outdoor privies, city 
dumps, and other 
sources of filth, they 
are potential car- 
riers of any organ- 
isms associated with 
these unsanitary 
areas. There are at 
present about 565 
species of roaches 
that are common to the United States, 
and new ones are entering from tropie 
areas each year. 


GRIMES 


Homeowners are fortunate in that 
there are only five or six species that 
infest homes. Of this group the Ger- 
man roach or “water bug’’ is by far the 
most common. This species of roach is 
relatively small, measuring from one-half 
to about three-fourths of an inch in 
length. It has two dark stripes on its 
back and is common in kitchens, bath- 
rooms, restaurants, and many other

HY lime soil? 

Last month I pointed out the soil pH 
values showing the acidity and alkalinity 
scale and the best pH range for most crops. 
Therefore, to neutralize soil acidity and fur- 
nish needed plant nutrients, lime must be add- 
ed where medium to extreme acid conditions 
are present in the soil. A soil test will show 
you how much lime to apply in order to bring 
the pH level-of the soil from an acid condition 
to a desirable one of about 


All plants require calcium 
and magnesium for proper 
growth. Calcium is found in 
the cell wall structure of ev- 
ery cell-in the living plant. 
Magnesium is also a plant 
food essential to proper 
growth. These two ele- 
: ments are found in ont ma- 

terial. And in neutralizing 
cOwEEe soil acidity, the calcium in 
the lime replaces the hydrogen which causes 
the acid condition. 

Many organisms in our soils necessary to 
promote favorable plant growth are depen- 
dent upon an abundant supply of calcium. 
The pH must be near neutral—6.0 to 7.0— 
for these organisms to live and multiply.

(Nitrogen-fixing bacteria is a good example 
of this type of organism). In other words, 
lime brings about a condition in the soil which 
increases bacterial activity. 

Lime acts as a regulator and aids in bring- 
ing about the desirable range of availability 
of many foods to plants. Lime also regulates 
the availability of other elements in the soil 
such as phosphorus, zinc, iron, copper, and 
manganese. 

To be effective lime must be finely ground. 
Coarse limestone is not effective in correcting 
acid soils nor in supplying needed lime to 
growing plants. . 

Finely ground limestone is more soluble, 
and, consequently, more quickly effective in 
correcting soil acidity than coarse limestone. 
A lime material of which 90 percent will pass 
through a 10-mesh screen and 50 percent 
through a 60-mesh screen is recommended 
for use in Alabama. 


When to Apply Lime 

Lime reacts slowly in the soil and does not 
move about with soil water as readily as does 
nitrogen. Therefore, the greatest crop re- 
sponse to liming is obtained when the lime 
is applied and mixed with the soil three to 
six months before crop planting time. A crop 
will give greater returns if the lime is applied

in the fall before the crop is planted the fol- 
lowing spring. 

Lime should be uniformly spread over the 
soil and then mixed by disking or other 
means. Skipped or overlapped areas result 
in spotted crop growth and yield losses. 


Effects Of Lime On Crop Yield 

In .one experiment on Sand Mountain soil 
lime increased forage yield by 6600 pounds 
per acre. The pH level of the soil was 5.1, 
and yield was 5,680 pounds per acre. After 
applying two tons of lime per acre, yield 
jumped to 12,300 pounds of crimson clover 
forage per acre. An 8,000-pound increase in 
crimson clover forage resulted when the same 
amount of lime was applied on a soil with a 
pH of 5.8 in the Camp Hill area. 

Lime increased seed cotton yield at Brew- 
ton from 1,431 pounds per acre to 1,754 
pounds. An increase in seed cotton yield 
from 1,556 pounds per acre to 1,809 pounds 
was obtained at Monroeville by applying 
lime. These yield increases were obtained 
by applying lime to soils with pH values of 
5.8 and 5.6. 

It will pay you to lime your soils. But, an 
accurate application is important, so test your 
soil to find out the exact amount you should 
apply per acre. 


Scale Shows pH Values And Best Range For Crops 


HE pH value is the soil scientists’ way of 
measuring the degree of acidity or alka- 
linity of a soil. On the pH scale (shown at 
right) the neutral point is 7.0. Soils with a 
pH reading less than 7.0 are called acid soils, 
and those with a pH reading greater than 7.0 
are known as alkaline soils. 

In Alabama we must work toward a soil 
pH of 6.5—slightly acid. At 6.5—the area 
marked on the scale as best pH range for most 
crops—the major crops of our state will 
produce greater returns per acre than they 
will on soils of pH levels below or above this 
level. 


The most accurate way to determine the 


pH of your soil is by a soil test. This service 
is provided by the Auburn University Soil 


Testing Laboratory. For details on supplies :

OY ELLIS has one of the few commercial 
hog herds in Alabama that is certified 
brucellosis free. And the Coffee County pro- 
ducer feels the benefits are worth much more 


than the trouble he has in maintaining a 
disease-free herd. 

With a herd of 10 purebred Duroc brood 
sows, Ellis tops out about 150 hogs a year. 
And he is able to sell breeding stock when 
there is a demand for them. The herd has 
been certified brucellosis free for five years 
and was checked in May and a certificate 
issued for 1960. 

“Roy uses purebred hogs because they do 
well,” according to County Agent J. R. Speed. 
“And he is able to maintain top quality 
animals that are in demand as breeding 
stock.” 


Ellis has 320 acres on Enterprise Rt. 1 and ° 


has some 220 acres in cultivation. In his feed 
production program-he has 100_acres in corn 
and says he tries to have enough to use from 
August on through Christmas. Part of the 
corn is hogged off from August through No- 
vember, the hogs also being on peanuts part

Poultrymen And “Allies” Declare War 


Fight Under Way Against CRD In Poultry

AR has been declared, and the fight has 
been started against CRD (Chronic Res- 


piratory Disease) in Alabama’s poultry 
flocks. ‘ 
“Allies” in the all-out “hot war” against 


this dreaded and costly enemy of the poultry 


industry include the Extension Service and | 


Experiment Station of Auburn University, the 
Alabama Department of Agriculture and In- 
dustries, Vocational Agriculture Department, 
Alabama Poultry Industry Association, feed 
dealers, hatcherymen, poultry servicemen, 
and broiler growers. 

The object of this battle is to reduce as 
much as possible the losses . 
resulting from condemnation 
of broilers at processing 
plants and poor feed con- 
versions in broiler flocks 
caused by CRD and other 
diseases. 

Events which have led to 
war against CRD in poultry 
started last winter. More 
than $1,000,000 nectar of 8 
broilers were rejected at 
plants in Alabama during DAVIS 
the period from last December through 
March. According to poultry pathologists, 
CRD appears to be the most important cause 
of condemnation of broilers at processing 
plants under federal inspection. In addition 


to losses from rejects, more money is lost 
from poor growth, poor feed conversion, and 
mortality caused by this number-one disease 
of broilers. 

Confronted with the aggressive attion of 
CRD, which threatens the future growth of 
the broiler industry in Alabama, the Alabama 
Poultry Industry Association requested the 
Extension Service to organize an action pro- 
gram and take the lead in an all-out effort 
to slow down this enemy. 

The first step was taken last March. More 
than 500 broiler growers, servicemen, hatch- 
erymen, processors, and county agents at- 
tended two area meetings held in Albertville 
on March 29 and in Jasper, March 30. Suf- 
ficient evidence and enthusiasm for a full- 
fledged war against CRD and other causes 
of broiler condemnation were shown by peo- 
ple attending these meetings. 

CRD and other respiratory diseases of poul- 
try prefer wintertime for an attack. With 
this in mind, the “allies” took a second impor- 
tant step last July. A series of schools for 
poultry servicemen were held at Troy, Jas- 
per, Cullman, Albertville, and Anniston which 
165 poultry servicemen and county agents at- 
tended. The latest proved management prac- 
tices, sanitation, vaccinations, and methods 
for disease prevention and control were giv- 
en. 

Since broiler growers are the most impor- 
tant group of soldiers in this war against 
CRD, they are being provided with the best 
available ammunition with which to fight. 
Feed dealers, servicemen, county agents and 
others engaged in educational work are the

source of information. While the fight is 
continuing, research work to find new and 
more effective weapons to fight CRD is be- 
ing carried on by the poultry department at 
Auburn. 

Eighteen points of attack against CRD and 
other causes of condemnation have been plan- 
ned by the poultry “allies.” These are as 
follows: 

1. Improve housing conditions by cover- 
ing cracks in old houses with boards, building 
paper, or other materials. Many broiler 
houses are too open for adequate heating and 
proper ventilation. 

- Provide more floor space—a minimum 
of one square foot per bird. Some growers 
are finding it more profitable to provide one 
and one-fourth square feet per bird in win- 
ter when broiler prices are seasonally low 
and when good feed conversions are more dif- 
ficult to get. 

3. Provide plenty of feeders and waterers 
—25 five-foot feeders or their equivalent and 
four eight-foot waterers should be provided 
for each 1,000 chicks. In addition, 10 one- 
gallon jars per 1,000 chicks should be used 
to start chicks on water, 

4. Provide plenty of good, deep, dry litter 
in winter. Six to eight inches of litter gives 
better insulation from the cold ground. Three 
to four inches of litter in summer would be 
cooler, 

5. Reduce number of chicks per brooder. 
In most cases, 500 to 600 chicks per hover 
for gas or electric brooding in cold weather 
would be more profitable. This is especially

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Act Prompily 
Remoue Stains In

one homemakers have spots before their 

eyes every time they hang out the wash. 
That’s because they haven't been able to re- 
ere stubborn stains from the family’s cloth- 
ng. 

To help overcome this problem at your 
house, learn the simple methods for removing 
spots and then act promptly when a fabric 
is stained. 

If possible, learn what caused the stain, 
says Auburn University Extension Clothing 
Specialist Kathleen Thompson. The right 
treatment for one stain may only set an- 
other. If you can’t tell what caused the stain, 
try to decide whether it-is greasy or non- 
greasy, or a combination of the two. 

Then be sure the stain remover you use 
will not harm the fabric, Some removers may 
not damage the fibers, but they will cause 
fading, loss of luster, shrinkage, or stretch- 
ing of the material. Test your remover on a 
sample of the fabric, or on a seam allowance, 
hem, inside of pocket, or the tail of a blouse 
or shirt. If it causes any change in the ma- 
terial, it is better to send the stained article 
to a professional dry cleaner. 

Grass stains are perhaps one of the most 
common for mothers of small children. If 
the material is washable, work a detergént 
into the stain, then rinse. If this does not 
work, or the materia] is not washable, sponge 
the stain with rubbing alcohol. (Dilute al- 
cohol with two parts of water for use on 
acetate.). If stain remains, use a chlorine or 
sodium perborate bleach, or hydrogen perox- 
ide. Follow directions on the container. 
(Never use chlorine bleaches on fabrics that 
contain silk or wool or on a fabric with a 
resin finish.) 

Beverage stains are another special head- 
ache for the homemaker, says Miss Thomp- 
son. Chocolate, tea, and coffee with cream 
may be removed by sponging stains with cool 
water. Or soak in cool water for 30 minutes 
or more. If stain remains, work detergent 
into the stain, then rinse thoroughly. Allow 
article to dry. If colored stain remains after 
fabric dries, use a chlorine or sodium perbo- 
rate bleach or hydrogen peroxide. 

Follow same directions for non-washable 
materials, except force cool water through 
stain with a small syringe, using a sponge

under stain to absorb the water, instead of 
soaking the fabric. 

If your clothing has become stained by 
deodorants, wash or sponge the area thor- 
oughly with detergent and warm water, then 
rinse. If stain is not removed, use a chlorine 
or sodium perborate bleach or hydrogen pe- 
roxide. If the color of the dye in the fabric 
has been changed, it may be restored by 
sponging with ammonia. Dilute the am- 
monia with an equal amount of water for use 
on wool or silk and rinse. 

To remove cosmetics, apply an undiluted 
liquid detergent to the stain. Or dampen the 
stain and rub in soap or synthetic detergent 
until a thick suds is formed. Work in until 
outline of stain is gone, then rinse well. Re- 
peat, if necessary. It may help if you dry 
the fabric between treatments. 

If the material is not washable, sponge cos- 
metic stains with a grease solvent as long as 
any color is removed. If stain is not remov- 
ed, use soap or detergent as for washable 
fabrics. 


Chewing gum may be scraped off if you 
are careful not to damage the fabric. It will 
come off more easily if it is first hardened 
by rubbing with ice. If a stain remains, sponge 
thoroughly with a grease solvent. A number 
of different solvents are available at drug, 
grocery, and ayto-supply stores. 

For fruit stains, the specialist suggests that 
you sponge the spot immediately with cool 
water. Then, if safe for fabric, pour boiling 
water through the spot from a height of one 
to three feet. Washable materials may be 
soaked for 30 minutes or more, overnight if 
necessary, then rubbed well with a detergent 
and laundered. If this does not work, a 
chlorine or sodium perborate bleach or hy- 
drogen peroxide may be used. 

For non-washable fabrics, force cool water 
through the stain with a small syringe using 
a sponge under the stain to absorb the water. 
If the stain remains, rub detergent on it and 
work it into the fabric, and rinse. A final 
sponging with alcohol helps to remove the 
detergent and to dry the fabric more quickly. 
Test alcohol on fabric first to be sure it does 
not affect the dye. Dilute with two parts of 
water before using on acetate. 

One of the most stubborn stains to remove 
is rust. If the materia] can be boiled, put the 
article in a solution containing four teaspoons 
of cream of tartar to each pint of water. Boil 
until the stain is removed. Rinse thoroughly. 


Try, Stuffed, Baked Fish For A Change

TH the cool of September, fishing picks 

up. And when that husband comes 
home with a nice catch and demands some- 
thing new and different for supper, what 
on earth will you prepare? 

He’s tired of fried and broiled fish, and 
he certainly wouldn’t want it boiled or stew- 
ed, but say—how about stuffing, baking, and 
serving it with tartar sauce, parsley pota- 
toes, buttered. peas, cabbage slaw, rolls, iced 
tea, and lemon meringue pie for dessert? 

‘Maybe hubby was lucky and brought home 
a three- to four-pound fish. If he was, wash 
and dry it and sprinkle the inside and out 
with salt. Cut three or four gashes through 
the skin on each side to keep it from break- 
ing. Then stuff the fish loosely with bread 
stuffing and close with skewers. 
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Place the fish in a greased baking pan and 
bake 45 to 60 minutes. (15 minutes per 
pound), basting occasionally with melted but- 
ter and lemon juice. Serves six. 

For easy removal after baking, lay about 
three strips of aluminum foil in the pan and 
up over the sides. Pull up on the ends of the 
strips to lift the fish to the platter; then pull 
out the strips of foil. 

In making the bread stuffing, cook one- 
fourth cup minced onion in one-fourth cup 
butter until soft and yellow. Gradually stir 
in four cups dry bread crumbs and season- 
ings—one-half cup chopped celery, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon pepper, sage 
or poultry seasoning to taste, and one tea- 
spoon thyme—and heat until light brown. If 
you prefer a dry stuffing, add little or no 
water. Fora moist stuffing, add just enough 
water to moisten. This makes four and one- 


half cups of stuffing.

Reasons For Higher Yields 


ho heard farmers say, “Soil testing my 

land caused me to get higher yields this 
year.”” And another one, “I used a hybrid 
last year and increased yields on my farm.” 
And so on down the line, 

The truth of the matter is that farmers are 
getting higher yields from their crops be- 
cause they are using a combination of things 
—better and newer varieties; closer super- 
vision and management; and soil testing and 
hybrids. 

Ten to fifteen years ago corn yields ay- 
eraged around 15 bushels per acre with ef- 
ficient farmers making 25 to 30 bushels per 
acre—some 50. Cotton was turning out from 
a half to three-quarters of a bale per acre. 
Today, corn yields range around 82 to 33 
bushels with top yields running 50, 75, and 
100 bushels per acre. Cotton has moved up 
to a bale and a half to two bales per acre 
with irrigated fields turning “#3 
out two and a half to three 
bales. 

It’s hard to put your fin- 
ger on any one thing and 
say it increased the yield. 


Poultry Folks Fight CRD 

Poultrymen over the state 
are taking up arms against 
CRD—Chronic Respiratory 
Disease. 

According to S. L. Davis, 
Extension Poultryman, several] servicemen’s 
schools were held last year and this year to 
acquaint fieldmen with new and proved prac- 
tices. 

It seems that condemnations at processing 
plants are due largely to this disease, and 
Davis believes that the servicemen’s schools 
are the first step toward greatly reducing the 
hazards of the disease. County agents and 
servicemen can be of greater assistance to 
the poultrymien as a result.

Good Seed Produce Good Seed 


Melvin Moorer, Extension agronomist, tells 
me that good, high quality seed of any crop 
cannot be grown from mixed, diseased stock. 
He says that farmers interested in the seed 
business should remember that pure founda- 
tion seed are needed in the multiplication 
and production of good seed which are to be 
sold to other farmers. 

If you have trouble finding foundation or 
registered seed, check with your county 
agent. 


Treat Pasture Seed 


Moorer also had this to say about planting 
small grain seed. Farmers must not plant 
these seed unless they have been treated. 
Losses caused by seedling diseases, smuts, 
blights, and rusts can be be eliminated or 
greatly reduced if farmers will check tags to 
determine if the seed have been treated. Al- 
so, if seed are home grown, they should treat 
seed themselves or take them to a custom 
seed processing plant. Substances used for 
treatment are Ceresan M, Agrox, or Panogen. - 


Check Home Wiring 

Some of our home wiring systems are as 
out of date as the Model-A Ford. At least 
that’s what Extension Engineer Bill Cox says. 
He points out that only one home out of 20 
is adequately wired for efficient use of mod- 
ern electrical equipment. 

An overloaded wire can cost a lot of money 
—maybe even your home, he says. 
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Production Credit Hits New Plateau 


Farmers borrowed a record $2.5 billion from their 
494 local production credit associations during 1959, 
the Farm Credit Administration announced. 

The associations are 98 percent farmer owned. 
In other words, farmers have $157.2 million in- 
vested in their production credit units compared 
with government capital whittled down to $2.8 
million. Most of the lending funds come from pri- 
vate investors in the nation’s money markets 
through 12 intermediate credit banks. 

The 1959 balance sheet for the 494 local pro- 
duction credit associations showed that they served 
331,500 members. Total membership was 508,500. 
The associations had $1.4 billion outstanding on 
December 81, 1959. The accumulated earnings 
in reserve amounted to $119 million, and the asso- 
ciations total net worth was $279 million. 


Heredity, The Basis For Tender Steak 


From Texas comes the startling word that you 
can’t tell all about a steer by looking at it—and 
that the tenderness of a steak is not guaranteed 
by conformation to breed, the carcass grade by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, or any other tra- 
ditional standards of judgment. 

Tenderness, according to Texas A & M College 
researchers, is mostly a matter of heredity. They 
have confirmed, -reports Business Week, the well- 
known facts that an ideal-looking steak may be 
tough as a boot and that a hunk of only “good” 
grade beef may melt in your mouth. 

A 10-year study found that gainability is heredi- 
tary—and furthermore that 52 percent of the ani- 
mals classed as fast gainers produced meat rating 
high for tenderness. The offspring scored high on 
both points. 

One of the A & M scientists states, “One of 
the solid bits of negative information the research 
has turned up is that there’s no relationship between 
a drooping rump and the quality of meat inside 
the steer.” 


Milk Supply and Prices 


Prices to farmers for milk and milkfat have 
trended slowly upward in the past several years, in 
contrast to a net decline for crops as a group and 
rather wide fluctuations for other livestock pro- 
ducts. In the past, a rise in dairy prices relative 
to other livestock products, especially beef cattle, 
has been followed by some increase in milk flow. 
Milk production declined a billion pounds in 1958 
and a half billion in 1959. However, within the 
past year or so the rate of decline in milk cow 
numbers has lessened considerably, and output 
per cow has reached a new record level. Total 
milk flow in the first five months of 1960 was up 
a little over 600 million pounds, about one percent.

Although farm consumption of milk and cream 
accounted last year for only 14 percent of the an- 
nual total, the per capita consumption by farm folks 
of 416 pounds was well above the average non- 
farm figure of 336. pounds. 

Time was, however, when farm consumption was 
considerably higher. In 1950, for example, it ac- 
counted for 21 percent of the fluid milk and cream 
total. The per capita farm consumption in that 
year was 452 pounds. 


Smaller Spring Pig Crop 


The number of pigs saved nationwide in the 
spring of 1960 (December 1959 through May 1960) 
is estimated at 49,103,000 head. This is 16 percent 
below the 1959 spring pig crop of 58,578,000 head 
and 10 percent below the 1949-58 average. The 
1960 spring crop was smaller than a year earlier 
in all regions. The spring pig crop was below 
average in all regions except the South Atlantic, 

Farrowings in Alabama varied from the national 
trend, running 12 percent below a year earlier but 
four percent above average. 

For the 1960 fall. pig crop breeding intentions 
nationally indicate four percent less farrowings than 
during the fall of 1959 but nine percent more than 
average. In Alabama, fall farrowings are indi- 
cated to be down 11 percent from the fall of 1959. 
This year’s smaller pig crop should result in higher 
hog prices and possibly more favorable cattle prices. 


Co-op Aim—Keeping Up To Date 


Agricultural cooperation is approaching the sat- 
uration point in Western Europe but is still in the 
pioneer stage in Britain, reported Margaret Digby, 
secretary of England’s Horace Plunkett Founda- 
tion, at a staff meeting of Farmer Cooperative Ser- 
vice (USDA). 

“Seventy to 80 percent of the European farmers 
market through cooperatives,” she said. ‘The or- 
ganizations are mature and competent. Their chief 
tasks are to keep their technical and business 
methods up to date and to make cooperation mean 
something to third generation members.” 

“The first generation reaped the excitement of 
pioneers; the second generation had the stimulus 
of a rapidly growing business, but the third gene- 
ration is inclined to take cooperatives for granted, 
like the post office. This is a critical situation 
unless new enthusiasm can be inspired.” 

In Great Britain it was consumer co-ops which 
made the early gains, and farmer co-ops are only 
now coming into their own. The Federations of 
Agricultural Cooperatives recently instituted a 
training course for cooperative staffs consisting of 
correspondence courses plus a week of intensive 
classes.

Four-H and Objectives 


What is 4-H and what are its specific ob- 
jectives? 

Four-H is the youth program of the Co- 
operative Extension Service. It is supervised 
by county and home agents throughout the 
state with assistance and guidance by special- 
ists and supervisory personnel of the state 
staff of the Extension Service. 

The name 4-H comes from the fact that 
each member dedicates himself—his Head, 
Heart, Hands and Health—to the service of 
his club, his community, and his country. 

Members are joined together in clubs. They 
develop leadership through self-government. 
They develop knowledge.and skills through 
instructional programs along with individual 
and club projects. They participate in pro- 
grams aimed at cultivating traits of health- 
ful living, purposeful recreation, and intel- 
ligent use of leisure time. They have oppor- 
tunities to compete for scholarships and other 
awards. Character building and citizenship 
training are other basic aims of 4-H. 

The ultimate goal of 4-H is the develop- 
ment of the individual’s leadership ability, 
character, knowledge, and skills so that he 
or she can lead a richer, fuller life and more 
effectively meet the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. ‘Four-H uniquely supplements and com- 
plements, training, received in the home 
church, and school. 

\ 
Membership and Activities 

Although rural youth has made up a major 
portion of 4-H membership in the past, today 
4-H programs have no geographical ‘bound- 
aries or limitations. Projects in science, elec- 
tricity, home safety, recreation, public speak- 
ing, writing, clothing, food preparation, and 
talent are just as basic to urban boys and girls 
as to their country cousins. 

Recently, some 1,000 outstanding 4-H Club 
thembers from all over Alabama gathered 
in Auburn and Tuskegee for the annual 4-H 
camp and training school. They spent a bet- 
ter part of the week organizing their activi- 
ties and electing their officers, studying new 
methods and _ techniques, competing for 
awards in various project areas, and enjoy- 
ing themselves in wholesome entertainment 
and recreational activities. 

It-was truly an inspiration to observe these 
young people in action—neat, courteous, and 
well-behaved youngsters displaying an un- 
usual] array of talent from public speaking to 
singing or playing a musical instrument and 
from making and modeling a dress to the 
skillful handling of a farm tractor. 

A prominent businessman who had driven 
more than 200 miles to attend the closing ses- 
sion of our state camp made the comment 
that juvenile delinquency will never be a 
problem among these youngsters. And how 
true this is!

Broiler Hatching Eggs-Sheep Good Pair 


LTON LANDERS of Marshall County has 
been producing broilers directly or indi- 
rectly for the past 10 years. And chances are 
that some of the tasty fried chicken that has 
passed over your plate came from his farm. 


This Horton Rt. 2 broiler egg producer 
turned out three and four batches of high 
quality broiler chicks for six years before 
switching over to the hatching egg business. 
And in the four years he has produced eggs 
for hatching broilers, he has learned to like 
this new segment of the poultry industry even 
better than the previous one. 

His three houses with 5,000 layers keep 
him hopping from feeding to gathering eggs 
and culling “‘poor doers,” but he’s never dis- 
couraged. In fact, he made his own egg 
washer using an old refrigerator compressor, 
a wash tub with legs, and a one-fourth horse- 
power washing machine motor. A bit of cop- 
per tubing to furnish air for agitation, a water 
heater element, and thermostat to control the 
temperature of the water at 110 degrees com-

UMMERTIME goodies such as fresh fruits, 
vegetables, cold drinks, and frozen des- 


serts all cause refrigerators to work over- - 


time. And according to Extension Home 
Management Specialist Elizabeth Bryan, 
proper care can add years to the life of the 
appliance, 

Proper care includes cleaning—both self- 
defrosting or earlier models. And cleaning 
includes washing, rinsing, and drying the 
whole refrigerator unit—walls, trays, racks, 
door gaskets, and the exterior. 

Miss Bryan says that a good cleaning solu- 
tion issoap and water or soda water. How- 
ever, if soap is used, it is followed with soda 
water. Most manufacturers recommend us- 
ing one-half teaspoon of baking soda for each 
quart of water. 

Remove stubborn stains with a mild clean- 
ing powder, and always wash ice trays with 
warm water, never hot, because hot water 
will remove the.coating which keeps the ice 
cubes from sticking. 
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pleted the homemade gadget. 

“It works like a charm,” says Landers. 
“All I do is add a detergent which also con- 
tains a preservative, flip the switch, and start 
dipping baskets of eggs into the tub.” 

Assistant County Agent Ralph Sherer, who 
works closely with Landers in his broiler egg 
operation, says the egg washer was built 
when Landers tried his hand at producing 
eggs for the edible market. Now that he’s 
turning out broiler eggs, he still uses the ma- 
chine to clean this product. 

Landers, like most poultrymen, is produc- 
ing eggs on a contract basis. The company 
he contracts with furnishes the chicks, feed, 
and medication. Landers provides the labor, 
housing, and equipment. He is paid so much 
per dozen eggs depending on hatchability, 
and hatchability of his produce is running 
75 percent. 


Automatic feeders in two of his houses cut 
down on the amount of labor he needs, and 
all three houses have automatic waterers for 
the birds, 


Eggs are graded with 22-ounce eggs up 
to jumbo sizes going as hatching eggs. Jum- 
bos and undersized eggs are also picked up 
ae company to be sold on the edible mar- 

et. ' 


Another of Landers’ self-made gadgets for 
improving efficiency in his operation is an 
intercommunication system. Surplus army 
field phones were installed in the egg room, 
Landers’ home, and his father’s home—only 
a short distance away. The battery-operated 
system saves the poultryman many steps. 


One of Landers’ problems has been idle 
farm land since he went into the poultry busi- 
ness. He found that row cropping the land 
was just too time consuming for him to suc- 
cessfully look after his laying flock. So he 
bought a flock of sheep—20 ewes—to make 
better use of his idle land and, at the same 
time, supplement income from his eggs. 

The by-products of his sheep operation are 
wool and lambs. Agent Sherer says the wool 
will pay for the ewe and her upkeep. This 
leaves the lambs to go on the profit side 
of his ledger. Landers planted millet for the 
lambs to graze during summer. Bermuda 
grass and some grain make up other feed ra- 
tions for the animals. 

Landers is a busy man turning out broiler 
eggs, wool; and lambs, but he’s never too 
busy to show you about his farm—and he 
has a fine one.

ture crop for the lower half of the state. On poorly 
drained “carpet grass” land in South Alabama, it is 
the best grass to use. It is also a good crop to use 
on upland soils if (1) you do not plan to use over 
60 pounds of nitrogen per acre, (2) you aren't plan- 
ning to maintain a reseeding legume or overseed win- 
ter legumes, and (3) you don’t plan to harvest excess 
growth for hay. 

The best combination will vary from farm to farm. 
It may be best to have part of the pasture land planted 
to one mixture and part to another. The big problem 
here is that bahia grass seed are easily scattered 
through droppings and by wind, and, due to the ag- 
gressive growth habits, may crowd out Dallis grass 
or coastal bermuda, 

On upland soils of very low fertility, sericea les- 
pedeza can be grown for emergency grazing and soil 
improvement. 

Probably the biggest need on most farms is a good 
supply of stored roughage for wintering the herd. It’s 
always good business to have plenty on hand. Due 
to the Jabor required in feeding silage, most farmers 
prefer to feed hay. Farmers who plan to stay in the 
cattle business should build the hay program around 
perennial crops—crops that don’t have to be planted 
every year. Alfalfa, coastal bermuda, and Johnson 
grass are our best hay crops. One or more of these 
hay crops can be grown on most farms in the state. 
Properly fertilized and managed, they yield three and 
one-half ‘to five tons of hay, and it will cost $15 to 
$20 per ton to grow and put in the barn. 

Surplus pasture growth will supply most of the 
hay needed on many farms. This is especially true 
where coastal bermuda and crimson clover are used. 
An extra top dressing of nitrogen will produce the 
extra growth of coastal needed for hay. 

Brown top millet, small grains, or small grains and 
legumes, and Kobe lespedeza are annual hay crops that 
may bé used, but due to low yields and cost of pre- 
paring the soil and seeding, the cost per ton is usual- 
ly high. 

The best silage crops are corn, millet, sweet sorghum, 
surplus winter grazing crops, and grain sorghum. 

Winter grazing for beef cows should come from the 
legumes in the clover-grass pasture or hay fields or 
from sod-seeded small grains and legumes. Small 
grains grown for grain may furnish some grazing un- 
til the first of March. It requires good management 
to maintain reseeding legumes in a pasture or hay 
sod. The surplus growth must be grazed down or 
mowed about the first killing frost for young seedlings 


to survive. Too, the crop must be allowed to mature 
seed.

areas. Water bugs are particularly abundant around 
the motors of washing machines, refrigerators, tele- 
visions, and in areas where ample moisture for their 
development is available. 

Water bugs conceal themselves from sight during 
daylight hours and generally make their appearance 
only under the cover of darkness; however, where 
heavy infestations exist, they can usually be seen 
scurrying. around during the day. 

The control of water bugs is not a simple operation 
since they have become resistant to a number of chem- 
icals formerly used for their control. Therefore, we 
recommend the use of malathion, diazinon, and kor- 
lan. Malathion should be used at the rate of a three 
percent spray or a five percent dust; diazinon as a one 
percent spray or two percent dust, and korlan as a 
two percent spray. It is important that all areas such 
as the cracks and crevices of floors and walls, cabinets 
and cabinet drawers, and any area in which roaches 
can conceal themselves be thoroughly treated with one 
of these materials. The insecticide should be applied 
as a coarse spray or with a paint brush. It should 
never be applied with a mist-type sprayer. Baseboards 
and molding should be thoroughly treated. 

Fleas are also perennial problems in and dround 
many homes. They feed principally on pets and farm 
animals but occasionally will attack people. There 
are several different kinds of fleas but most require 
the blood of animals to live and reproduce. Fleas 
pass through four stages of development but are gen- 
erally recognized only in the adult stage. They are 
spread from one area to another by pets and other 
animals, 

To control fleas, we must first rid our pets of them. 
One of the best materials for this use is malathion. 
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Wash the animals in a mixture of one ounce of 57 
percent emulsifiable malathion in one gallon of water. 
Five percent malathion dust may also be used in the 
control of fleas on cats and dogs. ; 

To control fleas in homes, use household 
containing DDT, malathion, chlordane or pyrethrins. 
Lawns and outbuildings should be treated with DDT, 
chlordane, malathion, or rotenone.

true if no supplemental heat is provided. 

6. Have plenty of supplemental heat. 
Broilers grow faster and require less feed if 
the house temperature is kept above 50 de- 
grees. Fuel is cheaper than feed to maintain 
the proper temperature of the bird. For in- 
dividual hover brooding with gas or elec- 
tricity, one coal, coke, or wood heater for 
every three brooders is recommended in win- 
ter for Central and North Alabama. 


7. Maintain dry litter in the house by re- 
moving moisture with ventilation and heat. 
Wet or damp litter is one of the main causes 
of disease problems. 

8. Keep only one age of broilers on a 
farm. Completely depopulate a broiler farm 
between flocks. Don’t keep a few culls to 
spread disease to the new flock of chicks. 


9. Clean and disinfect house and equip- 
ment immediately after each flock is remov- 
ed. 


10. Screen out wild birds, and extermi- 
nate rats and mice. 

11. Keep all visitors out of the poultry 
house. This is a must in a disease control 
program. | 

12. Provide a dead bird disposal pit. 
(This is required in Georgia for every broiler 
grower.) Plans for building a disposal pit 
are available at your county agent’s office. 

18. Follow a vaccination program recom- 
mended for your area. Details for a vaccina- 
tion program can be provided by your service- 
man or county agent. 


14. Make use of the poultry diagnostic 
laboratory in your area. These are located 
at Auburn, Cullman, and Albertville. Accu- 
rate diagnosis of a disease is essential for 
proper control and treatment of disease. 


15. Keep a constant lookout for diseases. 
Report any signs of disease to your service- 
man immediately. Early medication is es- 
sential—especially for CRD control. 

16. Isolate broilers away from hens. 
Don’t keep yard chickens on a broiler farm. 

17. Keep records on mortality, daily feed 
consumption, cull birds removed, and vac- 
cination dates. 

18. Use only top quality chicks from re- 
liable hatcherymen. 


RESEARCH 
RESULTS 
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SAFE CORN STORAGE. Early harvest 
and good crib preparation assure low insect 
damage to stored corn, according to results 
of Auburn studies. Damage vag Sag 2 grain 
insects cannot be stopped in the field dur- 
ing the fall. For this reason, corn should 
be moved from the field as soon as it is dry 
enough to store. Cribs should be made tight 
before storage in case fumigation is needed 
later. Another important preventive pre- 
storage practice is cleaning and spraying 
the crib with DDT. 


KEEPING YELLOW POPLAR STANDS. 
Yellow poplar grows well on moist, well- 
drained bottom land and is a valuable species. 
Too often when poplar is cut, no seed trees 
are left. Alabama studies show that seed 
trees must be left for reproduction. On an 
experimental area in Autauga County, all 
hardwoods two inches and larger, except 
yellow poplar, were removed. A stand of 
15 poplars, 10 inches and larger, per acre 
was left. Two years later, 5,000 yellow pop- 
lar seedlings per acre were established and 
formed nearly a pure stand in competition 
with other hardwoods,-principally black gum. 


RETURNS FROM VEGETABLES. Vege- 
table growers will get top returns only by 
satisfying market demands. Recent Auburn 
studies show several factors that influence 
wholesale produce buyers’ practices and pol- 
icies. These included availability, grading, 
quality, varieties, packaging, delivery dates, 
farm handling, and promotion. Meeting 
buyer requirements will give Alabama grow- 
ers competitive advantages over other areas. 
As a rule, wholesale buyers want the high- 
est quality vegetables obtainable at competi- 
tive prices. They do not want ‘cheap” pro- 
duce at any price. 


GOOD PASTURE GAINS. Nearly 400 
pounds of calf gain was made per acre in 
1959 from coastal bermuda grass with vetch- 
crimson clover sod-seeded. This combina- 
tion carried more than a cow and calf per 
acre from April 8 to October 5 at the Pied- 
mont Substation at Camp Hill. Average daily 
gain of calves on the pasture was about three 
pounds per day from April 21 to June 15. 
It dropped to about one-half pound per day 
in late June and early July. The high pro- 
duction was made without using commercial 
nitrogen. Coastal-vetch-crimson produced 
more forage and more calf gain than Pensa- 
cola Bahia-vetch-crimson, Dallis grass-orch- 
ard grass-white clover, or sericea-oats com- 
binations. 
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ALFALFA YIELDS. Alfalfa can produce 
good hay yields over long periods when man- 
aged properly. A single planting at the 
Black Belt Substation at Marion Junction 
produced 50 tons of hay during 1948-58. 
Yields varied according to growing condi- 
tions. Highest yield was six and one-third 
tons and lowest was two and one-half tons 
per acre. Average for the 11 years was 
slightly over four and one-half tons per acre. 
Keys to success included (1) using a suit- 
able variety, (2) planting on a suitable soil, 
(3) good preparation of seedbed, (4) using 
enough feftilizer for establishment and to 
maintain the stand, and (5) good cutting 
management. The hay was cut in bloom 
stage, with an average of three to four cut- 
tings made per year.

Scripture selections for the pre- 
sent Sunday school lesson are 
taken from the prophecy of Mic- 
ah. He lived probably from about 
750 years before Christ and 


prophesied for 50 years or more, 
it is believed. 


Micah was a native in Judah, 
but his prophesies concerned Is- 
rael, the northern kingdom of the 
Jewish people, as well as his own 
nation. 

Contempory with the great 
prophet Isaiah, Micah may have 
known that prophet personally. 
There are passages in the writings 
of these two men which closely re- 
semble each other and some that 
are almost ‘identical in wording, 
indicating that one of the two bor- 
rowed from the other or that both 
borrowed from some unknown 
prophet. 

There is this marked difference 
between Micah and Isaiah: 

Micah lived in the country and 
could have been called a common- 


involved!

er. His prophecies especially con- 
cerned the poor. He saw the sins 
of the rich committed against the 
poor and protested them. He fore- 
saw the time when, through man’s 
submission to God’s requirements 
the poor would be at peace and 
would dwell in security. 

Isaiah was of the nobility. He 
may have been a prince. He lived 
among the people of wealth He 
saw especially the political sins of 
his nation and pleaded for justice 


government. To lIaiah the 
Messiah would come as a ruler, 
the Mighty God, the Prince of 


Peace. 


To Micah, the Messiah was to 
come from the little seemingly in- 
significant country town of Bethle- 
hem, out of the poor and needy. 
And to Micah, the Messiah was to 
set a pattern for leadership that 
all political and other administra- 
tors could follow to the glory of 
God and for the happiness of 
mankind. 

Micah’s recorded prophecy is a 
short one. Perhaps he uttered other 
and lengthy ones, but if so, they 
have not been preserved for pre- 
sent day reading. 

As a young man Micah knew 
about the sins of Isarel’s rulers 
he told of the destruction of that 
nation by Assyria, and he lived to 
see his prophecy fulfilled. 

Micah saw Israel and other na- 
eions in turmoil. He saw the rulers 
and leaders of the Jewish people 
oppressing the poor, denying jus- 
tice, hating each other, one fac- 
tion plotting against other factions, 
murder in high places of govern- 
ment, even religious leaders

Report Made On Roads 
In Shelby County 


Shelby County’s bituminous 
paving and resurfacing program 
for the 1960 paving season was re- 
cently completed. The last project 
to be completed was the Columbi- 
ana-Chelsea highway which had 
a very rough surface. A _ liquid 
seal, 1100 tons of leveling and 8200 
tons of 120# per square yard plant 
mix seal brought this highway an 
excellent riding surface. At this 
time a large area west of the court 
house was also paved for the citi- 
zens of the county to use for park- 
ing. The total paving program 
amounted to some 50 miles which 
ost approximately $172,000. 

Construction-wise, Shelby Coun 
program is really 
in high gear. The Shelby County 
Board of Revenue and Control, 
since March of 1959, took bids and 
purchased 3 15 C. Y. earth moving 
scrapers; 4 large crawler-type 
tractors with dodgers and 11 new 
5 ¢. y. dump trucks. Eight trucks 
were trade and 8 of these trucks 
were additional trucks to speed 
up Lase course operations on newly 
| constructed projects, The purchase 
of the 3-15 C. Y. scrapers increas- 
ed the county’s earth moving capa- 
city per cycle or trip 170%. Where

capacity of 24 C. Y. per cycle be- 


capacity of 61 C. Y. per cycle. 
This increase in capacity to move 
earth makes the county’s highway 
construction ‘more efficient, con- 


able savings in cost per mile of 
highway construction. 

The county’s construction pro- 
gram which involves’ grading, 
drainage, and base course is car- 
ried on by 3 separate construction | 
units. ‘The first construction unit 
| (which is the largest) 
work in which State and Federal 
Aid Funds are used. The second} 
} construction unit, which is slight- 
ly smaller than the first, performs 
work in the initial stages where 
the county bears the full cost of 


performs 


grading and drainage but utilizes 
State funds in base course and 
paving. The third construction 
unit, which is the small unit, per 
forms work about the county in 
improving those rural roads that 
could not possibly be constructed 
on the Farm to Market system for 
a great number of years. 

Thé citizens in the South Calera 
area, east and west of US 31, have 
only recently observed the work 
of this smal] unit. The first con- 


struction unit is currently con- 
structing a highway from Calera 
westerly, northwesterly and south-

westerly to Montevallo, known as 
the Calera, Spring Creek-Monte- 
vallo County Highway. This con- 
struction is approximately 40% 
complete with plans to place base 
course and pave after May 1961, 
The second construction unit is 
currently building the highway 
known as the Smoky Road, which 
lies south of Siluria and runs in 
a southerly direction to its inter- 
section with County 22 (Dargin- 
Dogwood Hwy.) The third con- 
struction unit within a few days 
will be in Chelsea area and then 
in the Sterrett-Vandiver vicinity.

In Rescue Efforts 


Tragedy struck swiftly Tuesday, 
at approximately nine o’clock A. 
M. at Ray’s Grocery Store at the 
junction of Highway 25 and 76 
near Harpersville when L. H. Me- 
Leroy, Columbiana, about 50, and 
Harold Lee, about 40, who resided 
near Calera, died of suffocation 
after entering a well located back 
of the store. 

According to the information we 
have received, Lee first entered 
the well by the rope and bucket 
with which they planned to clean 
out the well. After reaching the 
bottom, Lee called to be pulled out. 
Mr. McLeroy and another mais 
started pulling him out, and he 
fell back to the bottom. Mr. Mc- 
Leroy then went to rescue him - - 
and also passed out from the gases, 
RESCUE MEN IN WELL 
probably carbon monoxide. The 
Shelby County Rescue Unit of the 
Civil Defense was called, also the 
Coosa Valley Rescue Unit from 
Sylacauga. Both responded with 
oxygen and began pumping it into 
the well. 

Highway Patrolman Wiggins, 
Columbiana, then entered the well 
and attempted a rescue but he, too, 
was overcome and had to be pulled 
from the well and revived by 
oxygen. € 

About two hours later, a breath- 
ing mask and tank was obtained 
from , the Fire Department in 
Sylacauga and John Smith, an em- 
ployee of the Coosa River News- 
print Company twice went into the 
well and tied a rope to the trap- 
ped men and they were pulled ~ 
from the well and pronounced dead 
by Dr. W. C. Browne. 

McLeroy lived alone in Columbi- 
ana, Lee, his wife, Francis and four 
children lived near Calera. 

The Civil Defense Units from 
Shelby County and Coosa Valley 
are to be commended for the ex- 
cellent work they performed. The 
Highway Patrol and Sheriff’s Law 
Enforcement officers all responded 
to the call and gave valuable as- 
sistance in the rescue work. Special 
mention should be made of Patrol- 
man Wiggins and John Smith who 
risked their lives in the attempt 
to rescue these men.

In the Scripture for our 
Sunday School lesson we read how 
the prophet Micah denounced the 
false and w.cked leaders of Judah 
and Israel for the evil influence 
ypon their people, causing them to 
rebel against God and thus grad- 
ually come under the subjugation 
of others nations. 

In our scripture for the present 
lesson, also taken from the proph- 
ecy of Micah, we read that the 
prophet blames his papje for 
their false worship. As Micah had 
urged his people to return to the 
leadership of Jehovah, the true 
God, he also pleads wth his peo- 
ple to worship the true God in a 
manner that would be well pleas 
ing to that God and would merit 
his blessing. 

Micah presents God as having 
a controversy with 
court in which the mountains and

the hills would serve as judge and 
jury. In ths controversy the Lord 
is represented as challenging Is- 
rae] to show in what way he had 
wearied the people or had harm- 
ed them. 

In the absence of any fault or 
mistreatment Israel does or can 
charge against Jehovah, the Lord 
‘pleads his case by tell.ng 
some of the ways in which he has 


own 


helped and blessed the people. He 
mentions his redeeming them from 
slavery in kgypt, prov.ding lead- 
ers for them as they journeyed to 
the land he had promised them, 
the enemies from whom he had 
protected his people, and his pur- 
pose in thus blessing and caring 
for them: that they might know 
the righteouness of the Lord. 

And it may be truly said that 
what God did for the Children of 
Israel, and for the same purpose, 
he has offered and is still offer- 
ing to do for any and every peo- 
ple who will come in the right 
way to seek his protecting care 
and blessing. 

Micah presents two methods in 
which to answer the qnestion, 
“With what shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself before 
God on high?” 

The wrong way to come to God 
is the manner in which many and 
most of the religious leaders of 
Micah’s day were attempting to 
please God. That was by the way 
of sacrificing material things. The 
good prophet Micah wanted his 
people to know that God can not 
be bribed, even with “thousands of 
rams, w.th thousands river of oil” 
or with the “First-born for my 
transgression, the fruit of my 
body for the sin of my soul.” 

Yet priest in the temples were 
then pretending to worship God by 
offering the products of their 
flocks and their farms as

By an act of the Alalama Legis- 
lature approved Novenmber 19, 
1959, Acts of Alabama, 1959, Page 
1492, it is provided that the in- 
hibition against “Single Shot Bal- 
lots” does not apply to the Elec- 
tors. 

This simply means that in the 
coming November Election, a bal- 
lot for less than Eleven Electors 
is valid and must be counted. 

The voter has the right to vote 
for Eleven Electors or any number 
less than Eleven, and the ballo! 
will be valid and must be counted.

Scripture selections for the next 
several Sunday school lessons are 
taken from the Psalms. 

Perhaps no division of our Holy 
Bible is more revealing of the 
human soul in its various moods 
than the group of 150 poems con- 
tained in that portion of the Scrip- 
tures known as the Psalms. It is 
believed that approximately one- 
half of those poems were written 
by King David or at his dictation. 

Many of the psalms were used 
by the Jewish people as songs and 
hyms in their worship, and some 
of them are used today by both 
Jews and Christians. 

The ancient Jewish people had 
many poets. The Jews were and 
are a singing people. Even during 
their captivity in Babylonia they 
sang, although some of their songs 
then were wails of sorrow and 
suffering. 

The Psalms are not the only 
productions of Jewish poets as 
found in the Bible. The book of 
Job is largely poetical in composi- 
tion and structure. The Songs of 
Solomon, the Proverbs and Eccle- 
siastes are poetical in form. Many 
poems are found in the writings of 
Moses, Isaiah and the Minor 
Prophets. 

The Psalms ante-date Grecian 
and Roman poetical writings and 
are far superior to them in the 
correct portrayal of the human 
soul, its conditions, its aspirations 
and its needs and desire to know a 
God that could and would sympa- 
thize with its aspirations and sup- 
ply its need. 

Scripture selections for our vres- 
ent lesson include the 8th Psalm 
and part of the 104th. 

They concern the greatness of 
God - -the God of the Jews, of 
their Psalms, the God of the Chris- 
tian.

Veterans of World War II and 
the Korean War who served 90 
days or more prior to January 31, 
1955 may claim exemption from 
payment of state, county and 
municipal privilege licenses up to 
the amount of $35.00 for each li- 
cense. This exemption can only be 
claimed for a period of six years 
following date of discharge. 

Members of the National Guard 
may claim poll tax exemption by 
submitting a form executed by the 
commanding officer. This exemp- 
tion must be claimed each year. 

Anyone not exempt from hay- 
ment of poll tax must pay tax due 
for two year by February 1, 1961 
in order to be placed on the quali- 
fied list of voters at any election 
in 1961. This is true even though 
the person will not be qualified to 
vote until Section in 1961.

Ranger Stuckey 
Attends Fire 
Training Meet 


Forest Ranger Charley Stuckey 
had the priviledge of attending a 
meeting at Little River Forestry 
Summer Camp, September 20 
through the 22nd, for the purpose 
of putting into practice the theory 
of Fire Organization. A 11,000 
acre simulated fire that could not 
be handled by the local organiza- 
tion was used for training pur- 
poses. 


Manpower and equipment from 
different parts of the state was 
assembled and briefed on the im- 
aginary fire and dispatched to con- 
trol it. Later a discussion of ex- 
ecution of the action taken was 
held. 


Nine southern states have organ- 
ized a Southeastern Forest Fire 
Compact Commission for the 
purpose of assisting each other 
in time of emergency for forest 
fire suppression assistance and 
aid in the prevention and control 
of forest fires, This compact was 
organized as a result of the large 
Maine fire that occurred near Bar 
Harbor in 1947 and a couple of 
large fires that have occurred in 
Florida and Georgia in 1955and 
1956, when enormous damage was 
done to forests and property. 


At this meeting a US Forest 
Service representative of the Con- 
ecuh National Forest told of his 
experiences this past August on 
the 45,000 Lake Tahoe fire in 
California. He stated that this fire 
cost $1, 200,00 to extinguish. over 
3000 people were used to extin- 
guish the fire. Thirty four mil- 
lion board feet of timber was des- 
troyed as a result of it. Damages 
resulting from it amounted to 


$1,800,000.

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Alabama To Get 


New Parole 
Center Soon 


Montgomery, Ala., - A new pre- 
parole center is ineluded in plans 
for Alabama's new State prison 
when Kilby is reconstructed on a 
new location, A. Frank Lee, Com- 
missioner of the Board of Correc- 
tions said, 

The Commissioner believes the 


' new center will be the first entire- 


ly separate facility in the South 
devoted to “bridging the gap” be- 
tween imprisonment and freedom. 

Purpose of the new center will 
be an effort to reduce the number 
of ex-prisoners who return to 
prison after becoming involved in 
other criminal actions. 

The Commissioner believes this 
is due primarily to the fact that 
the prisoner, espgcially one who 
has served long years behind the 
walls, find extreme difficulty in 
1inding employment and social ac- 
ceptance in the community after 
his release. 

Here is the way the new cen- 
ter will operate: for five to six 
weeks before a prisoner finishes 
his sentence or goes out on parole, 
he will be transferred to the new 
center where he will be reintro- 
duced to normal living. 

There is but one major objective: 
to prepare each man physically, 
mentally, and emotionally to live 
a useful law-abiding life upon re- 
lease. To help achieve this ob- 
jective, parole consultants, togethe: 
specially selected correctional 
personnel, civic, business, religious, 


and industrial leaders, will lead 
briefing sessions in such practica: 
subjects as: “You and Your Job’; 
“Installment Buying”; “Courtesy 


and Good Manners”; “How to Buy 
a Used Car”; “Meeting Your Do- 
mestic Problems”; Your Religious 
Life and You”. 

The unit will be designed to or- 


ignally accommodate a capacity 


of 60 men, with provisions for en- 
largement to 120 men if and when 
it becomes necessary.

New High Seen 
in Mail Volume 


During Past Year 


A new all-time high in the na- 
tion’s mail volume was reached 
during fiscal year 1960 ending 
June 30, which continued the 
steady upward trend of the past 
seven years at a rate which even 
according to advance information 
from the Annual Report of the 
Post Office Department which has 
been made available to Postmaster 
Ozley. 

Although subject to last minute 
revisions, the year’s total has 
estimated as 63.6 billion 
of mail ‘which includes 
about one billion pieces of parcel 
post. It was stated that this would 
mean an increase of nearly 25 per- 
cent over the corresponding fig- 
ures for 1953 when the annual 
|volume was 50.°9 billion ‘pjeces. 

Here in Columbiana, Ala., re- 
ceipts of the post office climbed 
from 11,398.56 in 1953 to 18,800.60 
last year. 

“There is not much we can do 
about how much mail we have to 
handle from day to day or how 
many ‘people are making use of 
the Postal Sevice”’, Postmaster 
Ozley stated, “but the whole De- 
partment keeps busy in devising 
ways and means for doing the job 
not only more efficiently but more 
economically. <AslIrecall ‘it that 
was the way President Eisenhower 
outlined the principal objectives 
of the Dept: when Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur Summerfield was being 
sworn in back in 1953, and that’s 
the way we have been operating 
ever since. 

Included among items cited by 
Postmaster Ozley as recent ‘ac- 
complishments by the Depart- 
ment were the following: 

Established the first large - 
scale program of automatic mail 
handling by ymachinery on a na- 
tion - wide basis. 

Developed the “airlift” program 
which speeds up the delivery’ of 
pproximately one letter out of 
every 17 ‘on a “space available” 
basis.

Adlai Stevenson said, reported 
the admiral: “Admiral, I don't 
think your fellows have anything 
against those fellows”. ...

This is emergency legis- 
lation and I think that the only 
thing we are saying in effect is 
“you can’t wor in this job during 
this emergency” that these fel-

HAT will our retail meat departments 

of tomorrow be like? What may we 
expect of the meat and meat products that 
will be offered to consumers? 


These questions are toughies. And may- 
be we don’t have pat answers, but judging 
by meat research and merchandising studies 
now going on, we can count 
on higher quality meat prod- 
ucts with more built-in ser- 
vices, along with added 
shopping conveniences at the 
meat department of tomor- 
row. 

Tenderness, flavor, and 
ease of preparation are three 
desirable characteristics in 
any meat or meat product. 
And all three can be found 
in retail] meat displays at the 
present time. However, the livestock and 
meat industry realizes that consumers con- 
tinue to become more demanding. A popu- 
lar product today may be rejected tomorrow. 
Therefore, scientists, retailers, processors, 
and producers are working feverishly to fash- 
ion meat products that will offer still more 
of those desirable factors—tenderness, flavor 
and ease of preparation. 


Let’s take a quick tour through our meat 
department of tomorrow. 


New meat tenderizing methods have com- 
pletely changed the beef display case. For 
example, there is a whole new group of steaks 
for broiling—chuck, round, and rump. Of 
course, the old stand-bys, T-bone, sirloin, and 
rib are still present, but they aren’t in as 
much demand as they were in 1960. 


Mass tenderization whereby live animals, 
carcasses, and individual cuts are injected 
with natural food enzymes has made it pos- 
sible to produce steaks, roasts, and other cuts 
of beef with increased tenderness for all 
grades. This injection of natural food en- 
zyme adds to those already in the meat and 
actually breaks down tough connective tis- 
sues, producing the desired tenderness when 
the meat is cooked. That’s why you-now 
see steaks made from cheaper cuts which a 
few years back would have been too tough for 
anything except roasting. Notice also that

the prices of the new lines of steaks are 
very reasonable. In fact, there is now a beef 
steak for most budgets. 


It’s obvious that all the cuts displayed have 
a large percent of lean meat. As for fat, 
there’s just enough to give the cooked cut 
that desirable flavor and to make it juicy. 
These benefits have resulted from animal 
scientists’ and livestock producers’ efforts to 
breed and produce the “‘meat-type animal.” 


If you happen to be one of those who can’t 
take the least amount of fat, there are de- 
fatted boneless beef and pork cuts for your 
table. But what about the delicious flavor 
that fat imparts to the meat when cooked? 
Attached to each defatted meat cut is a one- 
ounce package of beef or pork flavor that 
can be sprinkled on the steak, chop, or roast 
while cooking. This imparts the flavor that 
would ordinarily result from cooking beef or 
pork with the fat on. 

Scientists developed this flavor additive by

extracting and identifying aroma-bearing ma- 
terials from beef and pork. They are now 
produced synthetically. These meat flavors 
are used widely to impart flavor to food con- 
centrates for space travel. A one-ounce pack- 
age of beef flavor, plus a one-ounce package 
of food nutrients—vitamins and minerals— 
added to one cup of hot water, immediately 
makes a delicious serving of beef broth soup. 


Shopping Made Easy 


You will recall the old 1960 meat depart- 
ment setup whereby meat and meat products 
were displayed in long cases with little uni- 
formity as to type and kind of product. This 
made shopping for meat somewhat rambling. 
In the meat department of tomorrow, meat 
items are displayed according to use. For 
example, one case offers nothing but break- 
fast food meats—sausage, bacon, and a wide

E talk a lot these days about the need 

for making the most effective use of 
our resources—our land, water, minerals, etc. 
Yet we know, without question, that Ala- 
bama’s most valuable resource is its young 
people—tomorrow’s future citizens and lead- 
ers. 

How well are we developing these all-im- 
portant resources? Are we providing our 
young people adequate opportunity for lead- 
ership development, character building, and 
citizenship training, along with the oppor- 
tunity to more fully develop knowledge and 
skills in some particular field of interest? 

These are some of the objectives of Ex- 
tension’s 4-H Club programs. 

In last month’s column, we indicated that 
we were setting as a goal that of making Ala- 
bama’s 4-H Club program the best in the na- 
tion within the next five years. Our state and 
its young people merit nothing less! 

How can we accomplish this goal? 

As a part of our over-all self-study effort 
in Extension during this past year, we have 
analyzed very carefully our total 4-H Club 
program. Committees made up of personnel 
from both county and state staffs have looked 
at every phase of our 4-H effort. They have 
considered the need for changes in present 
activities; they have proposed the initiation 
of numerous new programs. 

These proposals call for the development 
of new 4-H projects to meet changing needs 
—projects in such areas as science, economics, 
and marketing. They call for activities broad- 
er in scope to serve the needs of all interest- 
ed youth, including rural farm and non-farm, 
suburban, and urban. They call for more 
adequate camping facilities to provide op- 
portunities for training in more purposeful 
recreation and intelligent use of leisure time. 
They call for more emphasis upon citizenship 
and leadership training. They call for a 
broader program of scholarships and other 
awards, 

Our job now is to implement these pro- 
posals aimed at making Alabama’s 4-H Club 
work the most effective in the nation. 

We should explain first of all that 4-H Club 
work is made possible largely through contri- 
butions and efforts of people interested in 
this program. 
available to support most 4-H Club activities. 
Except for the efforts of Extension Service 
employees who work on 4-H in addition to 
their other responsibilities, we must rely upon 
local leaders to help organize and supervise 


club work and upon the friends of 4-H suf- 


ficiently interested to make financial contri- 
butions, 

It is obvious, therefore, that an expansion 
in 4-H Club work such as proposed will re- 
quire greater financial assistance. We hope 
to secure this assistance largely from indi- 
viduals, organizations, businesses, and indus- 
tries interested in making an “investment in 
the future’”—an investment in the develop- 
ment of our state’s greatest resource, its 
young people.

Dates Back To The First Settlers 
How Marketing Has Developed

OW can we understand modern market- 

ing without knowing the conditions un- 

der which it has grown? Likewise, how can 

we study marketing without realizing what 
marketing is? 


No Exchange 
Marketing history may be divided into 
three periods. . The first of these was the 
period of self-sufficient economic units. Each 
family did its own hunting, fishing, and crude 
manufacturing. Under these conditions there 
was nothing to trade—no exchange of goods. 


Direct Exchange 

Later, man recognized the value of spe- 
cialization and trade. History gives evidence 
of tribe or village life where each village be- 
came a self-sufficient unit. Exchange was 
carried on by barter—one family exchanged 
their surplus goods to another family for their 
surplus, 


Indirect Exchange 


With the development of modes of travel, 
mediums of exchange and communication 

: . systems, the advantages of 
specialization were recogniz- 
ed as a means of giving more 
to society with the same ef- 
fort. 

Today, modern marketing 
has developed into a network 
of highly specialized firms. 
We find goods and services 
produced in Alabama being 
sold in all parts of the world. 

Thus, marketing develop- 
ed to fill a need in man’s 
search for a better society in which to live. 
Case after case can be cited to show man’s 
developments to get a product from producer 
to consumer in a more desirable form. We see 
broilers in supermarkets throughout the na- 
tion that were produced in Alabama. How 
is this possible? Cooperative effort by thou- 
sands of people over several years develop- 
ed a system of mass production and distribu- 
tion on an economical basis so that broiler 
meat would be competitive with other meats 
throughout the nation. 

Marketing is the moving of products from 
producer to consumer. It involves all the ac- 
tivities in the creation of place, time, and pos- 
session utilities and part of the activities in 
the creation of form utility. 

What is place utility? Place utility is add- 
ed when a good or service is made available 
at a place where it is needed. Likewise, time 
utility is created when goods and services are 
made available at the time they are needed. 
Possession utility is added when goods are 
transferred to those who want them. And, 
form utility is created by changing a raw ma- 
terial into the form that is needed. Thus, 
marketing is simply making goods and ser- 
vices more valuable by getting them where 
they are wanted, when they are wanted, in 
the form they are wanted and transferred to 
the people who want them.

During the past few months, the Founda- 
tion’s Board of Directors has been developing 
plans for a comprehensive fund-raising pro- 
gram aimed at providing the support needed 
to implement Alabama’s expanded 4-H Club 
effort.

Tom Jones in Cullman County produces 
sweet potatoes. He has a choice of several 
channels in which to market. He may decide 
to sell to a housewife in Cullman or to a pro- 
duce dealer. In the first case, Jones completes 
the marketing process by carrying the prod- 
uct to the ultimate consumer. In the latter 
case, he completes little of the marketing pro- 
cess. The dealer may ship the potatoes to 
Detroit (time and place utility) and let an- 
other firm sell to the housewife (possession). 


Marketing and You 


Let’s look at what marketing means to us— 
First, it offers us a challenge. It asks us how 
we can improve our marketing system to more 
nearly satisfy human wants. Since human 
wants know no limits, we have the repons- 
ibility for developing our marketing system 
so that the potatoes that the housewife pur- 
chases in the future will please her more than 
the last potatoes she purchased. 


Future Marketing 


Will the world see a fourth period in mar- | 
keting development? It may not necessarily 
be a new marketing period, but tomorrow’s 
market will certainly change. Our expand- 
ing population, shifts in urban living condi- 
tions, and constantly changing consumer de- 
sires will force changes in markets. Market- 
ing will not, however, cure all the surplus 
problems, Our marketing system can pro- 
vide for a more orderly distribution of foods 
and services. It can and will see that these 
products will satisfy consumer desires. 


MAJOR CHANGES MADE 
IN 1960-61 HUNTING SEASON 


EASONS for hunting, trapping, fishing, 
and bag and creel limits in Alabama 
have already been set for the 1960-61 season. 
According to Fish and Wildlife Specialist 
Ear] Kennamer, one of the major changes ap- 
proved by the State’s Advisory Board of Con- 
servation is unlimited permits for hunters in 
the National Forest Management areas. Pre- 
viously, these permit requirements caused 
many hunting permit requests to be turned 
away. But it was the Board’s opinion that 
lifting the restriction would “allow everyone 
to participate in the hunts if they want to. 
And since permits are unlimited and several 
areas will open on the same date, there will 
be no appreciable increase in the number of 
hunters participating in National Forest 
hunts.” 

Another major change is the law that per- 
mits shooting deer with antlers of any size 
above the hairline, states Kennamer. Last 
year’s regulations required that a four-inch 
antler must be visible. 


Cool Days—Improved Fishing 

During cooling fall days, you can expect 
your fishing results to impreve, the probable 
reason being that the tremendous production 
of food for fish during summer is beginning 
to play out. The situation, in comparison, 
would be no different for your cattle. A bale 
of hay to a full-bellied herd in a plush pas- 
ture during early summer would attract no 
cow’s attention. But wait until frost has 
knocked off the summer grass and there’s 
nothing else to eat. Then have a bundle of 
green oats at the stock. They’ll tear down 
the fence to get it! So get ready to wave that 
bait, boy!

Office Under Chinaberry Tree 


No Shade Tree Farming Here. . 
Just Cool Place To Study Records

EN ADAMS fingered a long ash off his 

cigarette, leaned back in a shaky chair 

set squarely under a chinaberry tree, and 
looked quizzically at his visitor. 

“I suppose you might call this shade-tree 
farming since you say you want to,” agreed 
Adams. “Sounds sort of lazy like, though. 
And actually the time I spend here studying 
my dairy business is hard, important work 
for me. 

“This is where I check my cows—what 
they've done, and what I need to do for them 
and for my entire farming operation. 

“T guess farming has become the toughest 
business of all,”” added Adams, as he closed 
the dairy herd record book lying across his 
legs. “It never was easy, but now that man- 
agement and decision-making have become 
so important, it’s getting harder all the time.” 

What got Adams started was a question 
about his sitting under a tree reading the rec- 
ords of his cows. And what started out as 
a bit of jesting ended up in some sharp ob- 
servations on the business side of farming by 
a fellow who’s doing right well. 

Adams is an interesting fellow. Tall and 
possessing a rugged handsomeness, he looks 
like a young executive you’d find in any busi- 
ness, And he’s sharp. He has to be with 
the sizeable investment he has in a 450-acre 
dairy operation consisting of 40 fine cows, 
mostly registered Holsteins. 

Adams began dairying in 1947, shortly af- 
ter returning from service in the army. For 
two years he sold milk to a condensery; then 
he switched to grade-A milk because he could 
get better prices for it. 

Things rocked along for 10 years without 
Adams making much progress in milk pro- 
duction. His cows each averaged about 6500 
pounds of milk annually—not far above the 
state average. 

“T was just drifting in the dairy business, 
I decided in 1957,” said Adams. “My pro- 
duction hadn’t gone up much since I'd begun. 
But costs sure had. 


CONSIDER FUTURE WHEN 
PLANNING CHILD’S ROOM 


A room can be designed to grow up with a 
child. 


And the wise homemaker looks to the fu- 
ture when she plans her child’s room, ac- 
cording to Alice Peavy, Extension specialist 
in home furnishings. A crib with sides that 
lock in place and later can be removed, a 
chest of drawers, a screen, a chair, and a 
large table make a good beginning. Small 
units which can be stacked as time passes 
are pieces that literally grow with the child. 

Furniture must be durable and easy to 
clean, says Miss Peavy. And the child’s own 
artwork can be used for pictures. As he 
grows up, a bulletin board to show artwork 
is a favorite with most boys and girls. 

Then if basic furniture has been chosen 
wisely in the beginning, a change to more 
subtle colors and accessories will fit a room 
to teen-age tastes. Frilly curtains, a dressing 
table, and soft pastels add to a young lady’s 
room. And simple, rough textured fabrics 
and deep tones'bring change to a young man’s 
room. 
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“I knew it was time to either get in right 
or get out. I decided on the former. And 
I'm glad I did.” 

Adams, in 1957, began production testing 
his cows individually by weighing one day a 
month the milk given by each cow. Known 
as WADAM—Weigh-A-Day-A-Month—the 
program helped him adjust each cow’s feed 
to her production ability and cull those that 
don’t show a profit. Seven months later he 
joined the DHIA—Dairy Herd improvement 
Association—and tested more carefully than 
was possible heretofore. 

Figures tell the story. Today this herd is 
producing an average of 9200 pounds of milk 
a year—almost a third more than three years 
earlier. Further, cows that give less than 
7,000 pounds of milk a year are culled from 
the herd. Next year the culling figure will 
go up to 8,000 pounds. 

DHIA records, the machine tabulated ones 
that Adams gets for a nominal charge, pin- 
point every month what every cow in his herd 
is doing, how much of various kinds of feed 
she should be getting, and how much profit 
or loss she’s showing. 

These records are a yard long and look 
foreboding. But they’re exactly what Adam 
spends hours studying—and acting on. 

He says these records have made him con- 
scious of three things he must do to succeed 
with dairying. 

“T must first build a feed program to take 
care of cows I have on hand. For example, 
I have changed from sericea hay to alfalfa 
hay. Some folks won’t agree, but I say it’s 
cheaper to buy alfalfa hay than to feed home- 
grown sericea. Alfalfa gets the milk; seri- 
cea doesn’t. 

“Second, I must constantly build up the 
herd’s quality through better breeding. I use 
artificial insemination altogether. In that 
way I get the service of proved bulls that 
would cost me $10,000 or more, to own— 
which, of course, I could not afford. 

“Then when you get better offspring, 
you’ve got to do a careful job of raising them.

“Third, I must continually study how to 
improve management to the end that pro- 
duction will rise without a corresponding rise 
in costs. Management, of course, includes 
everything done on the farm from planting 
pastures through regulating bulk milk cool- 
ers. 

“Feeding isn’t the single most important 
management job, but it is one that many 
dairymen make mistakes on. I did. Ma- 
chine records on my herd have pretty well 
straightened me out on this point. They 
showed me I was feeding some cows twice 
as much as I should and others half as 
much as they could profitably turn into milk.” 

Adams made his point: There’s no job more 
important on a dairy farm—or any other 
farm—than studying what you’re doing. 

“Tf that’s shade-tree farming,’ added 
Adams, “I’m glad I’m doing some of it.”

Warrior Vetch Proves Self In Field 


new “warrior” has shown up along the 

winter cover crop front lines. And its 
debut among the farmers in the state has 
been extremely successful. 

This new soldier is Warrior vetch, a new 
variety .of winter cover crops that was de- 
veloped by Dr. E. D. Donnelly, plant breed- 
er of the Auburn University Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

One of the outstanding characteristics of 
Warrior vetch is its ability to produce good 
seed yields of high quality seed under Ala- 
bama conditions. Also it produces high herb- 
age yields, provides early fall grazing, and 
supplies nitrogen to summer 
grasses. 

The highest seed yield 
ever obtained from Warrior 
was harvested last spring in 
Autauga County. Ten acres 
of the crop were grown on 
the Autauga Farming Com- 
pany land, which is owned 
and operated by W. H. 
Gaines and M. A. Wendland. 
The vetch was planted Nov. 
10, 1959, in cotton stalks for 
support. At harvest a total of 14,550 pounds 
of clean seed was harvested from the 10 acres 
—an average of 1,455 pounds per acre. The 
seed were of top quality in every respect, 
and germination was well above 90 percent. 
This yield far exceeds expected field seed 
production, 

Most seed producers over the state obtain- 
ed yields of Warrior that ranged from five 
to eight hundred pounds per acre in the spring 
of 1960 where all good seed production prac- 
tices were followed. 

In experiments at Auburn in 1956 and 1957, 
Warrior produced an average yield of 1,009 
pounds of excellent quality seed per acre, 
compared to 195 pounds per acre of good 
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quality seed from the commercial hairy vetch 
and 177 pounds of fair quality seed per acre 
from willamette. 

Gaine§ and Wendland used a grassland 
drill-and planted 20 pounds of seed per acre 
following the cotton harvest last fall. They 
left the cotton stalks standing to provide sup- 
port for the vetch. In fact, Gaines pointed 
out that he believes the cotton stalks for sup- 
port and the proper adjustment of the com- 
bine are véry important in getting maximum 
yields of seed from this variety. 

Seed on the Autauga farm were harvested 
with an AC combine with a cylinder speed 
of 550 to 600 RPM. The cylinder clearance 
was approximately one-fourth inch, or the 
same as for oats. 

The pH of the gray, sandy soil on which 
the high-yielding vetch was grown was 6.1. 
No fertilizer was applied to the vetch. How- 
ever, the cotton crop ahead of the vetch was 
fertilized with 75 pounds of N (nitrogen), 60 
pounds of P (phosphate) and 60 pounds of 
K (potash). Although good grazing was 
available, this field was not grazed at all. 

Warrior is well adapted as fall and winter 
pasture when seeded alone or in mixtures 
with small grains. 

Vetch has been and still is a popular crop 
of Alabama farmers. Seed production has 
been a major problem, and, in the past, va- 
rieties that perform well in Alabama have 
not produced economic seed yields under our 
state conditions. Therefore, most of the vetch 
seed used in the state during the past years 
has been shipped in from other states. 

According to 1958 county agents’ reports, 
Alabama farmers planted approximately 6,- 
000,000 pounds of vetch seed. Of this amount 
only about 324,000 pounds were produced 
in the state. And during that one year around 
$1,000,000 was paid by farmers for vetch 
seed that were produced out of the state. 


Warrior appears to be resistant to the vetch 
bruchid, an insect that causes considerable 
damage to the seed production of other va- 
rieties of vetch produced in the state. In 
fact, this insect has almost eliminated seed 
production on other varieties of vetch in Ala- 
bama. 

We have available approximately 150,000 
pounds of registered and certified Warrior 
vetch seed for planting this fall. Too, we 
have attempted to keep Warrior seed produc- 
tion under the certification program in an 
effort to keep the variety pure. We hope to 
continue this practice through the certified 
class of seed. 

If the 150,000 pounds of Warrior seed are 
planted by Alabama farmers at a rate of 20 
pounds per acre this fall for seed harvest in 
the spring of 1961, approximately 7,500 acres 
could be seeded. And with an average yield 
of 500 pounds of seed per acre, 3,750,000 
pounds of Warrior vetch seed could be har- 
vested for next fall’s sales and plantings. At 
15 cents per pound that would be $562,500 
added to Alabama farmers’ income. 

The production of Warrior vetch seed is 
just like the production of any other crop. 
You must plant on time and follow all good 
seed production practices. From the present 
limited research information and farmer ex- 
perience, it appears that a support crop is 
necessary for best seed production, Highest 
yields have been obtained with cotton stalks 
for support. However, good seed yields have 
been obtained when Warrior was planted 
with smal] grains early in the fall, grazed 
until March 1 after which time cattle were 
removed to permit seed production. 
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Lawrence Hogman Leads Off | 
Alabama Producers Raise Meat-Type Hogs 


HERE’S competition to be met wherever 
you turn. And this holds true in the 
hog world where, in recent years, stiff com- 
petition has cropped up between breeds of 
animals. 

But the Duroc breed, which some producers 
seemed to think was on its way out when 
longer, more meat-type animals were intro- 
duced, has made changes, re-evaluated de- 
mands of the market and has not only held 
its own among other good hog breeds of to- 
day, but is leading the way in many phases 
of the improvement program. 

Typical of this breed’s ability to stay in 
the running can be seen on Paul Johnson’s 
Duroc farm in Lawrence County. Johnson 
recently held an individual sale on his farm 
where 10 bred gilts averaged $146. The top 
boar brought $435 and was sold to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia to head up the Duroc herd 
there. The top bred gilt sold for $350, and 
the top open gilt for $255, both going to 
North Carolina. 

Hogs from Johnson's sale went to 11 states 
including Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Florida, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Illinois, Ohio, Delaware, and Kentucky. 

According to County Agent Sam McClen- 
don of Moulton, this was the best sale ever 
held by an individual hog breeder in Ala- 
bama. And why do you suppose he got these

variety of new products for the breakfast 
table. One that looks enticing is pickled, 
boneless beef round—smoked, pressed, and 
sliced similar to bacon. Another case offers 
luncheon and variety meats, and another still 
larger display case contains all the frozen 
meats which have really found favor with 
homemakers. The meat department of to- 
morrow offers convenience and shopping ease 
to the busy homemaker. 

The fresh and cured pork sections of to- 
morrow’s meat department are both attractive 
and appealing. All fresh pork cuts as well as 
beef are tightly sealed in a crystal clear gel- 
atin film. No more re-wrapping for home stor- 
age or soggy paper trays to bother with. This 
modern wrapper is applied by spraying the 
cut surfaces with the gelatin material. The 
pores of the meat are completely sealed, re- 
ducing drip and shrinkage. During cooking 
the gelatin film melts away, adding valuable 
food nutrients to the meat dish. Since the 
film is also airtight, the meat cut retains its 
appearance and quality many times longer 
than when only cellophane wrappings were 
used back in 1960. Of course, the cut is en- 
closed in a clear cellophane wrapper for sani- 
tation purposes. Except for a small tag de- 
noting weight, price, and cogking instruc- 
tions, the entire cut is visible to consumers. 


Old and New Products Find Favor 


There are stil] a few of us who remember 
and appreciate the appetite satisfaction de- 
rived from a sure-enough country ham. A 
few years back this was considered a special- 
ty item, and the cost was higher than most 
could afford. Tomorrow’s meat department 
features old-fashioned flavored country hams 
for just a few pennies more than the regular 
tenderized ham. They look as fresh and 
tender as the other quick cured, ready-to- 
serve hams—none of that dried-out look. 
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good prices for his hogs? Here’s why, points 
out McClendon. Johnson has qualified his 
herd on the Alabama program for certified 
meat-type hogs ever since it was initiated in 
January of 1959 by Auburn Extension Hog 
Marketing Specialist Ray Cavender, and— 
even before that—he was working through 
his. breed association's certification program 
for meat-type hogs, And his herd is also 
state certified brucellosis-free. 

Johnson had the first CMS (certified meat 
sire) boar of the Duroc breed in Alabama. 
This boar was the fifth in the nation to qual- 
ify for CMS. Now Johnson has qualified a 
second boar—CMS-78 (78th in the nation 
and second in Alabama). 

At the Nationa] Duroc Congress in Madi- 
son, Wisconsin, last July, George Elrod of 
Boaz paid $425 for the champion bred gilt 
of the entire show. This gilt was raised by 
Johnson. In other words, this gilt was raised 
in Alabama by an Alabama breeder and was 
sold in Wisconsin to another Alabama breed- 
er—just more proof that top quality breeding 
stock gets around. 

Auburn University Extension Hog Special- 
ist G. B. Phillips says, ‘“‘We simply must do 
more about this meat-type hog business.”” He 
points out that farmers know that the variety 
of cottonseed determines whether or not the 
crop will be short staple or good staple, but 


too many of our farmers still don’t seem to 
know that meat-type seed stock is necessary 
to produce meat-type market hogs, 

“We are making some progress,” he says. 
“Basically, meat-type hog production must 
begin with purebred breeders who supply 
market hog producers with boars and gilts, 
just as Johnson did in his sale. 

“Auburn Experiment Station workers are 
conducting research on the vital matter of 
meat-type, and they will formally open a 
meats laboratory in early 1961. The public 
is demanding that growers produce meat-type 
hogs and through the Experiment Station and 
Extension Service, we hope to help breeders 
move faster toward this goal.” 

Another way of showing you how well 
Johnson’s program is balanced is his 1960 
National Congress winnings. At a recent 
national show in Madison, Wisconsin, he 
showed and sold the grand champion pair 
of open gilts, reserve grand champion bred 
sow, superior group of open gilts, second 
group boar, and the third group boar. He 
also raised the grand champion bred sow, 
and placed in the top 10 of barrow show. 

At the Southeastern Congress Johnson 
showed the grand champion boar which sold 
for $750.

Plant Spring-Flowering Bulbs Now

PRING-FLOWERING bulbs bring color to gardens 
at a time when few other plants are,;in bloom. 
According to Horticulturist Troy Keeble, the most pop- 
ular types in Alabama gardens are daffodils, tulips, 
hyacinths, bulb iris, and crocuses. 


How did this all come about? Scientists 
studied flavor development in aging hams. 
They found that certain bacterial action was 
responsible for the aged flavor development. 
However, under the best natural conditions 
it took the hams almost six months to attain 
this flavor—much too long for economical 
mass production. Not to be outdone, scientists 
isolated these flavor-producing organisms, 
and now the aged ham flavor is produced by 
these bacteria under artificial conditions. 
The aged flavor is merely injected into the 
ham with the cure and presto, one-year-old 
aged hams are on the market in less than 48 
hours. And, like the popular tenderized 
ham, aged hams come in either the cook-be- 
fore-serving or ready-to-eat form. 

Tomorrow’s meat department is filled with 
cases of prepackaged fresh and frozen meat 
items. A large part of the frozen meat line 
consists of precooked cuts which require only 
warming up. These products have become a 
favorite with working wives. 

With an active imagination it’s not difficult 
to visualize your meat department of tomor- 
row. Research has already uncovered much 
of the basic information which will make to- 
morrow’s meat department a reality. The 
imagination, ideas, and efforts of the scien- 
tist, livestock producer, meat processor, and 
retailer’ should take care of the rest, 


The Auburn University Extension gardening au- 
thority reminds home gardeners that spring-flowering 
bulbs should be planted this month so that they will 
have time to develop roots before winter. “For best 
results,” he advises, “plant the bulbs in well-drained 
sandy soil. They grow well when they get long hours 
of direct sunshine and plenty of moisture.” 

According to Keeble, domestic and imported bulbs 
are equally good. “However,” he says, “buy from a 
dealer who sells good bulbs, and avoid moldy, dis- 
colored, or soft bulbs. 

“Buy the specific varieties and colors you want,” 
he adds. “Inexpensive packaged mixtures often con- 
tain too many of one color.” 

Keeble says planting begins with digging the ground, 
breaking up lumps thoroughly. A depth of 12 inches 
is sufficient unless the soil is very hard, 

The horticulturist advises working a commercial 
fertilizer into the loose soil. A-small handful of 5-10-5 
fertilizer is used for each cluster of three to five 
bulbs. Two pounds of this material will cover a five- 
foot by 10-foot area. 

“Set the bulbs firmly into the ground so that there 
are no air pockets underneath,” Keeble continues. 
“Plant crocuses, glory-of-the-snow, scilla, grape hya- 
cinths, and snow-drops with the tips of the bulbs two 
inches below the surface. Iris can be set three inches 
deep; hyacinths, four inches; tulips, six to seven 
inches; and daffodils, six to eight inches. 

“Bulbs can be planted close together (three to four 
inches apart) for thick masses of flowers the first 
year. But bulbs this closely planted become crowded 
quickly. The gardener will have to dig, store, and di- 
vide them more often than bulbs planted further apart. 

“After planting,” Keeble concludes, “soak the plant- 
ed beds to dissolve the fertilizer and settle the bulbs.” 
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Livestock-Feed Price Ratios 

RICES paid for feed and prices received for 
livestock and poultry products are now gen- 
erally more favorable to farmers than a year ago. 
In June 1960, 100 pounds of live weight hogs were 
equal in dollar value to 14.8 bushels of corn—a 
year ago, 12.8 bushels—but the ratio still was not 

up to the 18.2 bushel ratio of two years ago. 

The beef steer-corn price ratio is down a little 
—to 21.3 bushels for 100 pounds live weight com- 
pared to 21.8 a year earlier. 

A dozen eggs are now equal in value to 9.3 pounds 
of poultry feed—a year ago, 7.4 pounds. For com- 
mercial broilers, the ratio is 3.8 pounds of feed 
per pound of meat, compared to 3.2 a year earlier. 


Colonies of bees in Alabama numbered 191,000 
on July 1—an increase of 2,000 colonies from the 
same day last year, as shown by the Alabama Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. Colonies of bees 
on hand in the U. S. on July 1 totaled 5,403,000— 
one percent below a ‘year earlier. 

Colony losses during the winter and spring in Ala- 
bama totaled six percent of the number on hand 
at the start of the winter months. In the U. S. 
there was a 16 percent loss during the same time. 
Causes of losses were 28 peroent from starvation, 
21 percent from winter killing, 19 pereent queen- 
less, four percent each from foul brood and insects, 
three percent from spray poison, two percent from 
rodents, and 19 percent from other causes. 


1960 Lamb Crop 


The Alabama crop, as reported by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, totaled 43,000 head, we 
same as last year, but much higher than the 1949- 
58 average of 28,000 head. The number of breed- 
ing ewes at 50,000 head on January 1, 1960 was 
the same as last year, but 56 percent larger than 
the 1949-58 average. The U. S. 1960 lamb crop 
totaled 21,584,000 head, two percent above last 
year and 11 percent above the 1949-58 average. 


Ice Milk and Ice Cream Gains 


Americans are eating more ice milk. Consump- 
tion of this relatively new lower fat dairy product, 
according to the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
has increased from less than a half pound per per- 
son in 1945 to nearly four pounds in 1959. Ice 
milk production in 1959 was up to 123,970,000 gal- 
lons, seven percent above 1958 output and 38 per- 
cent above the five-year average from 1954 to 1958. 
During the first five months of this year, produc- 
tion totaled 48,175,000 gallons, compared to 42,- 
705,000 gallons in the same period last year. 

Ice cream consumption rose from 17 pounds per 
person in 1950 to 18 and three-fourth pounds in 
1959. 

Farm Credit Use Sets New Record 


New records in use of the cooperative farm credit 
system were set by farmers, ranchers, and their 
marketing and purchasing cooperatives in 1959 for 
the sixth consecutive year, according to R. B. Too- 
tell, governor, Farm Credit Administration.

A total of four billion dollars was borrowed from 
the system during 1959—an increase of almost $600 
million over a year earlier. A record total in loans 
outstanding also was reported—$4.4 billion. 


A 14 percent increase in borrowings from produc- 
tion credit associations accounted for more than half 
of the increased borrowings. Land bank borrowing 
also was up. Loans to farmer cooperatives from the 
banks for cooperatives increased 25 percent over 
1958. 


To My Way of Thinking

Farm Production 


Farm production will have to double over the 
next 50 years, according to government economists. 
U. S. population is expected to hit 370 million, and 
cities and roads will take over 25 million acres 
of the 478 million now devoted to cropland. 


Concentration in Food Business Goes On 


Long-noted trends in concentration and bigness 
in the retail food industry are shown in a recent 
report by the Federal Trade Commission. 

Small independent grocery stores are disappear- 
ing and even small chains are being absorbed or 
losing their identities. Some 90,000 single unit re- 
tai] stores dropped out between 1948 and 1958. 
However, voluntarily affiliated retailers are holding 
their own and generally showing sales gains. Med- 
ium-sized food chains showed the most growth. 

Number of food chains also is declining. More 
than 50 firms with 11 or more stores disappeared 
through merger or acquisition from 1948 to 1958, 
and an estimated 48 chains dropped below 11 stores 
or lost their identity during the same period. 

With such a trend toward huge retail operations, 
buyers will tend to be more specific in their buying 
requirements. Arrahgements for delivery of big 
volume over extended periods will become more 
common. Some small producers may find them- 


selves without any good markets available to them.

Pattern Check 


Wwe the hunting season at hand, you'll 
be taking your gun down from its rest- 
ing place. 

If you’ve never done so, I advise you to pat- 
tern your shotgun. By checking the pattern, 
you'll better understand what your gun will 
do; and if you don’t know whether the choke 
is cylinder, modified, or full, the pattern will 
help you determine how much the barrel muz- 
zle “squeezes” the shot. : 

Tack a four foot square piece of cardboard 
on a fence post (in a safe place) and tape 
off a distance of 40 yards. Fire at the center 
with say, No. 8 shot. Then make a 30-inch 
circle on the cardboard with the center of 
of the circle in the densest part of the shot 
marks. Count the number of pellet marks 
in the circle. Divide this number by the num- 
ber of pellets in the shotshell you fired. 
(There are 409 No. 8 shot per ounce.) The 
figure you get, expressed as a percentage, is 
the key to the choke. If you get 65 to 75 
percent of the shot pellets in the circle, you 
have a full choked barrel; 55 to 65 percent, 
improved modified; 45 to 55 percent, modi- 
fied barrel; 36 to 45 percent, improved cylin- 
der; and 25 to 35 percent, cylinder. 

Don’t try one shot for a pattern test. Shoot 
at 10 or more cardboard squares and get an 
average. 


Pattern Determines Kill 


Incidentally, you bag your game with a 
pattern. Oh, you may bring down a dove with 
a single pellet in the head, but this may hap- 
pen once in a hundred downed birds. The 
number of shot with which you hit the target 
is the key to clean kills. 

The double-barreled gun, for example, 
usually has one barrel with a modified choke 
and one with a full choke. There’s no secret 
—the full choke simply “‘bunches’”’ the shot 
closer together when they leave the muzzle 
and will kill at a greater distance. 


Choke Barrel To Use 


Many times I’ve been asked what choke 
barrel to buy. If you can afford but one gun 
and you shoot at a variety of game, get a re- 
peater and have a good gunsmith installa 
flexible choke attachment to the barrel. But 
if you shoot at bob-whites only, get an im- 
proved cylinder bore. For doves, I prefer 
modified. For waterfowl, squirrels, turkeys 
and deer, I want a full choked gun. Personal- 
ly, I use the double barrel more than the re- 
peater, because I have a choice of two,chokes 
instantly. 


¢ Care of Gun 


Good care of your gun is a must for its 
long life, accuracy, and smooth operation. 
Use nothing but brass or copper bristle 
brushes to clean lead fouling from the bore. 
Coat the bore with a light film of good gun 
oil after a day’s hunt. If you store your gun 
for a long period—a couple of weeks—use a 
good gun grease. And another tip—zero 
your rifle for game shooting with a cold bar- 
rel, because you won’t be banging away at a 
squirrel’s head as you would at a target on 
the rifle range. And a bullet from a “cold” 
gun won’t shoot as high as one from a hot bar- 
rel. Therefore, let the gun cool as you shoot 
at a bull’s eye before the season.

Goblins, ghosts, and witches 
will soon be at your door. They’ll shout 
“trick or treat,” and you’d better be prepar- 
ed, for under those costumes will be hungry, 
mischievous youngsters. 


This Holloween, why not fend them off 
with something special? Such handouts as 
ghostly pops, made by draping orange lolli- 
pops with white tissue paper and painting 
ghostly faces on them, will really please the 
children. Also unusual are jack-o’-lantern 
cookies. These are simply round or pumpkin- 
shaped cookies covered with orange-tinted 
confectioner’s sugar icing. The faces are 
made with melted chocolate. 


Extension Consumer Education Specialist 
Dorothy, Overbey suggests that a treat of fruit 
will be welcomed by both spooks and mothers 
of spooks.. Small apples, a small stem of 
grapes, or an orange fit into the “trick or 
treat” bag for later enjoyment. Do choose 
smal] apples for the young goblins. They 
fit their hands—and stomachs—better. 

A special thirst quencher for after cookies, 
candy, and fruit are cider apple cups. Just 
cut a slice off the top of large red apples 
and save them for lids. Cut a small triangle 
in the edge of each lid for astraw. Scoop out 
the centers of the apples, leaving a shell one- 
half inch thick. Brush the cut surfaces with 
lemon juice, and chill until ready to serve. 
Then fill apples with chilled cider, cover with 
the apple lid, and stick a short straw through 
the hole. 

Other treats such as funny-face ginger 
cookies and Halloween bar bells will make 
Halloween quite an occasion for the young- 
sters. (See recipes below.) 


Funny-face Cookies 
% cup shortening 2% cups sifted flour 
1 cup brown sugar % teaspoon soda 
% cup molasses % teaspoon salt 
% cup milk % teaspoon ginger 
2 teaspoons vinegar % teaspoon cinnamon 
. Seedless raisins 


Cream together shortening, brown sugar, 
and molasses. Stir in milk and vinegar. Sift 
together dry ingredients; add to molasses 
mixture and mix well. Drop by rounded tea- 
spoons about 2% inches apart on lightly 
greased cookie sheet. Place three raisins on 
each cookie for eyes and mouth. Bake in 
hot oven (400 degrees) about 10 minutes or 
until doné. Makes 4 dozen. 

Before baking, put a wooden skewer in 
each cookie halfway between pan and top 
of dough. Stagger rows of cookies to leave 
room for the skewers. Use small spatula to 
spread dough around skewer if dough sep- 
arates. After baking, add bow ties of black 
or orange ribbon.

1 recipe Caramel 
Apples 


1 recipe Caramel Pop- 
corn Balls 


While caramel apples are chilling, make 
popcorn balls. Press balls onto other end 
of skewers that are stuck into apples. 


Caramel Apples 


1 pound (56) vanilla 6 wooden skewers 


caramels 6 crisp, medium apples

How To Store Late Season Vegetables 


ROPER storage of fresh home-grown vege- 

tables makes it possible for you to have 

a good supply through the late fall and win- 
ter months. 

Almost all Alabama gardeners grow toma- 
toes. And according to Extension Horticul- 
turist John Bagby, they can be kept for sev- 
eral weeks by pulling up the vines just be- 
fore frost and hanging them in the garage 
or some’ other cool, dry place. Green toma- 
toes also can be picked before frost and 
spread out in a single row where it is fairly 
cool and dry. 

To store sweet potatoes, dig them before 
frost and when the ground is dry. If possible, 
cure them at 80 to 85 degrees, then lower 
the temperature to 55 to 60 degrees and hold 
constant. Do not allow the temperature to 
go below 50 degrees. 

The fall crop of Irish potatoes keeps best 
at relatively cool temperatures. Place pota- 
toes in boxes or crates, treat with Barsprout 


or other material to prevent sprouting, and 
store in a cool, moist, dark place. Do not 
allow them to freeze. 

Beets, carrots;.turnips, and rutabagas may 
be left in the ground and covered with pine 
straw with a little of the leaves exposed. They 
may also be dug, placed in crates, and stored 
in the basement. 

Allow dried beans and peas to mature ful- 
ly on the plants. After picking, spread them 
in a dry, ventilated place for about two 
weeks. Shell and place the beans in a tight 
container with one ounce of carbon bisulfide 
per bushel of seed. Keep the container closed’ 
for 24 to 48 hours. This treatment is neces- 
sary to prevent weevil damage. Peas or beans 
treated by this method may be eaten safely.

Consumers Vote At

HE buyer casts the final vote for what agricultural 
products are produced and what food items are 
sold in today’s food market. 

Mrs. Homemaker decides whether to buy or not to 
buy a particular item. And this item gets her yes 
or no vote. Foods found on tomorrow's grocery shelves 
will be there partially because of what the consumer 
chooses today. 

Food shoppers have from 6,000 to 8,000 items to 
choose from today. Predictions are there will be a 
great many more in the future. (In 1925, the choice 
was limited to only about 800 items.) Shelf space 
occupied by these many items is expensive. Unless 
the items sell—unless consumers vote for them—re- 
tailers cannot afford to keep them on the shelves. So 
the consumers’ choices are important. 

What kind of votes have been cast recently? Let’s 
take a look. Twenty years ago, only about three per- 
cent of the fresh fruits and vegetables were packaged 
for consumers. In the 1960’s, we can expect half or 
more of our fresh produce to be sold at retail in pre- 
packaged form. This is to speed up self-service in 
stores, eliminate waste, and cut down on time for 
preparation at home.

Frozen foods also meet the demand for quicker ser- 
vice and more convenience. Frozen vegetables lead 
the list, accounting for about one-third of the total 
sales of frozen foods. Sales of all frozen items are 
increasing. Frozen seafoods and frozen prepared 
foods, as precooked pies and cakes and complete din- 
ners, have increased rapidly in sales. 

Food shoppers cast their votes for quality, conven- 
ience, year-round availability, attractive packages, and 
modern, well-lighted, well-equipped, clean grocery 
stores. One would guess this costs more money than 
was spent years ago. But the guess is wrong. True, 
price tags are higher. But actual cost is lower—lower 
because it takes fewer hours to earn our food than 
it did in the “good old days.” 

Why is this so? Lower cost, or less work time re- 
quired to buy food, is the result of improvements and 
savings made in producing and marketing food. Food 
is an important part of the family budget. About 21 
cents of each dollar the family has to spend, after 
taxes, is spent on food. This represents a lot of money. 

Remember, it’s how you and other consumers spend 
this money—and cast your votes—that determines 
the kind of food products you will find in the food mar- 
ket tomorrow.

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FREEZING YAMS. Frozen sweetpotato 
puree prepared by the sugar-cook process is 
excellent for making pies or souffles. This 
Auburn-developed process includes peeling, 
cooking in a heavy syrup (60 to 65 percent) 
at a low boil for one hour, mashing, pack- 
aging, and freezing. Frozen strips or slices 
for candied yams are prepared by peeling, 
cutting into 54-inch strips or slices, blanching 
in boiling syrup for four minutes, cooling, and 
packaging. 


BALED SEEDLING CARE. Good care of 
southern pine seedlings in shipping bales pro- 
tects quality. Good storage is under shelter 
where air can circulate around each bale. 
Seedling roots must be kept moist but not 
saturated. This can be done by placing open 
end of bale higher than the other end and 
pouring in water. Excess water drains from 
the lower end. Seedlings kept well up to 
three weeks under these conditions in Ala- 
bama studies. 


LAND USE CHANGES. Alabama now has 
about 4.5 million acres of farm land from 
which crops are harvested. This compares 
with 5.7 million acres in 1950. Each year 
since 1950, an average of 120,000 acres was 
taken out of harvested acreage. Woodland 
and pastured land have increased since 1950, 
woodland by 18 percent and pasture by 35 
percent. Farm woodland presently accounts 
for an estimated 55 percent of farm land, 


FERTILIZING MAGNOLIAS. In Alabama 
surveys, Southern Magnolia trees were found 
growing in well-drained, moist, organic soil 
having pH ranging from 3.7 to 7.6. Best 
trees observed were growing in an organic 
soil with pH of 6.4. In fertility studies, in- 
creased growth was obtained by adding dolo- 
mite at rate of 10 pounds per 100 square feet 
and 8-8-8 or similar fertilizer every two weeks 
during the growing season at rate of two 
pounds per 100 square feet. 


SWEETPOTATO STORAGE. Best prac- 
tices for storage of sweetpotatoes, as learned 
in Auburn studies, include (1) cleaning and 
fumigating storage house and containers, (2) 
harvesting during moderately warm, dry 
weather, (3) careful handling to prevent 
bruising, and (4) keeping suitable tempera- 
ture, humidity, and ventilation during curing 
and storage. Beginning promptly after har- 
vest, potatoes are cured for seven days at 85° 
F. and 85 to 90 percent relative humidity. 
Ideal storage conditions after curing are 55 
to 60°F. with about 80 percent humidity. 


VETCH UPS VEGETABLE YIELDS. In 
long-time Auburn tests, yields of summer 
vegetables were increased by turning win- 
ter vetch. Yield increases were as follows: 
unstaked tomatoes from 246 to 322 bushels 
per acre, staked tomatoes from 376 to 518 
bushels, pole beans from 78 to 200 bushels, 
sweet corn from 2,032 to 3,053 pounds and 
pimiento pepper from 6,377 to 7,954 pounds. 


WINTER APPLE CARE. Winter manage- 
ment practices for apple orchards include (1) 
removing and destroying all fruit that drop- 
ped during harvest, (2) removing and burn- 
ing all dead and diseased wood, (38) painting 
large scars, and (4) pruning to thin and 
space fruiting wood. Orchard cover crops 
need fertilizing in early fall, and trees in late 
winter. Fertilizing trees with one and one- 
half pounds of 8-8-8 per year of age up to 
a maximum of 30 pounds gave good results 
in Auburn studies.

The Senator has tried to relate his domestic program 
to the cold war by the device called “growthmanship,” 
He harps on the comparative rates of increase in the 
gross national product of the U.S, and U.S.S.R, always 
to the disadvantage of the U.S. He employs this sta- 
tistical scarecrow to justify bigger and bigger federal 
spending and cheaper money. He claims that big spending 
and cheap money are necessary to keep us ahead in 
the life-and-death race with Communism. 


There are three things wrong with this pitch. First, 
over-all growth rates have very little to do with the 
cold war. Second, Kennedy’s program is less likely to 
produce real economic growth than Nixon’s. Third, a 
souped-up race of GNPs, Kennedy style, would lead to a 
degree of statism, controls and inflation in the U.S. 
economy which most Americans don’t want, 


The U.S, economy is at least twice as productive as 
Russia's and likely to remain so. The sensible way to 
assess this race is in the specific areas where it matters 
Over-all military readiness matters more than steel ca- 
pacity. The quality and scope of our educational system 
matters more than the annual crop of engineers. The 
strength and flexibility of the whole American economy 
matters more than its GNP. 


Sometimes Kennedy gives growthmanship a different 
twist, as in Detroit on Labor Day. By keeping our 
growth rate below par, said he, Eisenhower has _ short- 
changed every American pay envelope by $7,000 in eight 
years. Thus are private greed and cold-war patriotism 
made interchangeable reasons to vote for Kennedy. Nor 
do the wonders of growthmanship end there: it is self- 
financing! Ajnart from’ cheaper money, a policy discred- 
ited in the Truman years, the only means Kennedy has 
spelled out for increasing the growth rate are increased 
federal expenditures on welfare, slum clearance, educa- 
tion, housing, farm subsidies, foreign aid, depressed-area 
relief public power development and everything else in 
the Utopian Democratic platform, These expenditures, he 
argues, will stimulate the very tax revenues (at present 
rates) needed to pay for them. This is economic sleight 
of hand. The real result would be to swell the power of 
bureaucracy Over individual economic freedom and to 
revive the dangers of inflation.

He 
would encourage it, and so improve productivity, through 
tax reform and the removal of “artificial props to ineffi- 
ciency,” whether lalor’s propg or management’s. 


Nixon sometimes complains that his economic program 
‘has no political sex appeal.” We wonder. It may not win 
that voter in Saginaw, Mich. who recently explained, 
“There’s a little more money in the streets when the 
Democrats are in office.” But Nixon should be able to 
count on voters with enough sense to ask what KIND 
of money: how stable in value tomorrow and next year, 
how free of political strings from Washington, how 
much real work it motivates and rewards. 


The difference recurs in Nixon and Kennedy’s approach 
to the farm problem, our No. 1 domestic scandal, Neither 
candidate’s remedies are nearly so surgical as the prob- 
lem requires. Each offers some ingenious ways to usc 
present subsidies. But when it comes to balancing future 
supply and demand, Nixon at least aims at licking them 
through a free price system and so ending direct con- 
trols and huge subsidies. Kennedy advocates the same 

high grice supports that created the present surpluses, 
plus controls which Henry Wallace says would have to 
be “stricter than they have in most Communist countries.” 
Kennedy’s plan would raise food prices, turn farmers into 
federal dependents and deny the taxpayer eyen a distant 
hope of relief.

The godly man is likened by the 
psalmist to a tree planted by the 
riverside, that is fruitful and is 
permanently -alive. 

It was Joyce Kilmer who wrote, 
“only God can make a tree.” So 
only God can make a righteous 
man, a godly man. God does that 
through his Blessed Word and the 
indwelling of his Holy Spirit. 

But the godly man must do his 
part. Like the tree, he must be 
| “planted” not growing wild and 
 encsttvesed.

Confessions 
And 
Forgiveness

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

FOR NOVEMBER 6, 1960 


SCRIPTURE — Psalm 32. 
Memory Selection — “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just, and will forgive our sins and 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” John 1:9. 


Psalm 32 is the Scripture for our 
present Sunday school lesson, It 
concerns confession of sins by the 
penitent and forgiveness by a for- 
giving God to whom confession is 
made, 

It is believed that the psalm 
was written by King David after 


| he had confessed some particular 


sin he had committed. For, let us 
remember David committed 
more than one sin for which he 
needed forgiveness 

Ever since the sin Adam and 
Eve committed in the Garden of 
Eden, mankind has needed for- 
giveness for sins committed. And 


our Heavenly Father, since that 
first sin, has always been ready 
and willing to forgive sins when 
proper conditions have been met 
by the sinner. 

It would appear from truths pre- 
sented in the Holy Scriptures that 
conditions for forgiveness have 
changed through the ayes. This 
may seem like an unorthodox 
statement, but it is believed that 
as man’s conception of his rela- 
tionship, to God and to his fellow- 
man has progressed, his spiritual 
responsibility to both God and his 
fellow man has increased. 

But let us consider the case of 
| David, or whoever was the author 

vf the thirty-secpnd psalm. 
| ile had sinned. Four terms of of- 
| sense to God are mentioned: trans- 
| gression, sin, iniquity and guilt. 
To split hairs over the shades of 
meaning between these terms is of 
little consequence, because, in the 
fifth verse of the psalm, the term 
“iniquity of my sin” is used. Of- 
fense to God.is meant by each 
term, hence the word “offense” 
can be used for all four. 

Confession and forgiveness are 
the gpecial conditions to be con- 
sidered in this lesson. 

The author reveals a prevail- 
ing belief at the time -the psalm 
was written, more than a thou- 
sand years before the birth of 
mankind’s Great Confessor and 
Mediator. That belief was that

there was a definite relationship 
between a person's spiritual con- 
dition and his physical condition. 
If he had committed some’ sin, he 
would suffer both spiritually, bod- 
fly and economically because of 
the sin. Also, if a person was suf- 
fering from some physical ail- 
ment or material calamity, it’ was 
because he had committed some 
unconfessed sin. 


COLUMBIANA, ALABAMA ? 


Hence the psalmist relates how 
he suffered agony in spirit and 
distress in body because he had 
sinned and had failed to confess 
his sin, He intimates that his con- 
fession was sufficient reason for 
being forgiven, also that with spir- 
itual relief from punishment for 
sin went relief from physical suf- 
fering and the receipt of material 
prosperity. 

While it must be admitted that 
refusal to confess one’s sins will 
cause both spiritual anguish and 
even physical suffering, Jesus de- 
clared that sickness and material 
poverty were not necessarily due 
to sins committed by the suffer- 
er. :

Schools Lose! 
More Than 


$200,000 


Shelby County Schools have lost 
$207,276 by the end of four years 
of proration ‘of state education 


funds, according to Dr. Frank 
Stewart, state superintendent of 
education. 


Dr, Stewart spoke to the teach- 
ers of this county last Thursday 


about the financial crisis in Ala-| 


bama schools. Proration has been 
announced for 1960-61, the fifth 
straight. year, with a cut of 9.4% 
of funds, 

“I want the schools to continue,” 


Dr. Stewart emphasized, “but I 
will not ask teachers to take a 
Salary cut.” 


Last year’s increase school ap- 
propriations was absorbed quickly 
by salaries for 500 new teachers 
in the state and salary increases 
amounting to $6 million, he said. 
Alabama schools were short $1,619- 
301 last year. Salaries are still 
among the lowest in the nation. 

On Sept. 30 not a single school 
received state money for coal, in- 
surance, janitorial service or main- 
tenance, Dr. Stewart pointed out. 

Many county and city boards of 
education have borrowed all they 
can. About 50 of the 67 counties 
of Alabama do not have sufficient 
funds to complete the 1960-61 year 
the superintendent said. 

Stewart said he believes it will 
take a masa protest bythe -public 
to convince the legislature and 
state officials that Alabama 
ct peopteds Gite ‘until it has an 
equate school system, Industries 
will not come to this state unless 
Alabama has good schools for em- 
ployees’ children. High school and 
college graduaes will continue to 
leave the state for better oppor- 
tunities if the ciizens do not save 
their schools. 

Dr. Stewart commended Shelby 
County Representative John Lewis 
Cates for his untiring efforts for 
schools and for his bill which 
placed an additional tax on cigar- 
ettes for education. ‘

County Trend

Sen. John F. Kennedy has won 
his bid to return his Democratic 
Party to the White House. At mid 
morning Wednesday Vice President 
Nixon conceded defeat, 

In Shelby County unofficial re- 
turns showed the Democrats lead- 
ing with a majority of 161 in 25 
boxes out of the 32 in the county. 

As the Reporter goes to press 
the electoral votes won by Kennedy 
totaled almost 300.

When Jules Verne wrote “20,- 
00 Lea gues Under The Sea” and 
Around The World in Eighty 
Days” he was chided for his fool- 
ish and ridiculous nonsense. 
made this reply. “Only those will 
critisize me whe forget that man 
knowing the truth possesses the 
power to become”. It is doubtful 
whether Jules Verne knew that he 
was quoting Scripture in a liberal 
sort of way. Yet it is true. John’s 
Gospel says chapter 1:12 “As 
many as received Him, te them 
gave he the power to become the 
Sons of God, even to those who 
believed on His name.” 

As Christians ve are in search 
of this power to become the Sous 
of God. 


There is power resident in bits| 


of truth. When Marco Polo went 
to China with his father and uncle 
he remained for some _ twenty 
years as confidential adviser to 
monarch. When he returned to 
Italy he brought with him some 
curios he had found the Chinese 
using. One was the ancestor of 
spaghetti, another was coal, an- 
other was gunpowder, and thelast 
was paper. Nobody alive had any 
idea what might “become” of 
these curios The one became a 
staple food, another helped power 
the industrial revolution, another 
provided the means to blast both 
mountains and menand radically 
changed the social structures, and 
paper became the vehicle which 
made the printing press the power 
it was to become within less than 
three hundred years. Each of these 
curios had in it the strange power 
to become, not of itself, but 
through the mind of a man, and 
men. It was not what Marco Pol 
brought that mattered so much. It 
was the power resident in cach of

these when wedded to a mind that 


mattered. 

Carl Jung, the eminent psycho- 
logist has underscored the audau- 
cious claim of Christianity ‘that it 
is able to add a further highest 
link to the existing chain of ev- 
olution. That it can lift whosoever 
will accept it into a nobler type of 
life, built on a grander scale than 
an, thing earth knows; can make 
of mun a new creature, able to do 
and be what no one else can do or 
hope to be.

| tion is how we may “become” 
mature C.ristias? 

I believe the are three de- 
finite steps. 

1. Maturacion of te mind -Our 
belief in Christ must “become” 
mature and adult, It must be built 
upon solid foundation cf know- 


ledge. We must ‘know in whom we 
believe”. We must know Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth, how he lived 
only 35 years yet turned the 
world upside down, had a_ public 
ministry of only 18 months to 
three years and yet accomplished 
more than all the great men of 
history combined. We must know 
His teachings, death and resur- 
rection; how he conquored sin and 
death, arose from the grave and 


now is present in the Holy Spirit. |, 


We must know His life and teach- 
ings. This means a complete 
familiarity with the Bible, Old and 
New Testaments... We cannot un- 
derstand Christ apart from the Old 
Testament. This power to become, 
takes hold in our lives as we learn 

wvut Christ As our minds ma- 
ture we find the power to become 
mature Christians. 

2. Maturation through commit- 
ment, Any person who knows the 
Christ will want to follow Him. 
Matthew arose and followed 
Christ when chalHenged by Him. 
But we must warn this is not an 
vasy task. Jesus deliberately dis- 
couraged some who vowed they 
would follow Him, Whittier sums 
up how one follows him in “Our 
Master”. 


“Our friend, our brother, and our 
Lord, 

What may thy service be? 

Nor name, nor form, nor ritual 
word, 

But simply following Thee.” 

3. Maturation through serving 
Him. If we believe in Him with our 
heads and accept Him with our 
hands. As Protestants we believe 
heads and accept Him in our 
hearts, we will want to serve Him 
with our hands..

sources. As in the past, credit will 
be extended only to operators of 
farms that are family-type size 
or smaller.

OUR EXPERIENCE 
WITH GOD 


From the earliest known records 
of mankind there appears the be 
lief in a God, a supernatural be- 
ing. These records do not attempt 
to explain the god or gods; rather 
mankind accepted its god. 

In his record, Moses begins the 
history of the human race with the 
true God. According to the sacred 
writings, God was in the begin- 
ning. He was a practical God - in 
order to have anything, for any- 
thing to exist, it was necessary 
to have Jehovah. 

It took long ages for man to re- 
alize fully what the true character 
of God, is, to comprehend all his 
qualities Perhaps man does not 
yet fully know God. Perhaps the 
knowledge of God is still being ac- 
cumulated and will continue to be 
accumulated unti] man is released 
from the limitations of a material 
world and enters a spirit world of 
eternal life with God. 

While we believe that God has 
always been the same and will so 
continue, man’s conception of God 
has changed a great deal during 
the centuries. 

In succession man’s concept of 
God changed from merely a prac- 
personally and could be known 
tical God to that of a _ personal 
God, a God.who could know men 
personally by men; a God that had 
an individual existence not as nu- 
merous beings or as many gods, 
and further as a God of ethical 
qualities, of emotions comparable 
in many cases to those of men. 

The Old Testament writers pre- 
sent the earliest conceptions of 
God as a being having the attri- 
bute of justice, rewarding the 
good and ppnishing the wicked. 
But the Psalmist records a larger 
and improved conception of God 
when he declares God to be one of 
mercy and forgiveness. Such a re- 
velation could be expected from a| 
singer, the author of the one hun- 
dred and sixteenth Psalm, which | 
is one of the most cherished of 
the many songs of the Jewish| 
people. 

As we could expect a poet to re- 
veal the emotional characteristics 
of God - those of kindness, 
Mercy, gentleness and forgive- 
ness - so it seems only proper for 
that inspired prince of Judah, the 
noble prophet Isaiah, to proclaim 
God as the Creator of all things, 
great m might, strong in power, 
one who is never faint or weary, 
but one who can and does give 


strength to those who are weak. 
Of all the revealing prophets of | 
God who have left their records | 
on the pages of the Old Testa-| 
ment, perhaps Isaiah came near- 
est to portraying the true charac- 
ter of God than any other. Also 
Isaiah came nearer than any 
other of the ancient prophets in 
revealing the true character of the 
Messiah who was to come —Jesus, 
the one who was to come— 
the one who did reveal God in his 
true character. 

In his model prayer which Je- 


Sus gave to his disciples, God is| 
acknowledged as a Father, exist-| 
ing on both the highest and most’ 
intimate level and as being worthy | 
of all honor and prasie.

Have Fewer Disease Troubles 


Use Proper Ventilation For Chicks 


By J. R. Hubbard, Jr.

HE normal] thing to do on a cold night is 

reach down and pull up another quilt. 

That’s easy for people, but what about 
chickens? When the temperature drops to 
freezing outside the broiler or layer house, 
chickens become uncomfortable. 

It’s up to the manager to provide proper 

se protection for his flock. Fail- 
ure to do so will shrink his 
profits. 

Some of the greatest stress 
factors that cause infectious 
diseases in poultry are due 
to poor ventilation and the 
lack of supplemental heat. 
Remember that bacteria, vi- 
ruses, and other organisms 
lie inactive in the body of 
birds causing no apparent 
trouble. Stress factors then 
build up due to poor ventilation. 


A chicken needs three items for growth— 
feed, water, and air. Of these, air is the 
most critical. Oxygen in air is needed for 
normal body functions. If the air in the 
poultry house is low in oxygen, it will cause 
a shortage of oxygen in the chicken’s body 
resulting in respiratory diseases. Signs of 
inadequate oxygen are restless, uncomfort- 
able birds with the young birds chirping more 
than usual, 
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Gases Removed by Ventilation 


Ventilation is needed to remove unwanted 
gases given off by heaters. These gases can 
place a very hard stress on a flock of birds. 


Ventilation Removes Moisture 


The heaviest load placed on a ventilation 
system comes from the need to remove mois- 
ture from the litter and air in the poultry 
house, Keeping good, clean litter in the house 
and supplying proper heat and ventilation 
will help remove moisture. 

A house of 10,000 seven-week-old broilers 
will consume 300 gallons of water per day. 
Over two-thirds of this amount will be passed 
off in the birds’ breathing and droppings. 
To maintain a dry poultry house, all of this 
water must be removed. 

To illustrate the removal of moisture by 
ventilation and heat, let us take an example. 
If the outside temperature is 33 degrees and 
the air is slowly moved into the broiler house 
and warmed to 50 degrees, this 17-degree 
increase in temperature will approximately 
double the moisture-holding capacity of the 
air. The warm air will take up moisture, 
and as the warm air moves out of the house, 
the moisture will move, too. 


Heat Controls 


Supplemental heat is needed in winter to 
allow controlled ventilation and to prevent 
extreme temperatures. Extreme low temp- 
eratures cause outbreaks of respiratory dis- 
eases. Some poultry authorities have set 70 
degrees as an ideal house temperature for 
cold weather. However, 50 degrees is more 
practical. Higher broiler house temperatures 
mean less feed needed per pound of gain. 
Therefore, greater profit will be received if 
less teed is required to produce one hundred 
pounds of meat. 

Before winter, rework poultry houses with 
felt or plastic, so that supplemental] heat and 
ventilation can be controlled. Use one heat- 
er for every three brooders as supplemental 
heat. : 

A poultryman will reduce diseases and in- 
crease his profits by closing the ridge venti- 
lators in cold weather and regulating side 
ventilators to provide fresh air without drafts. 


BROILER PRICES TO STAY 


OULTRYMEN can expect broiler prices 
for the next three months to average 
slightly under-last year’s. Allen Brown, Au- 
burn Extension poultry marketing specialist, 
believes broiler prices will decrease each 
month until a low is reached in December. 


Credit Demands Seen Keeping Money Cost Up 


ESPITE some recent hopeful signs of an easing 

of the “tight money market,” cost of bc. w- 

ed money is expected to remain relatively high for 

some time, according to Glenn E. Heitz, director of 

the Cooperative Bank Service, Farm Credit Admin- 

istration. Chief factor in this situation is the tre- 

mendous world-wide demand for credit. Other fac- 

tors aré-defense needs, population growth, consumer 

credit needs, economic growth, and government 
spending. 

Farmers and their cooperatives are requiring in- 
creasing amounts of capital, but the Cooperative 
Farm Credit System will have sufficient funds to 
serve all deserving farmers and their cooperatives 
at the lowest cost consistent with sound lending. 
Farmers and their cooperatives, however, are warn- 
ed to analyze their situation carefully. They should 
get on a sound basis and stay there. Credit can- 
not substitute for income over the long pull. 


Farmers Get Small Cut of Government Spending in 
Agriculture 


More than half of the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture’s 1961 budget of $6.2 billion is taken up 
by activities which have multiple benefits and are 
not directly chargeable to the farmer. 

Included in this category are sales that we make 
to foreign countries for which we take their money 
instead of U. S. dollars in payment. This has 
foreign relations and defense aspects. Food dis- 
tribution, research and education, meat and food 
inspection, forestry service, soil conservation, mar- 
ket reporting, and regulatory programs involve 
money spent in agriculture that is not paid directly 
to farmers. Spending for all these purposes has 
increased 200 percent since 1953. : 

Even in the price support field, more than half 
of thestidgeted expenditures are taken up by out- 
lays for storage, handling, transportation, interest 
and operating expenses—very little of which winds 
up in the farmer’s pocket. 


Almost All Foods Aré Now Processed 


Practically all farm foods purchased by U. S. 
civilian consumers now go through some form of 
processing, according to a new Agricultural Market- 
ing Service research report, “Consumption of Pro- 
cessed Farm Foods in the United States.” The de- 
gree of processing ranges from trimming, grading, 
and washing to factory preparation of elaborate 
dishes. ; 

In the 30-year period from 1925 to 1954, frozen 
food consumption increased 900 percent, canned 
food consumption, 275 percent. 


Hog Numbers and Prices 


We have seen another four-year production and 
price cycle come full circle with hogs. It’s amazing 
how regularly and uniformly these supply-demand 
and price-making facts occur—the economic facts

of life to farmers generally as well as to hog grow- 
ers. Here are the figures on_ pig crops and hog 
prices, 

Four years ago we had discouragingly low hog 
prices ($14.10 hundred pound average in 1956.) 
Then the pig crop dropped—from 95.7 million head 
in 1955 to 89.5 million in 1956 and to 87.9 million 
head in 1957. Fewer hogs brought higher prices— 
an average of $17.10 in 1957 and $19.20 in 1958. 
Then hog growers turned on the heat with a 94.7 
million pig crop in 1958 and a whopping 101.6 
million head in 1959. This again brought prices 
tumbling down to $14.10 average in 1959. Now, 
hog numbers are down with an estimated 90.6 mil- 
lion head pig crop in 1960, and prices are on the 
way up again. Prices to farmers averaged $3.20 
above a year earlier in mid-July. 


How To Make Decisions 


The following seven steps suggested to 4-H’ers 
for making decisions might well apply to any in- 
dividual or group about any decision at any level: 


1, State the problem clearly—what you want 
to do, to have, or to become. 


2. Get the list and all the facts about the prob- 
lem—what it is and what caused it. 


3. Analyze the facts—what it will take to solve 
the problem—what it will cost—what it will be 
worth. 


4. Pose some alternative problem—what other 
choices you have—what will happen—your happi- 
ness or. situation later. 


5. Reach a tentative decision and make a plan 
for carrying it out. 


6. Start working your plan—it may need to be 
changed along the way. 


7. Evaluate the results—as your plan unfolds, 
gather new facts, try new alternatives and solu- 
tions. 

And if the problem is at all important, you’d bet- 
ter not skip any of the steps. 


Light Breakfasts Cut Down Egg Use 


Eggs have long been a popular breakfast item, 
but two out of every five persons in the U. S. do 
not eat them regularly for breakfast. 


Eggs are regarded as one of the most healthful 
foods commonly served for breakfast and are not 
too much trouble to prepare. But many feel that 
office workers and others not engaged in heavy 
physical labor do not need a substantial breakfast, 
and eggs are usually omitted from what is consider- 
ed a “light” breakfast. Others feel that persons 
who are concerned with overweight should eat a 
light breakfast. If such persons could be convinced 
that they need a good breakfast, then eggs would 
be almost automatically included. 


Streams Can Rob Farmer Of Best Soil 


ANY farms are going down creeks into 
rivers, 


J. C. Lowery, Auburn University Extension 
agronomist, says streams rob the farmer of 
much of his best soil, increase the cost of his 
production, and cut down his yields. And 
they increase flood damage and make a lot 
of fine bottomland useless. 
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But Lowery reminds farmers that winter 
cover crops help keep soil from moving into 
streams and filling up waterways. He ad- 
vises them to plant sericea and kudzu on 
rolling land, permanent pastures on adapted 
soils, and keep winter legumes, winter graz- 
ing mixtures, and small grain on cropland 
during the winter.

Four-H Beef Calf Projects 


Four-H members all over the state have 
their beef calves on feed for next year’s fat 
stock shows and sales. Before 
leaving Conecuh County, I 
had the pleasure of helping 
some boys and girls select 
their calves and set up a bal- 
anced feed program. 

And while visiting in Bul- 
lock County recently, I went 
with Dean Parrish, assistant 
county agent, to see some of 
the calves his 4-H’ers have 
on feed. Freddie Pickett and 
his cousin, Bob Pickett, have 
some fine Angus animals. that they are al- 
ready taming and breaking to halter. 


Certainly a 4-H member should train his 
calf, to lead as soon as possible. If he waits 
until later winter or early spring, the animal 
is going to be much larger and more trouble 
to break. Too, if he waits until spring to 
break his calf, it might cause the animal! to 
lose weight, and that is something that defi- 
nitely should not happen. Now that field 
work has slacked off, 4-H’ers should be wise 
pe train their calves to lead as soon as pos- 
sible.

Farmer Triples Forage Yield 


I saw a very interesting experiment on J. 
R. Graham’s farm on Union Springs Rt. 2. 
This demonstration compared the results of 
fertilized and unfertilized Johnson grass. The 
demonstration plot was fertilized at the rate 
of 400 pounds of 0-14-14 and 60 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre. The check plot received 
no fertilizer. Where plant food was applied, 
the Johnson grass tripled the yield of that 
made by the plot receiving no fertilizer. This 
was not guesswork. The forage from each 
plot was weighed. 


Graham stated that instead of having 80 
acres of Johnson grass next year as he now 
has for his 100 brood cows, he plans to fer- 
tilize 30 acres for hay and graze the other 
50. By running a test, he found that Johnson 
grass from the fertilized plot was almost 
twice as high in protein as that from the un- 
fertilized area. Graham said that many of 
his neighbors were going to fertilize their 
Johnson grass next year as a result of this 
demonstration. 


Bullock County Agent Walter Stone has 18 
similar experiments in the county. They are 
coastal bermuda, bahia, dallis, and common 
bermuda grasses. Stone said that all of the 
oe were getting results similar to Gra- 

am’s. 
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For High Milk Production 


Produce Quality Forage The Year Around 


O. N. Andrews 
Extension Agronomist 
Auburn University 


H's milk production in the dairy herd 
greatly depends on a sufficient amount 
of high quality forage the year around. 

In fact, dairying is such an intensive type 
of farming that it requires a forage and feed 
program different in many ways to that used 
for beef cattle. Producing milk on a paying 
basis calls for a constant supply of high qual- 
ity forage, either in the form of grazing or 
grazing supplemented with silage or hay or 
both. 

Some of the best dairy forage programs in 
the state have part of the farm in highly im- 
proved clover-grass pasture with the remain- 
der in silage or hay or, in some cases, silage 
and hay plus a succession of temporary crops 
for winter and summer grazing. However 
as the potential producing 
ability of the herd increases, 
the trend is toward less de- 
pendence on the clover-grass 
permanent pasture and more 
use of high quality supple- 
mental grazing crops and 
roughage.

the growing season. Doctors C. 8. Hoveland 
and G. H. Rollins, Auburn University re- 
searchers, found over a three-year period that 
highly fertilized and properly managed dal- 
lis, Pensacola bahia, and coastal bermuda 
grass pastures failed to maintain milk flow 
after about the first of July. Crude protein 
content of the herbage in these pastures drop- 
ped from about 15 percent in May to about 
10 percent in October. 

So, figure on about one acre of clover-grass 
permanent pasture per lactating cow. This 
will supply grazing in the late spring and 
early summer for the milking herd and low 
cost forage for dry cows and replacement 
heifers. 


Stored Roughage Needed 


Now let’s figure on the stored roughage 
needed in a dairy program. Most dairymen 
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can profit by feeding more silage and high 
quality hay in the fall and winter or anytime 
when there is not an adequate supply of good 
grazing. Provide two and a half tons of hay 


or seven and a half tons of silage for each 
cow in the herd. Don’t overlook quality be- 
cause this factor could mean the difference 
between profit and loss. Here is an example 
of what I mean: Cows fed U.S. No. 1 grade 
alfalfa hay averaged 42.6 pounds of milk per 
day, whereas cows fed No. 8 grade averaged 
36.7 pounds per day. 

Corn silage from the quality standpoint is 
the most foolproof roughage for dairy cows. 
If you can average 50 bushels (10 tons of 
silage) or more per acre, consider producing 
and saving some corn silage. Two acres of 
corn harvested as silage have as much feeding 
value as three acres of harvested grain. Oats, 
Starr millet, alfalfa, and grain sorghum will 
make good quality silage, but yields are usual- 
ly not as high as corn or sweet sorghum. 
High yields of sweet sorghum silage can be 


produced, but this crop is low in protein and — 


a poor quality roughage for lactating dairy 
cows.

Clover-Grass Pasture 


Alfalfa Is Good Grazing, Too 


Alfalfa is the king of the hay crops. If 
you can grow alfalfa profitably, it is your best 
source of hay. Alfalfa is a good temporary, 
“between season,” grazing crop. Where al- 
falfa cannot be grown, depend on high qual- 
ity Johnson grass, coastal bermuda or other 
annual hay crops. More and more dairymen 
are turning to Starr millet for their summer 
grazing. About one-fourth to one-third of 
an acre is needed per cow and several. plant- 
ings should be made during the summer. To 
maintain high quality forage, plant three 
areas and move your cows from one field to 
another. When a field is grazed down, mow 
the stubble to about six to eight inches high 
to encourage uniform, tender growth. 

Dairymen feel that highly nutritious, late 
fall and winter grazing is a must in their 
forage program. They plan on about one 
acre per cow. If they are grazing only about 
two hours per day in the late fall and winter, 
some say they can get by on one-half acre per 
cow. All agree, however, that you must plant 
on a well-prepared, firm seedbed and prevent 
overgrazing. 

Regardless of the crops used, good produc- 
tion and management practices must be used 
to produce high yields of high quality graz- 
ing and forage. 


Key To Successful Beef Cattle Feed Program 


A clover-grass pasture is the key to a suc- 
cessful feed program for beef cattle. 
O. N. Andrews, Auburn University Exten- 
sion agronomist, says the clover-grass com- 
bination provides good year-round grazing 
distribution. The summer grasses furnish 
grazing from late spring to fall, and clover 
furnishes high quality grazing in late winter 
and spring months. Andrews adds that sur- 
plus growth from pastures may furnish hay 
for winter feeding with proper management. 


Highly nutritious clover and tender grass 
will put weight on brood cows and stimulate 
milk flow. And fall-dropped calves weighing 
550 pounds and up will be ready to top the 
market in June: 

Andrews continues that cows on a good 
clover-grass pasture will have a bigger calf 
crop. During a five-year study, the average 
calf crop was 83 percent on clover-grass pas- 
tures and only 63 percent on straight grass 
pastures. 
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Tuo Peat In A Pod 


Production, Marketing

HEN to market? This question is al- 
ways uppermost in the minds of live- 
stock producers. It should be as it’s often 
the key to a profitable enterprise. No one 
can yet give you a definite date and time 
that’s “sure fire.” But you, too, can make 
some educated guesses that will keep you one 
jump ahead of the majority 
and that usually pay divi- 
,dends. You\won’t always be 
right, but you will be right 
more times than you are 
wrong. 

First, let’s turn our atten- 
tion to prices. Price changes 
have a very important impli- 
cation to your livestock en- 
terprise. Prices should be a 
major consideration in plan- 
ning your entire farming op- 

eration. However, don’t plan the future on 
present prices—that’s a common mistake. 
Plan future production an anticipated future 
prices. Because price movements follow rea- 
sonably definite patterns, you can plan ahead 
with reasonable certainty. 
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Price Movements 


Price movements are of four types. Let’s 
look at each beginning with the shortest term. 


Irregular price changes which generally 
happen from day to day are caused primarily 
by a fluctuation in receipts on the markets. 
For example, if livestock receipts are con- 
siderably low on any given day because of 
bad weather, or a number of other causes, 
prices may be generally higher as packers 
bid higher to get those livestock. On the 
other hand, if the markets are flooded with 
cattle on any given day, prices will likely be 
lower. The main thing to keep in mind is 
that irregular price movements are short term 
and difficult to predict. 

Seasonal price changes are those which oc- 
cur within any one year. These are due to 
changes in conditions of both supply and de- 
mand, but changes due to supply are the most 
important. For example, because more pigs 
are farrowed during the months of March and 
April than any other time of the year, prices 
are lowest when those pigs come to market 
in November and December. 

Cyclical price movements occur over sev- 
eral years. A complete cycle consists of that 
period of time from highest prices to lowest 
and back to highest. Cycles are due largely 
to changes in production. In the past, the 
cattle cycles have ranged in length from 10 
to 14 years. Hog cycles have been about 
four years inlength. This does not mean that 
this same pattern will continue, but major 
changes will be slow. However, we can ex- 
pect cycles to become shorter as production 
periods are shortened. 
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To Protect Your Investment 
Store Farm Machinery Carefully 


OU wouldn ’t think of leaving $7500 lying 
around in the yard or under an vak tree. 
Yet, the average mechanized farm in Ala- 
bama has $7500 invested in farm machinery. 
And too much of this equipment is left lying 
in the yard or under the oak tree. 

Farming is a big business. It’s your business, 

ween and you must protect your 
investment in it. The best 
way to protect your farm 
equipment is to prepare it 
for storage as soon as you 
have finished using it. Then 
immediately store it in a dry 
shed or building. 

Many parts on farm ma- 
chines will be damaged or 
ruined if you leave them un- 
protected during the winter 
months and off seasons, This 
shortens the life span of the equipment. A 
point to remember is that when trading time 
comes, the trade-in value will be tremendous- 
ly reduced. For example, two tractors of the 
same size and with the same equipment were 
traded in on new equipment. The one that 
had been unprotected and left exposed to the 
weather brought $500 less to the farmer on 
a trade than the one that had been cared for 
properly. Every dollar lost in this way means 
that much less profit in the farmer’s pocket. 

What should you do with equipment when 
itis notin use? The first thing to do is check 
your operator’s manual concerning the stor- 
age of that particular piece of equipment. All 
machinery should be checked thoroughly, 
cleaned, and repaired before you store it so 
that it will be ready to go at a moment’s no- 
tice. 
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It’s a good idea to place any tractor or other 
power unit that needs a major overhaul in 
the dealer’s shop as soon as it comes out of 
the field. By doing this, you will save time 
in not having to wait your turn at the dealer’s 
busy shop. In many cases, time is lost from 
the field because the dealer is overloaded 
and cannot get the equipment ready on time. 
Another thing is that some particular part 
or parts may not be in stock and time is lost 
waiting for the dealer to order them from the 
manufacturer. 

All land-polished surfaces should be coated 
with a rust preventative or heavy grease to 
protect the surface and prevent rusting and 
pitting of the surface. All grease fittings 
on bearings and moving parts should be lubri- 
cated before the piece of equipment is put in 
storage. 

It’s good to hang belts, canvases, and non- 
metal materials in a dry place to protect them 
from rats and other damaging rodents. Also, 
keep animals and chickens out of the storage 
house for they may damage and soil equip- 
ment. 

Power units with water cooling systems 
and tires containing water for extra weight 
should be protected with a recommended an- 
tifreeze or drained before cold weather. 

You can obtain additional information on 
storage of farm machines from the manufac- 
turer’s instruction manual or your local ma- 
chinery dealer. 

Remember, a few minutes spent now can 
mean dollars and time saved on any piece 
of equipment next spring when you are ready 
to start the new crop. 


Secular price changes are long term in na- 
ture and may encompass several cycles. They 
are due largely to changes in the general 
price level. Hence, though this type of price 
movement needs to be considered, it’s far 
more important to consider seasonal and 
cyclical price changes in planning to market 
your livestock because they are shorter run. 


Production and Marketing—Two Peas in a 
Pod 


Production and marketing decisions are 
largely dependent upon each other. For ex- 
ample, when you decide to breed a sow, you 
have made part of the decision of when to 
market. That sow will farrow in about 114 


days, and those pigs will go to market five 
to six months after farrowing. In other words, 
when you set the date for breeding a sow, 
you have also set. the date for marketing— 
nine to 10 months later. Wouldn’t it have 
been wise to consider the fact that hog prices 
are generally at their highest in the summer 
when you were breeding the sow? 

Your cattle enterprise needs the same kind 
of planning—in fact, it may need’ more, be- 
cause it’s a longer term crop. 

When you begin a breeding program, keep 
these things in mind. And if you have any 
questions, go by and let your county agent 
help you plan your livestock program.

E Presidential candidates of both major 

parties have, in recent weeks, referred 
to agriculture as “‘the nation’s number one 
domestic problem.” Each has promised, if 
elected, to do something about it. They dis- 
agree somewhat on methods but not on the 
severity of the difficulty. 

The problem is primarily one of low in- 
come. For in one of the most prosperous 
periods in history when all other segments of 
our economy have been booming, farm in- 
come has been steadily declining. 

Since 1951, weekly wages for manufactur- 
ing workers have gone up 22, percent; divi- 
dends paid by corporations have gone up 31 
percent; corporate profits after taxes have 
gone up 35 percent; but net farm income has 
gone down 32 percent. 

Last year’s average farm income from both 
farm and off-farm sources was about 43 per- 
cent as much as average nonfarm income. 
And for the farmer to regain the same level 
of purchasing power he held in 1950, he 
would need a 50 percent increase in farm 
income. Furthermore, this 50 percent in- 
crease would have to be doubled to achieve 
a level of income equal to that of the non- 
farmer. 


With approximately half of the nation’s 
farm people here in the South, this problem 
is having a very serious impact on the econ- 
omy of our state and region. 


Why is farm income so far below that of 
most other professions? To put it simply, the 
farmer is caught in a gigantic cost-price 
squeeze. 


The cost of producing farm products— 
labor, machinery, and other items—has been 
steadily increasing. For example, when steel 
workers are given an increase in wages, steel 
prices are adjusted accordingly with corre- 
sponding increases in cost of tractors and 
other implements. Other production costs go 
up in a similar manner. The farmers can do 
little but sit by and watch these production 
costs pile higher and higher. 

When production costs increase in the auto- 
mobile industry, the manufacturer merely 
charges more for his product. Why doesn’t 
the farmer do likewise? 3 

The difficulty lies in the fact that there 
are some four million farmers throughout the 
nation who, as individuals, cannot effectively 
establish or control prices for their products 
as the automobile manufacturer does. In- 
stead, prices are determined largely by sup- 
ply and demand except for those few com- 
modities which are in some manner controlled 
by government action. 


Over the past ten years, demand for farm 
products has been increasing at the rate of 
about two percent each year while produc- 
tion has been going up at the rate of about 
2.3 percent annually. This excess production 
has resulted in surpluses of many commodi- 
ites and tended to depress prices lower and 
lower. 


If the farmer cannot control the prices of 
the things he buys or sells, what can he, as 
an individual, do to improve his situation? 
His biggest opportunity to help himself lies 
in improving the efficiency of his operation. 
If cotton is selling at 30 cents per pound and

county agent. He received these chickens from the 
4-H poultry chain on March 15.

The anticoagulant 
baits—pival, PMP, warfarin, fumarin—are 
the solution to home rodent problems. Use 
with the dry cereal from a water soluble form 
of an anticoagulant. Your county agent will 
be glad to give you full details. As a mat- 
ter of fact, why not organize a campaign 
to eradicate all rats in your community or 
town? 


if a producer can cut his production cost from 
25 cents to 20 cents per pound, he can double 
his net return for each pound of cotton he 
produces, 

This emphasizes the absolute necessity for 
using the very best technology available in 
producing and marketing farm products as 
efficiently and economically as possible. The 
inefficient producer cannot expect to stay in 
business very long today. 

Such production efficiency is extremely im- 
portant, and we have excellent opportunities 
for improvement here in Alabama through 
programs of research and education. We in 
Extension are committed to an all-out effort 
to help Alabama farmers achieve this high 
level of efficiency. 

However, as important as this is, many 
would contend that this in itself is not enough 
and that costs are so high and prices so low, 
even the most efficient producers are having 
great difficulty in making ends meet. 

This, then, is the basis for the concern over 
the farm problem by both major political par- 
ties, along with the expressed promises to 
try to develop some basis for relief. 

Although there may be distinct differences 
in opinioh concerning ways in which this prob- 
lem should be solved, I believe that few would 
question the need to provide some basis for 
farm people receiving a fair and equitable 
share of the national income. This is par- 
ticularly true in view of the tremendous job 
which the American farmer has done in the 
past to make this the best fed nation on earth. 
While enjoying the highest dietary standards 
in the world, the American people pay a 
smaller percentage of their disposable income 
for food than the people of any other country. 

It is encouraging to see this concern over 
the farm problem. Let us hope that this con- 
cern can be translated inte’some appropriate 
means for improving the situation. 
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Game Meat Flavor 


*“T just don’t care for venison,” is a common 

complaint. I’ve eaten deer meat that I 
didn’t like but the reason was that the meat 
hadn’t been handled properly. As a matter 
of fact, I’ve had Choice beef that. was taste- 
less because it was thawed and refrozen so 
many times that the flavorful juices disap- 
peared, 

Flavor of game meat depends largely upon 
the treatment of the bird or animal from 
field to table. Small game should be cooled, 
gutted, and cleaned as soon as possible. 


When you kill deer cut the carcass open 
from breastbone to the tail and take out the 
entrails and organs. Don’t cut the intestines 
when you split the belly. After all blood has 
drained out, wipe out the body cavity with a 
damp cloth and prop the walls of the body 
cavity open with sticks. This process helps 
the carcass to cool rapidly. Save the heart 
and liver for the first meal. Carry the open 
carcass in your car trunk but leave the lid 
up. You can skin the carcass at home or 
take it to a processing plant. 

Let the carcass hang for five days to two 
weeks in the processing plant at 38 to 40 de- 
grees before cutting up. Hanging the meat 
permits it to age which improves flavor and 
aids in making the meat tender. You can 
then have the carcass processed into normal 
cuts, packaged, and sharp frozen. I usual- 
ly like to save all the steaks and have the 
remainder ground into deerburger. If you 
haven’t tried round deer steak prepared as 
swiss steak, you’ve missed something. A pres- 
sure cooker is good for cooking swiss steaks. 
I fed venison swiss steaks to company last sea- 
son, and today, they still think they had 
choice beef! 


Quick Freeze Birds 


By the way, if you’re planning to freeze 
doves and quail for later eating, place them 
in plastic containers, fill containers with 
water that is near the freezing point, and 
“quick-freeze.” The ice covering prevents 
the meat from drying out. To prepare the 
water for covering birds, let ice melt of its 
own accord. If you permit the birds to freeze 
slowly rather than quickly, large ice crystals 
will form in the meat. 


Weather Signs 


Maybe you don’t always have handy the 
latest weather forecast when you're afield. 
Rising smoke indicates fair weather. Before 
a rain, lowering air pressure causes smoke 
to “hang” or drop down. Dew on the grass 
in early morning is a sign of fair weather. If 
sounds at'a great distance seem louder than 
usual or if a noise has a hollow sound, be on 
the lookout for rain.

Cranberries are one of the most versatile 
of all fruits and may be served at any meal 
as an appetizer, beverage, or hors d’oeuvre, or 
in breads, salads, or desserts. 

America’s oldest fruit, cranberries were 
introduced to the Pilgrims by the Indians who 
used them not only for food but for medical 
purposes as well. Since that time, American 
women have learned to use these red berries 
in many ways. And the cranberries found 
on today’s market have pro- 
gressed a long way from the 
wild ones that were grown in 
the days of the early settlers. 
They have been cultivated, 
and new varieties have been 
developed until present-day 
cranberry bogs yield many 
times the amount that came & 
from wild bogs. : 

Down through the years, 74 
cranberries have become a 
holiday tradition, associated PATTERSON 
with Thanksgiving and Christmas. But, more 
than that, they have become a year-round 
mealtime pleasure. 

This year’s cranberry harvest promises a 
bumper crop of 1,288,500 barrels—four per- 
cent above last year’s record crop and 29 
percent above average. 


In buying fresh cranberries, Extension Food 
Specialist Fariss Prickett suggests chodsing 
those which are firm, shiny, and plump-look- 
ing—not those which are overripe. Store 
them in the refrigerator until they are used.

EFTOVER Turkey—Lucky You! 

After a hearty turkey dinner on Thanks- 
giving day, you’ll most likely have turkey left 
to use over the long weekend. Leftover tur- 
key can be used in many ways—all of them 
‘just as appealing as the holiday meal itself. 

Heading up the list of dishes is creamed 
turkey which is delicious served with rice, 
noodles, potato chips, over a split baked po- 
tato, with vegetables in a casserole, with eggs, 
with green pepper and pimiento—a la king 
style, or in a pie. Turkey hash is always a 
favorite with all members of the family, but 
they’ll be delighted if you set a plateful of 
steaming turkey turnovers in front of them. 
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Pleasing in sandwiches, salads, in chowder, 
or with corn in a pudding, turkey may also 
be used for canapes and dips. Anu one of 
the quickest dishes to prepare is a turkey 
bake. It’s simply leftover stuffing placed in a 
baking dish and topped with slices of turkey 


and thinned gravy and baked for 20 to 30 
minutes in a 350-degree oven. 

Toward the end of the weekend, however, 
your family may tire of leftover turkey. So 
if you have any left, freeze it for later use. 
Extension Food Preservation Specialist Isa- 
belle Downey says that the meat may be froz- 
en by itself, or that it may be incorporated 
into a dish before freezing. 


Combine egg white and confectioner’s 
sugar and beat until smooth. Dip cranber- 
ries in mixture so that they are completely 
coated. Place cranberries on cookie sheet 
and put in very slow oven (250 degrees) 5 
to 8 minutes or until frosting is dry.: 


Cranberry Relish 


1 pound cranberries 1 cup sugar 
2 oranges % cup chopped nuts 
Wash cranberries and oranges. Slice 


oranges in sections and remove seeds. Grind 
oranges and cranberries, using the medium 
fine blade of the food chopper. Add sugar 
and chopped nuts. 


Cranberry Sherbet 


% cup sugar 1 pint bottle cranberry 
1% teaspoons plain juice cocktail 

gelatin 2 tablespoons lemon 
Dash salt juice 


Mix sugar, gelatin, and salt in a saucepan. 
Stir in 4% cup cranberry juice cocktail. Heat 
and stir over medium heat until sugar dis- 
solves. Remove from heat; add remaining 
cranberry juice and lemon juice. Freeze in 
refrigerator tray until partially firm. Beat 
until smooth with rotary beater. Refreeze. 
Makes 8 servings. 


Banana-Cranberry Muffins 


2 cups sifted flour 

4 teaspoons baking 
powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

% cup sugar 

2 beaten eggs 


% cup milk 

% cup melted butter 

1 cup sliced bananas 

% cup whole cran- 
berry sauce 


Sift all-purpose flour with baking powder, 
salt, and sugar. Combine eggs, milk, butter, 
bananas, and cranberry sauce. Add to flour 
mixture all at once, stirring just until flour 
is moistened and ingredients are blended. Fill 
greased muffin pans about two-thirds full. 
Bake,in hot oven (400 degrees) for 25 to 30 
minutes.

KNOW FINISH OF CLOTH 
BEFORE BLEACHING 


HAY you ever turned a garment yellow 
by trying to turn it white? 

Many wash-and-wear materials have a 
resin finish which makes them turn yellow 
or tan when a chlorine bleach is used. And 
if this happens, Home Economist Nell Glass- 
cock of the Auburn Experiment Station says 
there is a solution to the problem. 


Dip the damaged fabric into a well-mixed 
solution of one tablespoon of sodium thio- 
sulfate, color remover, or. photographer’s 
“hypo” to one gallon of water and one-fourth 
cup of white vinegar. Stir for a minute or 
two. In using this solution, you’re taking a 
chance that the finish will be entirely re- 
moved. However, the garment is generally 
not wearable if it has chlorine discoloration. 
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Economy-Minded Homemakers 


With A Little Practice 


Anyone Can Carve The 


Thanksgiving Turkey

EY, Dad. . . it’s time to brush up on your 
turkey carving! ° 

Be your own carving master, says Extension 
Poultryman Jim Hubbard. There are no set 
rules—just a few basic pointers that depend 
on the anatomy of the bird. Experiment, add 
the flourishes and techniques that fit you 
best, and you can carve your 
Thanksgiving gobbler with 
all the assurance and skill of 
a professional. 

There are only three 
“musts” to remember; a 
sharp carving knife (get it 
ready beforehand), a sturdy 
carving fork, and a king-size 
platter. You may either

remember the following suggestions, and go 
to work. 


1. Place your turkey with legs to your 
right. It’s all right to stop for a minute and 
breathe in the: delicious aroma before you 
start wielding your knife. To be a little fan- 
cier, why not carve the side toward your 


Hold the drumstick with your 
fingers. Then, cut the joint that joins the 
leg to the backbone. 


2. Hold the leg on the plate. 
joint that separates the drumstick and the 


guests first?

thigh, just over the round bone. Slice the 
drumstick, turning for slices that are even. 
Carve the thigh in slices parallel to the bone. 


8. Now, anchor your turkey with the two 
prongs of your fork astride the breastbone 
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and get all set to do some real carving. It’s 


usually easier if you first cut down sharply 
where the wing joins the body, removing the 
wing completely. 


4. Start just above the joint of the wing 
and cut thin slices of white meat, working up- 
wards, always parallel to the breastbone. The 
temptation to try just a little tiny slice while 
you're carving will be mighty strong, but re- 
member your manners and refrain until you're 
through and dinner is being served. 

5. After you get all through slicing the 
breast, it’s easy to reach the stuffing. When 
it’s time for second servings, just turn the 
platter and carve the other side of your bird. 
And don’t forget that choice bit of dark meat 
in the cavity near the tail. It’s called the 
oyster, and may be someone’s favorite bit. 

Because of the size of the bird, the trussing, 
the platter, or the tools, you may find it 
necessary to use other methods. Choose the 
ones that seem easiest to you, and serve the 
meat quickly so it will stay warm. You'll 
be admired by both your family and guests 
for a job well done.

N the fall of 1604 the Pilgrims set aside a 
day to give thanks for a bountiful harvest 
and other blessings received during their first 
year in America. And through the years, 
this day has traditionally been known as 

Thanksgiving Day. 

In 1960 Thanksgiving will be observed in 
many homes without real thought to the 
meaning of the day. We are thankful for this 
year’s bountiful harvest. And we are fortu- 
nate to enjoy the most abundant and varied 
supply of food found anywhere in the world 
‘available in more forms, handier packages, 
and convenient places. 

We can now secure food for our Thanks- 
giving dinner in a useful form that requires 
less tedious preparation because of the pro- 
cessing that goes into many products. Thanks- 
giving turkeys will be bought ready for the 
oven without the killing, picking, dressing, 
and cleaning that was necessary many years 
ago. 


In 1960 we can buy foods out of season be- 
cause of better storage facilities. Foods can 
be frozen for use in later months when sup- 
plies of fresh products are limited. 


We can buy food produced in many states 
or countries remote from our home town. We 
are no longer dependent on the products 
grown only in Alabama. Apples from Vir- 
ginia, Washington, and Michigan, cranberries 
from New England, oranges from California 
or Florida—all may go into the Thanksgiving 
relish or salad, along with lettuce from Ari- 
zona. Locally grown sweet potatoes may be 
used for another dish. 

Pineapples and bananas imported from the 
tropics are also a pleasant addition to the 
Thanksgiving meal. Spices from foreign 
lands add flavor to many dishes. And tea 
from China and coffee from Brazil can put 
the finishing touch to a fine meal. 

Today we have our production and market- 
ing research departments to thank for our 
opportunity of selecting such a wide variety 
of food for Thanksgiving as well as for all 
other occasions.

Fertilized Johnson Grass Pays 


EED more hay? 

Sure you do, if you are a dairy or beef 
cattle farmer. And growing three bales of 
hay next year where one bale grew this year 
can be a reality rather than a dream, says 
Bullock County Agent Walter Stone. 

Stone bases his statement on 19 fertilizer- 
grass experimental plots on farms in the coun- 
ty. The demonstration included Johnson, 
coastal, common bermuda, dallis, and Pensa- 
cola bahia grasses. Each demonstration was 
on a separate farm and all showed about the 
same results. 

On J. R. Graham’s farm near Union 
Springs, Stone set up a Johnson grass dem- 
onstration. Two plots of land, each contain- 
ing one twenty-fifth of an acre; were marked 
off in Graham’s 80-acre Johnson grass pas- 
ture. The first plot was fertilized with 0-14- 
14 at the rate of 400 pounds per acre. Nitro- 
gen was added to this same plot at the’ rate 
of 60 pounds per acre. The second plot re- 
ceived 4-12-12 at the rate of 400 pounds per 
acre and no extra nitrogen. 

During the year the fertilized plots were 
left unfenced and were grazed along with the 
rest of Graham’s 80 acres by his 100 brood 
cows. In fact, Graham points out, the fer- 
tilized areas were grazed more because the 
cows liked the succulent forage better. 

Later when the cows were removed and 


the Johnson grass allowed to make growth 
for hay, Stone measured off equal areas in 
each plot and in the unfertilized grass and cut 
and weighed the forage from each. From 
the first plot (where 0-14-14 and nitrogen 
were used), three times as much forage was 
weighed off the fertilized area as from the un- 
fertilized plot and almost a third more forage 
was cut from the plot that was fertilized with 
ees than was cut.from the unfertilized 
plot. 

Graham says “seeing is believing,” and he 
is planning now to fertilize 30 of his 80 John- 
son grass acres another year and, if weather 
conditions are normal, get more hay from this 
acreage than from the entire 80 in the past. 
The remaining 50 acres will be used for graz- 
ing. 

Graham maintains that the experimental 
work on his farm would have been even more 
convincing if a late spring, dry weather, and 
army worms had not intervened. 


During years of short hay crops, Graham 
has been cutting down on the amount of hay 
fed his cattle and increasing the amount of 
pellets. This way he has been able to get 
through the winter months. However, now 
that he sees that more hay can be made by 
fertilizing—even in a dry year—he will be 
able to save on the pellet feed. 


Latest Information On Social Security 


EDERAL social security participants are 
affected by changes Congress made in 

the law during its last session, according to 
Foy Helms, Extension Service economist. 

Because farmers are under the same social 
security law, Helms says it’s compulsory for 
them just as it is for others. So any change 
in the law affects the farmer and his family 
as much as it does bookkeepers, store clerks, 
and bankers. 

The following brief explanations of major 
changes in the law were emphasized by 
Helms. 


1. Cash monthly disability benefits may 
now be paid to any qualified person up to age 
65. Before changes in the law, these pay- 
ments could not be made to people under 50. 
Other requirements have not been changed. 
To be eligible one must meet the work re- 
quirements; be under a very severe, long- 
lasting, medically-determinable disability; 
and be unable to do any type of substantial, 
gainful work. 

2. To be insured for most types of bene- 
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fits, one must be “‘fully insured’”’ under social 
security. This means he must have worked 
enough under the old law, since 1950, a per- 
son had to have two quarters of coverage 
out of every four until he reached retirement 
age or death to be fully insured. Now, one 
quarter out of every three will give an in- 
sured status. Some 600,000 people will now 
be able to qualify because of this amendment. 
Many of these people have been turned down 
in the past because they did not work long 
enough. At least six quarters credit will still 
be required as a minimum. Some people will 
need more. 

. 8. The bill provides benefits for survivors 
of fully insured workers who died before 
1940. About 25,000 people—chiefly elderly 
widows—will get payments as a result of 
this change. 

Helms pointed out that information ‘about 
the details of these and other changes is on 
hand at local social security offices. A free 
pamphlet—“The 1960 Amendments to the 
Social Security Act’’—will be sent to those 
requesting it.

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NITROGEN FOR IRRIGATED CORN. Top 
returns from irrigated corn can be made only 
if enough nitrogen is applied. Over a four- 
year period at the Tennessee Valley Substa- 
tion, yields were 60 bushels per acre without 
irrigation and 76 bushels with irrigation when 
60 pounds of nitrogen were used. When 
nitrogen was increased to 120 pounds per 
acre, yields were 71 bushels without irriga- 
tion and 102 bushels from irrigated corn. 


SOCIAL SECURITY. About 40 percent of 
Alabama farmers are over 55 years of age. 
Thus, retirement is of immediate importance 
to them. Farmers are covered by the social 
security program (Old Age and Survivors In- 
surance) if their earnings from farming alone 
or combined with net earnings from other 
business amount to $400 or more per year. 
To qualify under this program, earnings must 
be reported and the social security tax paid 
even if no income tax is due. 


IRON DEFICIENCY. Black Belt soils are 
high in calcium and plants growing on these 
soils are light green to yellow during late 
summer because of iron deficiency. The 
solubility of iron in soils with a pH of 7.5 
to 8.2 is low, resulting in the deficiency. Iron 
deficiency is so severe that such crops as 
crimson clover and lespedeza are not grown 
on these high pH soils. Spraying leaves with 
soluble iron compounds or applying chelate- 
type iron to soil corrects the deficiency, caus- 
ing plants to turn darker green. 


EGG HATCHABILTY. Hens that lay three 
eggs in four days appear to give better hatch- 
ability than those laying every day or every 
other day. This was shown in preliminary 
results of Auburn Agricultural Experiment 
Station research. Embryonic death occurs an 
average of two days earlier in eggs from hens 
laying daily than from those laying less fre- 
quently. Therefore, natural selection tends 
to eliminate high producers. 


PROCESSED FOLIAGE. Rich, golden to 
chocolate brown, leathery foliage can be easi- 
ly prepared to improve dried or fruit arrange- 
ments for Thanksgiving. Recently matured 
shoots of Southern Magnolia, Loquat, Oriental 
Fringetree, India Pruit, or similar evergreens 
were used in Auburn tests. To prepare, slit 
or crush the bottom one inch of the stems 
and plunge thé crushed area quickly into a 
solution of one-third glycerin and two-thirds 
water. Continue soaking for two to three 
weeks until leaves turn brown and become 
pliable. 


NEW PLUMS. Nearly 100 new plum va- 
rieties have been evaluated at Auburn during 
the last four years. More promising ones are 
Ozark Premier, Red Roy, Starking Delicious, 
Honska, Beauty, Red Glow, America, and 
Giant Cherry. Munson has many desirable 
characteristics but is too acid for commercial 
use. 


WINDOWLESS POULTRY HOUSES. En- 
vironment in windowless poultry houses was 
successfully maintained without supplemental 
heat or cooling in the first year of an Auburn 
experiment. By controlled air movement 
from the outside, temperature was held to 
50 degrees minimum during winter and a 
maximum of two degrees above outside shade 
temperature during summer months. The 
windowless structures housed laying hens at 
a rate of one hen per two-thirds square foot of 
floor space. 
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KENNEDY NOT YOUNGEST 
TO-PAKE PRESIDENCY 


Contrary to popular rumor, Sen. 
John F. Kennedy is not the young- 
est man to serve as President of 
the USA. He is the youngest man 
ever to be elected president of the 
United States, but the youngest 
man ever to become president was 
Theodore Roosevelt, who was 42 
years, 10 months and 18 days when 
he was inaugurated in 1901 fol- 
lowing the assassination of Presi- 
dent William McKinley. Roosevelt 
had been vice-president. 

Kennedy will be 43 years, 7 
months and 22 days old when he 
is inaugurated on January 20 as 
President of this country of ours.

With such worship recognized 


and encouraged as a political in- 
stitution, Paul realized that Chris- 
tians needed to be warned against 
its certain death. 

Paul knew that hand in hand 
were two of the most terrible 
curses of the human body and 
soul. These were the misguided 
lust for sexual excesses and the in- 
tentpgrate use of intoxicants. 

Neither sin has so far been elim- 
inated from the earth, Both of 
these vicious and death - dealing 
md@nsters stilk rear their ugly 
heads to strike down and destroy 
our best and most promising young 
men and young women 

No true father and mother who 
has a son or daughter but prays 
the Eternal God of human hearts 
to spare that child and save it 
from those destroying monsters 
which stalk this and every land. 


No land so large, no sea so deep 
as to contain all the heartaches 


the human tears, the sighs and 
longings caused by these two ram- 
pant, defiant servants of the very 
Devil himself. 

This Sunday School lesson study 
was 'pyoposed especially to empha- 
size the sin of intemperance, the 
evils of strong drink, It is well 
that Christian people give atten- 
tion to this terrible sin at this 
time in our own United States.

Jesus himself condemned this 
terrible curse. Paul dealt tremen- 
dous blows at its ugly head. Every 
true preacher of the gospel of the 
Living Christ since Paul’s day has 
done so. 

They have never ceased their 
fight against it and never will do so 
long as they ‘please him they pro- 
fess to serve. 

Can any Christian do less - for 
his own sake, for the sake of 
those placed in his care, for the 
sake of those too weak to protect 
themselves ?

THE FIRST PRESIDENTIAL 
THANKSGIVING 
PROCLAMATION — BY 
G. WASHINGTON 


We have received a copy of the 
first Presidential Thanksgiving 
Proclamation written by the Presi- 
dent of the United States in 1789.

“Whereas, it is the duty of all 
Nations to acknowledge the Provi- 
dence of Almighty God, to obey 
his Will, to be grateful for his 
Benefits, and humbly to implore 
his Protection and Favour: And 
whereas both houses of Congress 
have, by their joint Committee, 
requested me “To recommend to 
the People of the UNITED 
STATES, a Day of PUBLIC 
THANKSGIVING and Prayer, to 
be observed by acknowledging 
with grateful Hearts the many 
Signal Favors of Almighty God, 
especially by affording them an 
opportunity peaceably to establish 
a Form of Government -for their 
Safety and Happiness”. 

Now, Therefore, I do recommend 
and assign THURSDAY the 
Twenty-Sixth Day of November 
next, to be devoted by the People 
of these States into the Service of 
that great and glorious Being, who

THE QUESTION OF AGE 


A reporter from the Charleston 
News and Courier says “Next year 
millions of us will face the dis- 
turbing prospect of living for the 
first time under a President who 
is younger than we are. He cites 
some interesting facts about the 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence.

Cotton Quotas 
Should Soon Be 
In Farmers Hands 


All ogerators of upland cotton 
land farms in Shelby County 
should reeeive official notice of 
their 1961 farm acreage allotments , 
through ‘the mail within the next! 
ten days. 

Growers will vote at local poll- 
ing places Tuesday, December 13, | 
on the upland cotton program for 
1961, and allotments will be mail- 
ed to reach all growers before | 
referendum day. | 

In a change from the programs 
in effect for 1959 and 1960, each 
farm operator will receive only one 
allotment for 1961. This will rep- 
resent the farm’s share of the na- 
tional upland cotton acreage allot- 
ment of 18% million acres. 

The allotment determines the 
effect of marketing quotas on the 
individual farm. If marketing 
quotas take effect as a result of 
a two-thirds favorable vote in the 
referendum, cotton from com- 
pliance farms may be marketed 
without penalty and is eligible for 
the full available rate of price sup- 
port. Even if quotas are dis- 
approved, compliance with the 


acreage allotment will determine made its annual 


eligibility for the lower rate of 
price support available, 

Extra acres received by farms 
in 1960 from acres released by 
other farms, was for 1960 only and 
of course will not be included in 
the 1961 allotments.

Senator Hill and Gen- 
erel Howard A. Morris, of the 
Corps of Engineers are to be the 
principal speakers.

“the chief responsibility for the 
welfare of the Ryukyans is expect- 
ed to rest with the United States 
until such time as the security re- 
quirements of the non-Communist 
world no longer dictate the preg- 
ence of large American military 
forces in the Far East.” 

Of Nationalist China, Sparkman 
said that “obviously, the single 
great problem - -lies across the 
Formdsan Straits in Mainland 
China. In essence, the problem con- 
sists of 650 million ‘neople, in- 
creasing from 2 to 3% annually, 
and united as they haven't been 
since the days preceding the de- 
cay and decline of the Manchu 
Dynasty - - It, is the prevailing 
opinion in the Far East that this 
regime (Communist) has imposed 
a centralized authority over - - 
China. ‘ ‘ 

Regarding American recogni- 
tion of Red_China, the Senator be- 
lieves “it is extremely ape 
that Communist China would ‘ 
cognize” the United States, even 
if we were to change our ‘policy 
on this question.”

Preparation Is 
Important for 


Perfect Turkey 


Turkey and all the trimmings— 
that’s what makes a Christmas 
feast fit for a king. 

The turkey, of course, is the 
most important item so great 
care and consideration must be 
given to the selection and prepa- 
ration of this native American 
fowl. 

Age, sex, and tenderness of the 
meat determine the market class 
of the bird. The youngest turkeys, 
by far the most popular with 
American families today, weigh 
from 4 to 6 pounds. 

The next class, popular with 
larger families weigh in from 6 
to 25 pounds and is composed of 
toms and hens over eight months 
of age. These older <‘oms tend 
to be stronger in taste and for 
that reason the hens are more 
popular. 


Top Birds 


A top quality bird should have 
a well-developed, moderately 
broad breast, well fleshed through 
its entire width and length. The 
breastbone should not protrude. 

Preparing your fowl is impor- 
tant also. Be sure that all wingtip 
feathers have been removed. Any 
remaining ones can be pulled out 
by pressing the skin around the 
feathers down to the tips of the 
quills with the forefinger and 
thumb of one hand and pulling 
the feathers straight out with the 
other hand. 


Helps Taste 


By using a pair of pliers you 
can remove many of the heavy 
tendons of the legs. This greatly 
improves the cooking and taste 
of the drumsticks. 

Stuff your turkey just before 
putting it into the oven. Use three 
skewers before closing the cavity. 
Tie a square knot after each 
skewer so the lacing won't tight- 
en. This allows steam to. escape 
and prevents soggy dressing. 

And last, but important, give 
your turkey a chance to cool be- 
fore serving. It vill carve much 
better if you do.

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Some Thoughts 
About Having 
A Safe Holiday 


There are “do” and “don't” 
rules for every season of the 
year, and Christmas is no excep- 


| tion. In fact, Christmas is such 


a happy time that we are likely to 
be a little less careful about the 
possibility of accidents than we 
are at other times of the year. 
Here are some suggestions for 
an accident-free holiday season: 
Do not use any cotton, paper or 
flammable material for decorat- 
ing the tree or around the base 
of the tree. Do not place electric 
trains or other electric powered 
devices around the tree because 
metallic tinsel can fall across the 
track, cause a short circuit and 
start the train transformer to 


burn. 
Safe Toys 

Avoid toys operated with flam- 
mable liquids. Nitrocellulose (it 
looks like celluloid or plastic) 
toys burn with surprising feroci- 
ty. Some imported toys are made 
of these flammable materials. 

Select electrical appliance gifts 
with fire-safety in mind. Choose 
only those electrical toys and 
tree-decorative lighting sets which 
are laboratory approved. If there 
is doubt, ask your Fire Depart- 
ment if they are approved. 

Never place lighted candles in 
windows. Sentiment and flame do 
not mix! Keep the curtains or any 
other flammable material at win- 
dows pulled back at least 6 inches 
from any electric candles or 
wreaths. 

Fire Hazards 


As you unwrap gifts on Christ- 
mas Day, put all the wrappings 
in a carton and dispose of them 
promptly. Don't let them pile up 
around the tree, the fireplace, or 
any heating device. 

Christmas costumes and paper 
or cloth decorations can be flame- 
proofed by dipping them into the 
following solution, wringing them 
by hand and allowing them to 
dry: 3 quarts water, 7 oz. borax, 
3 oz. boric acid. 


Poinsettia Can 
Be Made to 
Bloom Again 


Poinsettias which brighten the 
homes this Christmas can be 
made to bloom again if the plants 
receive proper light and temper- 
ature requirements. 

Once the poinsettia plant has 
bloomed, the red leaves will be- 
gin to fall after a week or two 
and the plant enters a ‘‘rest’’ 
period. It should then be stored 
in a cool place, in a basement or 
a garage, where it won't freeze, 
and watered a little about once 
every two or three weeks to keep 
it alive. 

Prune in Spring 


In the spring, the plant should 
be pruned so that a few main 
limbs are left to start new growth, 
planted in well drained garden 
soil, and left there for the sum- 
mer. 

Shortened days of fall and win- 
ter then signal the plant to pre- 


pare itself for bloom. The plant 


can be brought indoors in the fall 


and left to continue growth at | 
normal periods of day and night. | 


It is also important to keep the 
poinsettia out of drafts and at 
temperatures of 65-70 degrees. 
Poinsettias develop ‘‘bloom’ 
when the days are short and the 
nights are long. Short pe~iods of 
night caused by periods of expo- 
sure to artificial lights, however, 
interfere with blooming. Night 


lights lengthen the day, and the | 


plant continues to act as though 
it is summer. 


Time Bloom 


Maintenance of normal days 
and nights according to the sea- 
sons help time the plant mechan- 


ism to bloom during the holiday 


season. 

Blooming period of plants al- 
ready in ‘‘bloom’’ can also be 
lengthened by keeping the plant 
away from artificial light at night.

The tasty mince meat pie was 
originally devised by the Puritans 
as a religious offering and was 
served with a tiny figure of the 
Christ child in its center.

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Is Your Home ‘Safe’ 
For the Holidays? 


Did you ever wonder if the 
home you have lavishly decorated 
for the holiday season is anything 
but “‘safe’? If your home and 
decorations are ‘“‘average,"’ you 
are most likely surrounded by 
more fire hazards than the law 
allows. 

The Christmas tree, in all its 
shiny splendor, is a potential 
torch. A “‘safe’’ tree is one that 
is freshly cut, with the base sub- 
merged in water or wet sand as 
long as it remains in the house. 
It is also located away from all 
sources of heat. 

Safe lights for the tree must be 
laboratory-approved, and care- 
fully inspected for frayed cords 
and damaged sockets. It is unwise 
to ‘‘economize’’ by using old cords 
year after year. It is also unwise 
to overload electrical circuits 
with additional lights, toys and 
appliances. 

Only nonflammable decorations 
should be used on the tree. Dis- 
carded Christmas package wrap- 
pings should never be left scat- 
tered under the tree, Turn tree 
lights off when retiring or leav- 
ing the house. Regardless of 


whether the New Year has ar- 
rived or not, throw out the tree 
once the needles become dry and 
fall off.

Christmas Holiday 
Was Once Forbidden | 


Christmas has not always been 
a “legal” holiday in this country. 
In 1659, the general court of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay colony passed this 
resolution: 

“Whosoever shall be found ob- 
serving any such day as Christ- 
mas or the like, either by fore- 
bearing labor, feasting, or any 
other way, as a festival, shall be 
fined five shillings.” 

The first “legal” observance in 
this country is believed to have 
taken place in Boston in 1686 when 
Governor Andros condweéted serv- 
ices in the town hall. And it was 
still many years later, in 1856, 
that the State of Massachusetts 
officially passed laws which per- 
mitted the observance of Christ- 
mas.

CHRISTMAS 


MANY LONG YEARS AGO... 


Our cherished friend, Robert W. Kincey, popular 
and widely known columnist with the Birmingham 
News, in Dezember 1959, wrote a feature article for 
the SGN bearing the title: “An Alabama Christmas, 
Many Long Years Ago.”

Those homes 
with basements have ideal situa- 
tions with only minor construction 
to have a safe shelter for the fam- 
ily. Shelters can be built from 
$200 to $600 that will cut radia- 
tion intensity form 200 Roentgens 
per hour to 1 Rogentgen per hour. 
In the event of Nuclear War “fall- 
out” is a certainty and the only 
protection sv far is ‘Fallout Shel- 
ter”. Desig-s for shelters may be 
had free of charge by picking up 
a pampiet at the County Engi- 


neer’s Office in Columbiana. 
To accomplish the establishment 
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of an operational program will 
require the aid and avsistance of 
man; of the County's Citizens.

“Whosoever shall be found ob- 
serving any such day as Christ- 
mas or the like, either by fore- 
bearing labor, feasting, or any 
other way, as a festival, shall be 
fined five shillings.” 

The first ‘“‘legal’’ observance in 
this country is believed to have 
taken place in Boston in 1686 when 
Governor Andros conducted serv- 
ices in the town hall. And it was 
still many years later, in 1856, 
that the State of Massachusetts 
officially passed laws which per- 
mitted the observance of Christ- 
mas

From the brilliantly illuminat- 
ed State House to Charles Street, 
from aristocratic Beacon Street 
right over the Hill into the slum 
districts, old houses beam holi- 
day tidings. Carolers stream up 
and down the Hill, past mansion 
fronts which are gaily illumi- 
nated with vari-colored lights. At 
Louisburg Square, guests toast 
each other with eggnog and the 
evening rings with the sounds of 
good fellowship and the echo of 
happy Yuletide greetings.

Take Soil Samples Now 


E cost-price squeeze is still on and net 
farm income continues to drop. But what 
can the farmer do about it? 

Two obvious solutions are to increase pro- 
duction and to operate more efficiently. And 
the results of the soil fertility program spon- 
sored over the state by the Auburn University 
Extension Service last year show that soil test- 
ing is one way to help do both at the same 
time. 

J. C. Lowery, Auburn University Extension 
agronomist, says the results last year—from 
July 1, 1959, to July 1, 1960—were extremely 
gratifying. A total of 24,883 samples was 
processed at the testing lab in Auburn dur- 
ing the period, according to Lowery. This 
was 5,298 over the year before. The inten- 
sive program was especially successful in 
some of the North Alabama counties, explain- 
ed the veteran agronomist. Limestone Coun- 
ty farmers sent in 2,492 samples; Lauderdale 
County, 1,610; Morgan, 1,022; and Madison 
County, 645. 

But just taking samples is not enough, 
pointed out Lowery. The farmer must go 
by the laboratory recommendations to get the 
best yields and the most efficient use of fer- 
tilizer. And he pointed to the statements of 
some of the farmers who used soil testing to 
prove the success of the program, 


“TI am convinced that soil testing is the only 
way to buy and use fertilizer,” declared D. 
S. Belew of Rogersville in Lauderdale Coun- 
ty. ‘‘We farmers can now discard the old gen- 
eral fertilizer recommendations we used to 
follow and apply the kind and amount of 
plant food our land really needs. Soil testing 
has taken the hit and miss fertilizer buying 
out of the picture for farmers who want to 
buy it on a plant basis,” he added. 


Belew was shown the value of soil testing 


to determine soil needs when a strip of land 


was missed when limestone was applied, 
When he harvested wheat from the land, he 
observed that the unlimed strip made about 
10 bushels per acre as compared with about 
40 bushels on the rest of the land. 


Hugh H. Walker of Florence Rt. 2 said, 
*T saved $3,691.05 by soil testing 297 acres 
before planting it in sericea. To have receiv- 
ed ASC payments for applying fertilizer with- 
out sofl tests I would have had to use $5,- 
256.90 worth of fertilizer. Soil test recom- 
mendations called for only $1,565.85 worth 
of fertilizer.” 

Lester Evans of Athens Rt. 2 in Limestone 
County stated that he was about to apply 
60 tons of lime on 24 acres of cropland. Bat 
he took soil tests and found that the 60 tons 
would cover 60 acres. “I have cut my ferti-

lizer applications from about 500 pounds per 
acre to around 300 pounds per acre by fol- 
lowing soil test recommendations,” declared 
Evans. 


And down in South Alabama, C. G. Lee, 
Jr., of Choctaw County stated, “Before soil 
testing I applied 800 pounds of 4-10-7 per 
acre under my cotton and made around a bale 
tothe acre. After discussing soil testing with 
County Agent Matthew Sexton, I decided to 
try it. And by follawing the results of the 
samples I applied 450 pounds of 4-12-12 per 
acre and made a half a bale more cotton to 
the acre.” 


An organized soil testing program was car- 
ried out in more than half of the 67 counties, 
and similar stories were told in most of them. 
Civic clubs, schools, businesses, churches, 
newspapers, radio stations, and all agricul- 
tural agencies cooperated in promoting soil 
testing as one way to improve farm income. 

“The goal in Limestone County was to raise 
farm income by $3 million,” said Lowery. 
“And there is no telling how much more the 
income was increased by the efficient use of 
fertilizer.” 

Lowery stressed that the soil fertility pro- 
gram is continuing in Alabama. “The slogan, 
DON’T GUESS—SOIL TEST, should be the 
by-word of every farmer,” he added. “Since 
July 1 there have been 1,775 soil samples sent 
in to the laboratory at Auburn. But before 
next July 1 we expect this figure to far ex- 
ceed the record 25,000 tests taken last year.” 

Lowery pointed out that soil tests can also 
be used by all home owners in growing lawns, 
flowers, and vegetable gardens. He said com- 
plete details and supplies can be obtained 
from the Extension Service office in each 
county.

Live To Remember It 
Plan Now For A Sz

O have a merry Christmas and happy new 

year, plan for safe ones. Don’t be home- 

less after the holidays or have a tragedy hap- 
pen to some member of your family. 

During the Christmas holidays, the danger 
of home accidents and fires increase due to 
more guests and entertaining. The wise fam- 
ily will plan now for safety. 

One of the biggest fire hazards is the 
Christmas tree. Here are some suggestions 
to help avoid its turning into 
a blazing torch. 

Select a freshly cut tree a 
few days before Christmas. 
Cut the base of the tree di- 
agonally so that it will ob- 
sorb more water. Set it in 
a container cf water. Place 
the tree away from the fire- 
place, powerful electric 
lights, radiators, and other 
sources of heat. 

: There’s nothing more 
beautiful than a bright Christmas tree and 
nothing more dangerous than a poorly lighted 
one. A poorly lighted tree doesn’t mean one 
that doesn’t have enough lights on it but is 
one that has dangerous wiring. Poor wiring 
is the cause of most fires during the holiday 
season. One bare place on the wiring of a 
string of Christmas tree lights may cause a 
spark that can send a dry tree up in flames 
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* ste destroy a home. 

y y approved lights and inspect the 
string, including the sockets, before 
wiritg the Christmas tree. Be sure they're 
safe. If you buy new lights, be sure they 
carry the underwriters’ seal of approval. 

Christmas tree light strings for home use 
are of two types, series and multiple. For 
your safety and satisfaction with Christmas 
tree lighting, it’s well to know thé difference 
between the two. If wired in a series, all the 
bulbs will fail to light if one burns out or be- 
comes loose in its socket. When this hap- 
pens, you'll have to locate the bulb or socket 
that’s breaking the circuit, 

If the light set is wired in multiple circuit, 
each bulb lights independently. When one 
burns out, all others will remain lighted. 

When you begin to decorate your tree, door, 
and lawn, remember to avoid overloading the 
electrical circuits with additional lights, toys, 
and appliances. If a fuse blows, remove some 
of the load by connecting some of the equip- 
ment to another circuit. Replace a blown fuse 
only with one of the proper size. Never use 
a larger fuse or a penny. Be sure to turn 
off the tree lights before going to bed or leav- 
ing the house. 

Christmas trees are not the only fire haz- 
ard at Christmas. That big pile of wrapping 
paper can become a big blaze from one way- 
ward cigarette or a spark from the fireplace. 
To reduce this danger, place all wrapping 
paper in a container as soon as it is taken off 
the packages and take it outside the house.

In so do- 
ing we tend to overlook, to 
some extent, one of the most

ders of nature—the greatest 
factory on earth—the green 
plant. 

The green plant can manu- 
facture tremendous amounts 
of feed, food, and fiber. One 
acre of sweet sorghum plants 
is capable of manufacturing 
40,000 pounds of livestock 
feed in the form of silage. One acre of corn 
plants can manufacture 7200 pounds of grain, 
enough to produce 1600 pounds of liveweight 
hogs when fed in a balanced ration with sup- 
plements. One acre of cotton plants is cap- 
able, if properly managed, of producing two 
bales of cotton fiber. This is enough fiber 
to make approximately 2,000 men’s shirts, 
One pine tree 17 to 20 years old will produce 
enough pulp to make 3600 12-pound grocery 
bags. 

The green plant manufactures its own food, 
Raw materials are obtained from the soil 
and air. The sun supplies the energy. Tiny 
root hairs get chemical elements from the 
soil, and the chemical! elements are transport 
ed to the green leaves where the wonders of 
production occur. The green leaves take in

carbon dioxide from the air and combine it 
with oxygen and hydrogen. And with the aid 
of the chemical elements that come from the 
soil, leaves manufacture sugars, starches, and 
fibers. The sugars and starches are then 
combined with other elements from the soil 
to produce proteins, fats, and oils. 
The plant uses sugars, starches, proteins, 
fats, and oils to grow and produce seed. Ani- 
mals get these foods when they eat the plants 
or seeds. ‘ 
f In addition to manufacturing food and 

fiber, the green plant uses carbon dioxide ‘in 
| the air and adds oxygen to make the air we 
breathe more refreshing and invigorating. 
Then for supplying beauty—flowers, shrubs, 
grasses, and trees—no other factory can com- 
pete with the green plant. 

Plants use nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium, 
calcium, magnesium, and sulfur in larger 
amounts to manufacture food. They also 
use other chemical elements such as iron, 
manganese, molybdenum, copper, boron, and 
zinc in small amounts. Chemical elements 
from the soil make up only about five per- 
cent of the solid material in plants. Even so, 
these chemical elements must be in the soil 
in a form which is available to the plant roots 
for the plant to grow and perform its func- 
tion of manufacturing food. 

The major chemical elements that we in 
Alabama have to add to the soil for plant 
growth are nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium, 
calcium, sulfur, magnesium, boron and zinc. 
However, occasionally other elements such 
as iron must be supplied. Research has shown 
that copper, molybdenum, and manganese 
are usually present in the soil in sufficient 
amounts. 

Chemical elements which serve as raw ma- 
terials for plants are added to the soil in the 
form of fertilizers and lime. When sufficient

HE “great debates” are over, the dust has 
settled, and the American people have 
chosen the man to lead them for the next four 
years.

And in that vacuum now there no longer 
sounds the strong, loud voices speaking in 
mutual unification of one hope and will.” 

Such suggestions are very disturbing be- 
cause this nation has always been associated 
with a great purpose. Furthermore, there has 
always been a close relationship between the 
rise of nations and great purposes. There has 
also been a close relationship between the loss 
of purpose and the decline of great nations. 
Look at the rise and fall of the Romans, the 
Greeks, and other great empires. 

What was our original national purpose— 
what was this American dream we have 
cherished so greatly? 

First and foremost, in my opinion, it was 
liberty—freedom of the mind, freedom of re- 
ligion, and freedom of opportunity. It was 
the desire for and belief in such freedom 
which led to the establishment of our original 
colonies and later to the Revolutionary War 
which gained for us independence from the 
tyranny of a king. 

As a nation, we have been dedicated to 
those principles of freedom, The maintenance 
of freedom is not an easy task. Throughout 
history, free societies have had to prove that 
they are capable of and worthy of survival. 
Freedom is not something which, once earn- 
ed, is forever guaranteed, It is a privilege that 
must be earned, re-earned, and guarded with 
eternal vigilance.

Try Your Luck At Festive Pruitcahes

OU’LL catch the Christmas spirit when 
you start making fruitcakes. In fact, 
these spicy conglomerations are just as much 
a part of the holiday season as Santa, carols, 
and poinsettias. 

Grandma and Old Aunt Sally used to start 
peeling fruit and mixing batter months be- 
fore Christmas. But thanks 
to our modern methods of 
processing, the traditional 
fruitcake is not so time con- 
suming or laborious any- 
more. And now there are so 
many varied and exciting 
things that you can do with 
the batter to make baking 
even more fun! 

On the gift side, what 
could be more perfect for the 
neighbor down the street, 
the postman, the children’s teacher, and the 
pastor than a festive fruitcake. And for more 
special friends—why not buy a good set of 
cake pans for a gift and fill them with fruit- 
cake before Christmas? 

Usually, we think of fruitcake as either 
the white or dark type. And here’s a good 
recipe for the dark cake. 


Dark Christmas Fruitcake 
1 cup currants 2 cups sifted all-pur- 
3 cups light or dark pose flour 
raisins 1 teaspoon nutmeg 
% cup diced candied 1 teaspoon cinnamon 


orange peel 1% teaspoons ground 
% cup diced candied cloves 
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lemon peel % teaspoon baking 
1% cups diced candied soda 
citron 1 cup soft shortening 
1 cup halved candied 1 cup brown sugar, 
cherries packed 
1 cup diced candied 6 eggs, separated 
pineapple 


% square unsweetened

Thoroughly grease 4 inch deep 10 inch 
tube pan. Cut heavy waxed paper to fit bot- 
tom and sides of pan. Line pan, and lightly 
grease paper, or use aluminum foil without 
greasing. In large bowl, thoroughly mix cur- 
rants, raisins, peels, citron, cherries, pineap- 
ple, and nuts with one cup flour until all are 
coated with flour. , Start heating oven to 300 
degrees. Sift remaining 1 cup flour with 
spices and soda. 
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In large electric-mixer bowl, blend shorten- 
ing with sugar until light and fluffy. Add 
egg yolks, one at a time, beating thoroughly 
after each addition. Then add melted choc- 
olate. Blend in alternately, just until smooth, 
flour and fruit juices. When mixture is thor- 
oughly blended, stir by hand into fruit mix- 
ture. Beat egg whites until stiff; fold into 
cake mixture. Turn into tube pan. Bake 2 
hours 20 minutes, or until cake tester insert- 
ed in center comes out clean. Cool complete- 
ly in pan; remove paper. 

Now, perhaps you are ready to try some- 
thing a little more dramatic which will make 
your fruitcake even more holidayish. For 
example, fruitcake balls will be the great- 
est novelty’ that you have had in your 
house for years. And they are guaranteed 
to be a conversation piece among all guests 
the whole holiday season. Perfect for token 
gifts, too! Here’s the way you do it. 


Fruitcake Balls 


. Prepare fruitcake batter from your fav- 
orite recipe or mix. Fill well-greased custard 
cups % full. Bake in slow oven (300 de- 
grees) for 1\% hours or ’til toothpick inserted 
in cake comes out clean. Cool thoroughly. 

To make ball: Turn a cake out of its cus- 
tard cup and invert over a cake still in cup. 
Then wrap each ball tightly with cellophane 
wrapping. Tie with gay Christmas ribbon 
(vary the colors on each ball, if desired) and 
attach tiny tree ornaments that harmonize 
with the ribbon bow. 

Fruitcake-ettes are sure to be a hit with 
the teen-age set. They are not only delicious 
and colorful, but they also blend beartifully 
with Christmas decorations on a party table. 


Fruitcake-ettes 


Prepare batter from a 1 pound 1% ounce 
package fruitcake mix, and add nuts accord- 
ing to package directions. Place plain paper 
nut cups, about 134 inches in diameter and 
14 inches deep, on cookie sheet. Spoon bat- 
ter into cups, filling almost full. 

Bake in slow oven (300 degrees) 40 min- 
utes or ’til done. Cool. For a Christmas glow, 
use pastry tube to pipe on green confection- 
er’s icing in cluster of holly leaves atop each 
cupcake; insert tiny red birthday candles in 
center. Makes 16. (These can be eaten right 
away, but will taste better a few days after 
baking.) 


where the acquisition of freedom has not been 
associated with an assumption of responsibil- 
ity. Chaos has been the inevitable result. 

Free societies must cultivate the will to be 
free and continuously prove their ability to 
achieve excellence.

He says: ‘“‘We were born 
a nation dedicated to liberty, but we have be- 
come a nation dedicated to equality. Where 
men are free, they will not be equal and 
where men are equal, they are not free.’’ 

In my opinion, our nation is being challeng- 
ed today as never before to rediscover our 
national purpose and to keep alive our great 
American dream. 

‘Above all we must rededicate ourselves to 
the principles and philosophies which led to 
the establishment of our nation. We must 
return to the fundamental principles of a 
constitution which was developed with one 
primary goal in mind—to make certain that 
the rights and freedoms of the individual were 
not subverted and destroyed by an all-power- 
ful national government. 


This, to me, is the heartbeat of our great

TH a needle and thread and a little 

imagination, you can turn odds and ends 
from the scrap bag into Christmas gifts for 
the whole family. Dad, too, can put his two 
cents worthin. In his workshop he can create 
gifts for all ages with leftover boards, a few 
nails, and some paint. So why don’t you and 

= Dad occupy your evenings 
from now until Christmas 
making gifts that will bring 
smiles on Christmas morn- 
ing? 

If you dig into the scrap 
bag deep enough, you'll 
probably find some cloth 
from which you can make a 
little girl bean bag. Cut 
two circles for the head; 
stitch to the top. Then fill 
it with beans. Braid yellow 
yarn for the hair and stitch it to the bag. 
Add felt face features and ribbons. 

A pooch puppet is a refugee from your 
darning box. Slit a sock toe, and sew in a 
felt mouth and tongue. Make the ears of felt, 
cover them with yarn loops, and attach them 
to the sock. Add button eyes and nose. 

A snip of the shears and a dab of glue will 
rate you as a smart giftmaker with the older 
folks. Everyone will enjoy holiday place 
mats snipped out of colorful felt and decorat- 
ed in your own way. Since felt is ravel re- 
sistant, your mats won’t need hemming. So 
use pinking or scalloping shears and cut mats 
in 14 x 20-inch rectangles, in the shape of. 
Christmas trees, holiday wreaths, or tree 
balls. Design trimmings that can be glued to 
the mats, making them as elaborate or as 
simple as you want with scraps of felt, gold 
braid, rickrack, sequins, and ribbon. Arrange 
them in the corners and sides so that they 
won’t interfere with the place setting. 

If you’ve got some old straw mats in your 
scrap bag, now’s the time to dig them out. 
They make perfect napkin holders when they 
are cut in the shape of a pig and the edges 
bound with horizontal strips of bias tape. 
Stitch the sides and backs of two pigs to- 
gether, leaving the head and front feet open 
to hold the napkin. Outline the ears, eyes, 
snout, and legs with straw strips of embroid- 
ery floss. 

Felt glove bags—with a pair of gloves add- 
ed for a special surprise—are good Christmas 
gifts for everyone from teenagers on up. The 
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bags require 1414 x 121% inches of felt. Fold 
up 5 inches and stitch the sides together. 
Pink the edges, rounding the flap corners. 
Glue glove cutouts to the flap of the bag and 
trim the cuff and top of 1 glove with multi- 
colored sequins. 

Now for. Dad’s part. Suggest that he make 
an intriguing floor or shuffleboard set. Frame 
a 1 x 4-foot piece of plywood with a % x 1- 
inch .piece of stock. Use mitered joints. 
Paint the field—the triangle is 9 inches high 
—and varnish and wax the surface. Cut 
disks %%-inch thick from a broom handle, 
or use the right-sized checkers. Make the 
pushers with 44-inch diameter wood rods 9 


oe long for handles and glue to a plywood 
ead, 

Also easy for Dad to make is a rolling-twist- 
er—easy and fun to ride. The kids can shove 
off or get. Dad to give them a push to go 
rolling and twisting across the room on nylon 
wheels in casters. It can be made by cutting 
a circle of 34-inch plywood at least 24 inches 
in diameter. Four 114-inch platform casters, 
available at any hardware store, let the roll- 
ing-twister go in any direction. Ordinary 
clothesline is used for handles, as shown, and 
adhesive-backed, plastic foam weather strip- 
ping is placed around the edges to protect 
the furniture.

Try A Popcorn Christmas Tree

| Ae heard of a popcorn Christmas tree? 

They’re different, easy to make, and fun 
for the entire family.

You’ll need a %-inch thick plywood disc 
of the desired size, nails, cord, a broom 
handle, screws, satin ribbon 
bows, and popcorn strings. 

Cut a circle from the %4- 
inch thick plywood in the 
size you want the base of 
your tree to be, placing the 
broom handle in the center. 
Screw from the bottom of the 
plywood into the broom han- 
dle to hold it erect. Put

inch into the broom handle. 
iar salted Then place nails at equal in- 
tervals around the edge of the plywood base. 

Wind one continuous length of strong cord 
from the nail at the top of each nail at the 
bottom, continuing from top to bottom around 
the plywood base until you have formed a 
heavy cord tree. 

Pop your corn and string it, using a needle 
and thread. To make the tree, begin at the 
top. Attach the first popcorn string to the 
nail at treetop; wind the string around the 
frame, pushing tightly together. When a new 
string is started, tie the first string to one of 
the up-and-down framework strings, attach 
second popcorn string to cord framework, and 
continue. Push each string up, making a 
firm structure. Add round buttons over the 
nails at the base. 
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To brighten up your tree, make the bows 
from brightly colored satin ribbon and at- 
tach them to the tree with a hairpin. Place a 
row of bows around the base of your popcorn 
tree, and you’ll have an unusual and colorful 
centerpiece for floor, table, or desk.

LMOST every week as I read the paper, 

I notice that another person has been 

killed or injured while hunting. This is get- 

ting to be a serious problem. And the tragic 

part about it is that so many of these calami- 

ties could be avoided if hunters would use a 
little caution and common sense. 

When the holidays arrive, the woods will 
be populated with hunters—not only experi- 
enced sportsmen but also 
eager, green youngsters who 
don’t know how to treat a 
gun with proper respect. Be- 
cause so many people are 
hunting, accident rates al- 
ways rise sharply during hol- 
iday seasons. 

Earl F. Kennemer, Au- 
burn Extension wildlife spe- 
cialist, has what he calls “the 
14 Commandments While 
Hunting.” If you'll put them 
into practice, you might help lower the dis- 
astrous accident rate. 

1. Treat every gun, even though unload- 
ed, as if it were a primed stick of dynamite. 

2. Never bring a loaded gun into an au- 
tomobile, camp, or house. 

8. Before loading, check to be sure the 
barrel is free of any obstruction. 


4. Carry your gun so that you can con- 
trol the direction of the muzzle if you should 
stumble, 

5. Be sure of your target before you pull 
the trigger. The game at which you’re aim- 
ing may be your hunting buddy. 

6. Never point a gun at another person 
unless you intend to kill him. 

7. Unload all unattended guns. 


8. Don’t climb trees or cross fences with 
loaded guns. 

9. Never shoot at water or other flat, hard 
surfaces. The bullets may ricochet. 

10. Never drink while hunting. 

11. Check your background well before 
you shoot. Be sure there are no houses or 
livestock in the field of fire. 

, 12. Don’t mix cartridges. 

13. Never fire a gun that you know is 
not operating as it should. 

14. Always store ammunition and guns 
so that children and other inexperienced per- 
sons cannot get to them. 
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The pointers may seem simple, but I’m tak- 


ing them seriously. And I hope you will, too. 


Women’s Determination

It was-built with funds received 
from the Power Company for their old build- 
ing, donations from friends, and profits from 
a cake supper. 
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Cotton Supply Situation Improving 


HE U. 8S. cotton supply (carryover plus produc- 
duction) for the 1960-61 marketing year, 
which began Aug. 1, is estimated at* 22.2 million 
bales. This is about 1.4 million bales smaller than 
last year’s supply, due largely to a smaller starting 
carryover. This year’s crop is expected to be 
about the same size as last year’s—14.6 million 
bales. The cotton carryover has declined steadily 
over the last four years. This smaller carryover 
is due to increased exports and domestic consump- 
tion. 


Quality of Cotton Carryover High 

The quality of the 1960 cotton carryover is re- 
ported to be good. The average staple length of 
1-1/32 inches for American upland cotton is the 
longest since 1951. The average grade index of 
97.9 (Middling White=100) is the highest since 
1940. The 1959 average staple length was just 
under one inch and the grade index was 95.0. 


More People Own Co-ops Than Invest in Market 

Twice as many U. S. families invest in coopera- 
tives as own shares in non-cooperative corporations, 
the Cooperative News Service reveals. Of the 52 
million families in the U. S., about 7.25 million 
—or 14 percent—own shares in corporations listed 
on the nation’s stock exchange. This has gone up 
from 10 percent in 1955. Co-op leaders estimated 
that 14 million families own U. S. cooperatives— 
twice the number that has invested in profit-making 
corporations. 


Long-range View of Surplus Problems 

In a recent report on the farm surplus problem, 
the House Government Operations Committee said 
that the surplus isn’t so bad when compared to total 
production. 

While accumulations of surpluses, particularly 
wheat and feed grains, are tremendous, additions 
to carryovers of the commodities from 1954 through 
1958 amounted to about five percent of total pro- 
duction. This represented production from about 
10 million acres annually. The report called atten- 
tion to the fact that horses and mules used on farms 
consumed production from 90 million acres in 1920, 
43 million acres in 1940, 15 million acres in 1952, 
and only 10 million acres from 1954 through 1958. 
Thus, 80 million acres formerly required to produce 
feed for horses and mules have been released with- 
in the past 40 years to produce crops for other 
purposes. 


Poultry Adds To Economy 

While I’m handing out congratulations, I 
want to include my home county, Marshall, 
for the success it’s having in the poultry busi- 
ness. W. L. Martin, county agent, tells me 
that poultry is responsible for an average of 
one additional clerk being employed per store 
in the county. 

In addition to the $614 million income from 
broilers, several hundred men and women are 
employed in the county’s four processing 
plants and 14 hatcheries. And men are also 
working as catching crews as feed service- 
men, and as delivery men. 

As I remember Whitesville community 
from several years back, you’d pass a chicken 
house only every now and then. But now it 
is not uncommon to see as many as three or 
four onafarm. Martin says that the number 
of houses being built is on the upswing again 
after a two-year breathing spell. In the last 
two months, 17 new houses have gone up; 
oe have a holding capacity of 125,000 

irds. 

M. G. Hodges of the Five Points commun- 
ity, a new chicken rancher, told me that he 
plans to raise more chickens, hogs, and cattle 
and less cotton.

“We cannot afford to let the present surplus 
problem cause us to lose sight of what could in the 
future become a more serious problem pf scarcity,” 
the report declared. “Our population is growing 
rapidly. Good cropland is limited and is decreasing 
swiftly as cities expand and highways multiply to 
cover fertile farmland at the rate of one million 
acres a year. An expanding population and a 
shrinking supply of good land have not yet closed 
the gap, but we cannot afford to take the future 
for granted.” 


Farm Income Lags Still. Further Behind Nonfarm 


Recent figures confirm the fact that the per capi- 
ta income of the farm population is losing ground 
compared to that of the nonfarm population. 


In 1950 the per capita farm income from all 
sources was 52.9 percent of the nonfarm average 
from all sources. In 1959, it had slipped to 43.5 
percent. And farm income, 9.5 percent of all 
U. S. income in 1950, dropped to 5.6 percent in 
1959. 


In dollar figures, the per person income of farm- 
ers from all sources in 1950 averaged $838; the 
nonfarm, $1,585. However, in 1959, the farm fig- 
ure averaged $965; the nonfarm, $2,216. In this 
period nonfarm average income increased $631 
per person, the farm average less than $150. 


Gross Farm Income from Poultry and Eggs 


In 1959, income from poultry and eggs slipped to 
nine percent of the U. S. gross income from farm 
products; in 1958 it was 10 percent. Declining 
prices for eggs and poultry meat last year are the 
principal explanation. Prices so far this year av- 
erage higher than last year, and they are likely to 
continue higher. 


In Alabama, we get 20 percent of our gross farm 
income from poultry and eggs. 


Feed Consumption 


Consumption of feed grains and other concen- 
trates by livestock has gone up sharply in recent 
years. In 1959-60 the tonnage fed was 25 percent 
above the 1952-56 average. This has been ac- 
complished through heavier feeding per animal and 
only a moderate increase in the number of livestock 
on farms. Big feed grain crops, lower feed prices, 
and the trend toward heavier feeding of grain 
and other concentrates to dairy and beef cattle have 
contributed to the rising rate of feeding per animal.

amounts are added, the plant can produce 
enormous amounts of food and fiber. For 
example, one acre of alfalfa fertilized with 
1,000 pounds of 0-10-20 pounds per acre of 
fertilizer plus 25 pounds of borax is capable 
of producing 12,740 pounds of hay. This 
amounts to well over 1500 pounds of protein. 
The alfalfa plant requires, however, that lime 
be applied to the soil to raise the soil pH 
to near the neutral point, 7.0. 

Auburn University has conducted research 
to find out the amount of chemical elements 
required in the soil to supply the plants with 
sufficient amounts for maximum production. 
Also, Auburn University has the soil testing 
laboratory to find out how much phosphorus 
and potassium are in a soil. With these two 
factors known, the soil testing laboratory can 
give specific and exact fertilizer recommen- 
dations for any soil in the state. 

Help your green factories produce more. 
Have a soil test made so the correct amount 
of fertilizer and lime, or raw materials, may 
be added to the soil.

Through Wildlife Camps 


HROUGH the development of 4-H fish 

and wildlife clubs, three counties have 

become outstanding in the protection of Ala- 
bama’s wildlife resources. 

In Chambers County, Robert Horn, assist- 
ant county agent, started the first county 4-H 
wildlife club with 63 members. At club meet- 
ings, the young wildlifers are given basic in- 
structions in conservation principles and the 
correct use of the various types of fishing 
equipment. “Most outstanding is the fact 
that we have boys living in towns taking wild- 
life projects,”” commented Horn. “ They don’t 
have space for a corn or calf project. But 
they help plant food patches for game, erect 
wildlife tree dens, and raise fishbait.” 

During 1959, when rabies was raging 
among foxes in Chambers County, 4-H boys 
helped trap and catch 82 foxes—one-fourth 
of the total foxes caught.

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With Farm Records 


Farmer Makes Profit 


EEPING complete records has helped Al- 
vin Reeves make a profitable business of 

his Cherokee County farming operation. 
Reeves recalls that he talked with Assistant 
County Agent Tom Owens about his farming 


program five years ago. He was especially 
interested in improving his hog enterprise. 
He told Owens that he was weaning around 
six or seven pigs per litter and that he didn’t 
know whether his hogs were making him any 
money. 

Owens advised Reeves to start keeping rec- 
ords. Now, at the end of each year, his rec- 
ords tell him exactly what his hog program 
did. And during the last five years Reeves 
has weaned 9.8 pigs per litter on 55 litters, 
according to Owens. The Auburn Extension 
Service agent went on to say that the farm- 
er’s accomplishments are due to good record 
keeping and management, both in production 
and marketing. 

By keeping a record of the breeding dates, 
Reeves puts his sows in the jackets two days 
before they are due to farrow. He says by 
doing this, the sows become more adjusted 
to the farrowing facilities. “Staying with the 
sows during farrowing has saved me around 
two pigs per litter,” says Reeves. At the 
same time, he is busy clipping needle teeth. 
In three to five days, he gives each pig an 
iron shot. And each pig is castrated when 
one to four weeks old, depending on the 
weather and how busy Reeves is. 

At eight weeks of age, the pigs are put 
on'‘concrete and are given a treatment of

piperazine for worms. This treatment is re- 
peated when the pigs weigh around 130 
pounds. Each time the concreted area is 
thoroughly washed with lye and water. 

Reeves tops out around 200 hogs each year 
on corn, supplement, and grazing. Owens 
said that Reeves studies the market outlook. 
If it looks favorable, he buys pigs in addi- 
tion to the pigs his eight sows wean. He buys 
only good thrifty pigs from a reliable source. 
And this past year, his record book shows that 
he bought 75 pigs and made good money. 

Reeves stated that a neighbor has also prof- 
ited from his improved operation. The neigh- 
bor had been raising only about one-half of 
the pigs his sow gave birth to since they far- 
rowed in mud holes, the woods, or anywhere 
they happened to be. The neighbor saw what 
Reeves was doing and wanted to do likewise. 
With Reeves’ help, this farmer now has a 
sow with nine four-week-old pigs. 

In addition to his hogs, Reeves has 55 acres 
of corn which he markets through hogs. He 
had six acres of cotton this year and made 
666 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reeves are proud of the ac- 
complishments they have made on their 

ethel community farm, and they give a part 


of this credit to the help they received from 


the local Extension Service personnel. They 


became a Farm and Home Development fam- 
ily five years ago and say this program has 
greatly aided them in developing both their 
farm and home.

BORON NEEDED. Cauliflower, broccoli, 
turnips, rutabagas, beets, and carrots require 
the addition of boron for high yields and good 
quality. A rate of 10 to 20 pounds of borax 
per acre is recommended. Some boron-de- 
ficient orchards were found in a survey of 
34 Alabama apple orchards. Nearly half 
(44 percent) of the orchards had leaves be- 
low the national average for boron content. 
Ten pounds of borax per acre is recommended 
for apples on light-textured soil. 


CLEAN ALABAMA WOOL. Shrinkage 
determinations show that Alabama wool 
shrinks little and yields a high percentage of 
clean wool. Compared with wool produced 
in other areas of the United States, Alabama’s 
fine wool yields 10 to 20 percent more clean 
wool, 15 to 20 percent more half-blood wool, 
and 10 to 15 percent more medium wool. 


CHRISTMAS HOLLY. Good care will in- 
crease the decorative life of cut branches of 
American and Chinese holly. Branches are 
cut in short, usable lengths, split at the base, 
and the bases are immediately put into warm 
water and allowed to cool overnight at 40-50 
degrees F, After overnight conditioning, the 
branches are arranged in vases containing 
water or in a water-soaked plastic. Spraying 
the prepared holly with a clear plastic will 
also prolong the decorative life. The holly 
and spray plastic should be at about the same 
temperature (70 degrees F.) to prevent a 
frosty appearance. 


UNDERPLANTING PINE STANDS. Un- 
derplanting slash pine in natural stands of 
shortleaf-loblolly pine stocked with 130 small 
stems per acre was unsuccessful in Alabama 
tests. The slash pine seedlings were suppress- 
ed by the established trees. After 18 years, 
only 10 slash pines had survived the compe- 
tition. An additional 140 volunteer stems 
measuring four to 16 inches in diameter at 
breast height had become established from 
seed, making an adequately stocked stand of 
290 trees per acre. 


FARM MORTGAGE DEBT. Farm mort- 
gage debt in Alabama was $193 million at / 
the beginning of 1960. This was 12 percent 
higher than in the previous year. Increases 
were experienced by all lender groups. Av- 
erage term of farm mortgages recorded dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1959 was 6.7 years. 
Bank term was lowest, two years, and insur- 
ance companies highest with 18 years. Av- 
erage interest rate for all lenders was 5.43 
percent. The rate of increase in mortgage 
poe expected to decline in the years 
ahead. 


AUBURN 56 COTTON. Greater resistance 
to root-knot has been shown by Auburn 56 
cotton than by other commercial varieties 
tested. Even greater resistance may be pos- 
sible in the future, Auburn studies reveal. Re- 
sistance to root-knot was not because nema- 
todes failed to enter cotton roots but because 
resistant varieties slower nematode develop- 
ment in the roots. 


BEEF PASTURE. Results of Alabama 
studies indicate that grazing calves instead 
of their dams gives more efficient use of win- 
ter pasture. Calves creep-fed oat and clover 
pastures gained an average of 1.6 pounds 
daily. Others not on good pasture gained 1.3 
pounds per head. Dams of both groups got 
the same ration. Brood cows fed coastal ber- 
muda hay and cottonseed meal produced al- 
most as'much milk as those on lush grazing. 
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
